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SALVI, INSANITY, 


AND THE LAW 


There’s been a lot of talk about whether 
John C. Salvi III, the alleged gunman in 
Brookline’s abortion-clinic shootings, will 
plead insanity. 

What that means according to Massa- 
chusetts law is also the subject of much 
discussion. 

The law reads: 


A person is not responsible for crim- 
inal conduct if at the time of such 
conduct as a result of mental disease 
or defect he lacks substantial capacity 
either to appreciate the criminality of 
his conduct or to conform his conduct 
to the requirements of the law. 


That statement comes from a 1974 Su- 
preme Judicial Court case, Commonwealth v. 
McHoul, which defined the state’s insanity de- 
fense. It is the same 
language that a judge

goes the insanity route. “It’s a tough sell, 
the toughest sell,” says Boston defense 
lawyer John McBride. 

Robert Sheketoff, another defense 
lawyer, says the insanity defense is an ex- 
tremely long shot. A defendant arguing in- 


| sanity basically admits to having done the 


things of which he has been accused, a 
fact that may discourage a jury from ac- 
quitting him. 

The picture of Salvi that has emerged 
since his arrest last week suggests he’s at 
least unbalanced. In a six-page letter re- 
leased last Thursday, for instance, Salvi 
volunteered for the death penalty if con- 


| victed, complained about finding sperm in 


his jail food, and asked to be interviewed 
by Barbara Walters. 

Just how Salvi’s actions — especially last 
week’s letter — would fit into an insanity 
defense is unclear. McBride says a prose- 
cutor could argue that the letter proves that 
Salvi knows he’s done something wrong 
and is thus not legally insane. Another 
lawyer, who knows Salvi’s counsel, specu- 
lates that Carney would never have let the 
letter become public unless he thought he 
could use it to argue that his client is in- 
sane. Carney himself is not commenting.

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NEW DEM CHAIR 
AT GAY ALLIANCE 


An anti-incumbent mood won out over 
pleas for non-partisanship among members 
of the Lesbian and Gay Political Alliance of 
Massachusetts on Monday. Vice-chair Mar- 
sie Silvestro, a Democrat, defeated incum- 
bent chair Todd Fernandez, whose aggres- 
sive push for a Weld endorsement last year 
alienated many in the Alliance. Silvestro 
won, 191-139, at a packed meeting at the 
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First and Second Church, in Boston. “There 
go the suits,” one attendee remarked as 
about three dozen Fernandez supporters, 
mostly well-dressed men, left the room be- 
fore votes were cast for other officers. 

Silvestro denied that her victory was a 
Democratic takeover, but the only two 
members of her original slate identified as 
Republicans withdrew immediately before 
voting began — among them Eduardo 
Paez-Carrillo, who complained of “anti- 
Republican” attitudes. Silvestro managed 
to replace one of the two with a Republi- 
can, but the early exit of Fernandez sup- 
porters made it difficult to find a second 
GOP replacement. “They had a chance, 
and they left the room,” she says. “Repub- 
licans [who stayed] felt like they were be- 
trayed by their own.” 

Former Alliance chair Don Gorton, who 
supported Fernandez, gives Silvestro credit 
for helping to energize the group, but 
warns, “Her board is composed exclusively 
of liberal Democrats at a time when the 
community cannot afford to concentrate 
on one party.”

NEWTSPACE: 
AS PROMISED 


Newt Gingrich has wasted no time in 
fulfilling his promise to put Congress on- 
line so that, as he put it in a post-election 
interview, “every American everywhere in 
the country has the same access as the lob- 
byists, has the same opportunity as the in- 
siders.” Within days of grasping the Speak-

er’s gavel, Gingrich unveiled the House’s 
new “home page” on the World-Wide 
Web, a fast-growing part of the Internet 
devoted to multimedia self-publishing. 

Although much of Newtspace is still un- 
der construction, it promises to offer an 
impressive list of features. Among them: 
recent floor actions; the text of all bills and 
amendments and their status; committee 
transcripts, votes, and reports; the Con- 
gressional Record; and the Republicans’ 
“Contract with America,” complete with 
hypertext links to related bills. 

Ironically, this aid to open government is 
being offered on one of the most difficult- 
to-reach outposts of cyberspace. The Web 
can be accessed by perhaps one million 
people. None of the major services — 
America Online, Prodigy, and CompuServe 
— offers access to the Web, although all 
are making plans to do so. 

In perhaps five years, nearly everyone will 
be able to browse the Web via cable TV. For 
now, though, electronic government is little 
more than an experiment — and, for Gin- 
grich, a considerably easier promise to fulfill 
than his call for tax cuts, more military 
spending, and a balanced budget.

KERRY HELPS 
MOSELEY-BRAUN 


Massachusetts US Senator John Kerry, 
the new chairman of the Senate’s Democrat- 
ic Steering Committee, won his first internal 
power struggle as a member of leadership 
last week. Kerry played a key role in naming 
Senator Carol Moseley-Braun (D-lIllinois) to 
the Senate Finance Committee, against the 
objections of some senior Democrats. 

The elevation of Moseley-Braun marked 
the latest flare-up of tensions between se- 
nior and junior Democrats in the Senate, a 
conflict that began with last month’s race 
for minority leader. It is a struggle in which 
Kerry has emerged as a leader among the 
young turks. 

In what Roll Call called a “contentious 
debate,” the new Senate Minority Leader 
Tom Daschle (D-South Dakota) and Ker- 
ry “museled:a-bitterly divided Steering 
Committee” into accepting a Finance 
Committee slate that included Moseley- 
Braun during a January 3 meeting. The 
vote was 12-11 in favor of the slate. 

The vacancy was created when Daschle 
stepped down to make room for Moseley- 
Braun. Kerry and Moseley-Braun had been 
key swing votes in favor of Daschle for mi- 
nority leader last month over Senator Chris 
Dodd (D-Connecticut). 

Moseley-Braun, the Senate’s only black 
member and the first black woman ever to 
serve in that chamber, was competing with 
Senator Richard Bryan (D-Nevada) for the 
Finance Committee seat. Many of the more 
senior Democrats who had supported 
Dodd rallied behind Bryan for the post. 

Bill Mattea, legislative director for Mose- 
ley-Braun, says that the Steering Committee 
fight reflects the same generational struggle 
as the Daschle-Dodd race among Senate 
Democrats. “There’s not all that much dif- 
ference in age between Dodd and Daschle,” 
he says. “But there was a clear breakdown 
of more junior members supporting Senator 
Daschle and more senior members support- 
ing Senator Dodd. There were some excep- 
tions, of course. This was the closest leader- 
ship race we’ve had in a while. I suspect it 
will take some getting used to.”

n enormous Green Man 
— that ancient leaf-mask 
symbol of death and re- 
birth — dominates the set 
of the Huntington The- 
atre’s As You Like It. His mouth is wide 
open in a quizzical expression, as if he 
couldn’t decide whether to laugh or cry. 
It’s an ideal image for Shakespeare’s pas- 
toral masterpiece, which is delicately bal- 
anced between court and country, society 
and solitude, cynicism and idealism, reality 
and romance, sophistication and 
simplicity. It’s also the center- 
piece of an original conception 
by set designer Marjorie Bradley 
Kellogg in which court and 
country fuse. Her Green Man is 
flanked by angular stone stairs 
and Ionic columns from which 
tree branches sprout; the stairs 
have carved balusters, and the 





(don’t fail to visit it at intermis- 
sion), but the steps themselves 
are crumbling, and a piece of 
broken column lies to one side. 
What looks like a backdrop is 
actually a mirror — as Shake- 














speare later tells us (in Hamlet), 
“There is nothing either good or 
bad, but thinking makes it so.” 
That’s the key to As You Like 
It, where both court and country 
are reflections of ourselves. At 
the outset, Duke Senior, who’s 
been banished to the Forest of 
Arden by his usurping brother 
Duke Frederick, tells his loyal 
courtiers, “And this our life, ex- 
empt from public haunt,/Finds 
tongues in trees, books in the 
running brooks,/Sermons in 
stones, and good in every- 
thing./I would not change it.” 
But when at the end he’s offered 
a chance to return to court, he does 
change it: “Every of this happy 
number/That have endured shrewd [i.e., 
shrewish] days and nights with us/Shall 
share the good of our returned fortune.” 
Toward the end of the 16th century, 
Shakespeare too found good in everything 
(this is the period Of his happiest work: 
Much Ado About Nothing, Twelfth Night, 
The Merry Wives of Windsor), but his fo- 
cus here is the Forest of Arden, which de- 
spite its “winter and rough weather” is a 
refuge from the artifices of society, a 
chance to rediscover the golden age of 
Eden, to bask, like shepherds, in the shel- 
tering shade of the Great Shepherd. And 
why not? The Bard’s language creates its 
own golden age, one in which love can

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flower and truth can flourish. 

At the Huntington, however, you’re 
more likely to feel the “churlish chiding 
of the winter’s wind.” Director Edward 
Gilbert’s Arden is distinctly uninviting, 
with its denizens fitted out in parkas and 
reducéd to huddling round a brazier for 
warmth. Even the Green Man’s eye- 
brows sport icicles. It’s a plausible read- 
ing, Shakespeare as reimag- 
ined by George Bernard 
haw, but it short-shrifts the 
Bard’s magic, his belief in our capacity 
to redeem ourselves. 

Certainly there’s little redemption on 
view here. Duke Senior and his cohort 
might be David Mamet characters divvying 
up Chicago; court philosopher Jaques laces 
his melancholy with cynicism; court fool 
Touchstone scourges the slow-witted shep- 
herd Corin with a verbal tongue-lashing 
that’s drearily reminiscent of that other fa- 
vorite Elizabethan pastime, bear baiting. 
The other rustics are likewise objects of 
sport: a sillybilly Audrey, a shambling Sil- 
vius, a feeble-minded Sir Oliver Mar-text, 


and an all-but-retarded William. Is this the | 


mirror Gilbert wants us to look into? 
There’s not much to redeem the perfor- 
mances, either. The cast members are ai- 
most too professional: they act but they 
don’t interact, and so we get an illustrated

“According to an American Cancer Society study, a ma- 
jority of cancer patients report that one of the most horri- 
fying effects of the disease comes after their treatments, 
when they go back to work or set out to look for a job. 

“Common myths, such as that cancer is contagious and 
that all cancer patients will die of their disease, are at the 
root of much of the prejudice against people with a cancer 
history. But employers also fear putting a cancer patient on 
the payroll for a more calculated reason: in the event of a 
relapse, an employee with cancer would run up huge medi- 
cal bills, and drive up the company’s insurance premiums.” 


POPE MUSIC 
15 years ago: January 15, 1980 
» The pope’s recent foray into the literary marketplace wasn’t 
his first encounter with commercial success. Michael Matza 
wrote about one of John Paul’s earlier triumphs (a record al- 
bum) and predicted future moments of papal popularity. 

“Taped live at Poland’s Festival of Sacrosong — the 
songfest founded by the former cardinal of Krakéw himself 
— the album features John Paul’s distinctive bass croon- 
ing, amplified above the voices of the faithful, on six of the 
papal platter’s 14 cuts. 

“What’s next? Producer Harold Stavisky has his eye on 
a cable-television contract and hopes to produce a docu- 
mentary film on the pope as well. ‘Believe me, this John 
Paul hasn’t begun to make his mark. He’s a virile 59-year- 
old guy who’s fluent in 14 languages. He jogs, plays the 
guitar, can talk to young people. God, he’s made-to-order 
for this kind of thing.’ ” 


MARCHING DISORDER 
20 years ago: January 14, 1975 
» Boston’s March Against Racism was less a stride for- 


- ward than a sorry shuffle downhill. Tom Sheehan reported. 


“Something was wrong, and it was not far below the sur- 
face. You could see it in the make-up of the march itself, in 
the virtually total absence of both black and white parents. 
You could hear it in the silly chants (“We say no, we say no, 
we say no to ray-sizz-mm!”) and in the simplistic speeches. 

“Gathering masses of people together behind ill-defined 
political demands was clearly useful in the early days of the 
anti-war movement. Attempting the same tactic today on 
an issue as complex as busing in Boston serves no purpose 
other than to assuage the guilt of old radicals.” 


MOVIE MASTERPIECES 

25 years ago: January 14, 1970 

» Deac Rossell spoke with Alfred Hitchcock about the fine 
art of suspense. 

“ ‘I’m interested in the style and manner of telling the 
story. That’s how you get ex- 
citement for the audience. In 
a painting, who’s going to 
worry whether the apples are 
sweet or sour? It is how they 
are painted that is important.’ 

“ “I am prepared to design a 
picture away from the studio, 
on paper, shot by shot.

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The ‘other’ dream 


Unearthing the censored ideas 


of Martin Luther King Jr. 


by Jeff Cohen and Norman Solomon 


t’s become a TV ritual: every year in 
mid January, around the time of 
Martin Luther King’s birthday, we 
get perfunctory network-news 
reports about “the slain civil-rights 
leader.” 

The remarkable thing about this annual 
review of King’s life is that several years — 
his last years — are totally missing, as if 
flushed down a memory hole. 

What TV viewers see is a closed loop of 
familiar file footage: King battling segrega- 
tion in Birmingham in 1963; reciting his 





| dream of racial harmony at the rally in 


Washington that same year; marching for 
voting rights in Selma in 1965; and, finally, 
lying dead on the motel balcony in Mem- 
phis in 1968. 

An alert viewer might notice that the 
chronology jumps from 1965 to 1968. Yet 
King didn’t take a sabbatical near the end 
of his life. In fact, he was speaking and or- 
ganizing as diligently as ever.

Almost all of those speeches were filmed 
or taped. But they’re not shown today on 
TV. 

Why? 

It’s because national news media have 
never come to terms with what Martin 
Luther King Jr. stood for during his final 
years. 

In the early 1960s, when King focused 
his challenge on legalized racial discrimina- 
tion in the South, most major media were 
his allies. Network TV and national publi- 
cations graphically showed the police dogs 
and bullwhips and cattle prods used against 
Southern blacks who sought the right to 
vote or to eat at a public lunch counter. 

But after the passage of civil-rights acts 
of 1964 and 1965, King began challenging 
the nation’s fundamental priorities. He 
maintained that civil-rights laws were empty 
without “human rights” — including eco- 
nomic rights. For people too poor to eat at 
a restaurant or afford a decent home, King 
said, anti-discrimination laws were hollow. 

Noting that a majority of Americans be- 
low the poverty line were white, King devel- 
oped a class perspective. He decried the 
huge income gaps between rich and poor, 
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and called for “radical changes in the struc- 
ture of our society” to redistribute wealth 
and power. 

“True compassion,” King declared, “is 
more than flinging a coin to a beggar. It 
comes to see that an edifice which produces 
beggars needs restructuring.” 

By 1967, King had also become the 
country’s most prominent opponent of the 
Vietnam War, and a staunch critic of over- 
all US foreign policy, which he deemed mil- 
itaristic. In his “Beyond Vietnam” speech, 
delivered at New York’s Riverside Church 
on April 4, 1967, a year to the day before 
he was murdered, King called the United 
States “the greatest purveyor of violence in 
the world today.” 

From Vietnam to South Africa to Latin 
America, King said, the US was “on the 
wrong side of a world revolution.” King 
questioned “our alliance with the landed 
gentry of Latin America,” and asked why 
the US was suppressing revolutions “of the 
shirtless and barefoot people” in the Third 
World, instead of supporting them. 

In foreign policy, King also offered an 
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economic critique, com- 
plaining about “capitalists 
of the West investing huge 
sums of money in Asia, 
Africa, and South Ameri- 
ca, only to take the profits 
out with no concern for 
the social betterment of 
the countries.” 

You haven’t heard the 
“Beyond Vietnam” speech 
on network-news retro- 
spectives, but national me- 
dia heard it loud and clear 
back in 1967 — and loud- 
ly denounced it. Time 
magazine called it “dema- 
gogic slander that sounded 
like a script for Radio 
Hanoi.” The Washington 
Post patronizingly held 
that “King has diminished 
his usefulness to his cause, 
his country, his people.” 

In his last months, King 
was organizing the most 
militant project of his life: 
the Poor People’s Cam- 


paign. He crisscrossed the | 





country to assemble “a multiracial army of | 


the poor” that would descend on Washing- 
ton — engaging in nonviolent civil disobe- 
dience at the Capitol, if need be — until 
Congress enacted a poor people’s bill of 
rights. In response, Reader’s Digest warned 
of an “insurrection.” 


King’s economic bill of rights called for | 


massive government-jobs programs to re- 
build America’s cities. He saw a crying need 
to confront a Congress that had demon- 
strated its “hostility to the poor” — appro- 
priating “military funds with alacrity and 
generosity,” but providing “poverty funds 
with miserliness.” 


How familiar that sounds today, more | 


than a quarter-century after King’s efforts 
on behalf of poor people’s mobilization 
were cut short by an assassin’s bullet. 

As 1995 gets under way, in this nation of 
immense wealth, the White House and 
Congress continue to accept the perpetua- 
tion of poverty. And so do most mass me- 
dia. Perhaps it’s no surprise that they tell us 
little about the last years of Martin Luther 
King’s life. Q

Joseph Chery 
embraced life — 
and started a 
crusade for 
children. 


‘A father copes with losing 
his son and is remade

t would not hurt Joseph Chery’s 
feelings if you said he was an old- 
fashioned parent. Fiercely protec- 

tive, maybe a little authoritarian, 

Chery, 37, is a Haitian immigrant to 

| Dorchester whose values are family, work, 
and the Catholic church. His five-year-old 


| daughter sometimes calls him “Homedad.” 


He prefers “Father.” 
Three years ago, when his son Louis was 


| 13, Chery forbade the boy to ride his bike 
| anywhere but on Dahlgren Street, where 


the family lives. And when Louis started 
high school and had to walk a few blocks 
to catch the bus every morning, his father 


| insisted on going with him. 










Although it worried Chery a little bit that 
Louis was a reclusive and bookish kid, he 
was much more worried that his son would 
get caught up in the drugs and gangs that 
have infected the neighborhood. The Fields 
Corner area is not the worst in Dorchester, 
but it has had more than its share of rob- 
beries, drug deals, and shoot-outs. (Since 
1990, seven people have been shot to death 
in the neighborhood. The most recent was 
this past December, when a man was killed 


by an MBTA police officer during what be- 
gan as a routine traffic stop.) 

“Louis,” Chery says, “had nothing to do 
with the streets.” According to his father, 
he was a bright teenager who was com- 
pletely serious in his ambition to be the 
first black president of the United States. 

All of which makes it not only horrifying 
but almost incomprehensible that a little 
over a year ago Joseph Chery had to put 
his 15-year-old son into the ground. 

On the afternoon of December 20, 
1993, Louis walked to the Fields Corner T 
Station. As he headed down Geneva Street, 
just blocks from his house, Louis was shot 
in the head and side. He had been on his 
way to a Christmas party thrown by a 
group called Teens Against Youth Vio- 
lence. Louis lingered through the night at 
Boston City Hospital. But by the next 
morning he was dead. It seems that he was 
shot by a gun that had been aimed at 
someone else; Louis had apparently wan- 
dered into a shoot-out. His killer has not 
been found. 

Louis Brown was Clementina Chery’s 
son from a previous marriage. (Along with 
their five-year-old daughter, the Cherys 
have a two-year-old son.) Joseph Chery 
says he never considered Louis anything 
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other than one of his 
own. “Don’t call him my 
stepson,” he says. 

Louis died exactly the 
kind of pointless inner- 
city death his parents 
had struggled to keep 
him from. What grieved 
them almost as much as 
his passing was the fact 
} that in death he became 
' a Statistic, a cliché: one 

more young black man 
killed in his own neigh- 
borhood. Joseph Chery 
+ remembers taking his 
i wife to the hospital 
where Louis lay brain- 
* dead and hearing her 
cry, “He’s not just an- 
other black child. He’s 
not just another black

y. 
Joseph and Clementina 
Chery’s agony over 
Louis’s death was com- 
pounded by their guilt 
over not having prevent- 
ed it. “My wife and I 
went through a period of 
soul-searching,” Chery 
says. “We really had a 
problem at first because, 
as much as we were 
sheltering him, this hap- 
pened one of the few 
times he was allowed to 
leave the house.” 
: Chery, however, did 
* not let himself become 
' overwhelmed by grief. 
A friend, Brunir Shack- 
leton, remembers Chery 
consoling him over a 
death in his family not 
long before Louis’s 
killing. Chery told his 
friend not to give up on 
life. After Louis was 


ee ee 
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buried, Shackleton 
says, “He took his own 
advice.” 


As a young man in 
Haiti, Chery had flirted 
with an acting career, 
and, after coming to the 
States in 1977, he 

_ launched a series of me- 
dia ventures, including a 
number of Haitian radio 
shows and a Haitian ad 
and market-research 
agency (all of which are 
currently on hold). He’s 
an articulate and able 
schmoozer, his slightly 
patrician manner giving 
him an aura of com- 
mand. Last winter, 
Chery found himself taking time off from 
his job as an auditor with the Boston Public 
Schools to talk to school and- community 
groups about his personal 
nightmare and the problems of 
urban violence, particularly for 
black kids. 

Chery says he and his wife 
came to believe that Louis’s 
death was in part a message 
to them from God. “We 
thought _ that 
maybe, as 
a family, 
we were 
being se- 
lected,” he 
says. “We 
thought 
that maybe 
the blood of 
the Louis 
Browns of 
the world 
has to be 
shed to wash 
away the violence.” 

With his wife 
and 
Dorchester 
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activists, he’s 

set up something called the Louis D. 
Brown Social Development Corporation, 
the purpose of which is to sponsor school 
programs against violence and to keep the 
names of Louis and other people killed in 
the neighborhood alive. 

“Joe Chery,” says Captain Robert Don- 
ford, commanding officer of police area C- 
11, which includes Chery’s neighborhood, 
“you find him everyplace.” 

“People think I only got involved in 
community activity as a result of this, 
plains, . 

















other CHERY’S SON Louis 
Brown, with siblings (left), fell victim 
neighborhood to the streets his parents feared. 
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“What I did was not stop.” He does say 
that the aftermath of Louis’s death has giv- 
en him a focus his activism lacked before 
— namely, the welfare of kids. 

Clementina Chery says she and her hus- 
band have also experienced another 
change. “We take life more seriously,” she 
says, “one day at a time.” 

This summer Chery got a call from May- 
or Tom Menino asking him to head up 
Boston Against Drugs (BAD), an agency 
whose mission is to coordinate neighbor- 
hood drug-abuse prevention programs. 
(Since it was launched in 1989, BAD has 
struggled; Chery’s predecessor was among 
the first bureaucrats to be axed by the in- 
coming Menino administration.) Chery 
says he was aware of the possibility of be- 
ing exploited for public-relations advan- 
tage, but a conference with Menino put his 
mind at ease. Chery says his good feelings 
about the mayor began when Menino came 
to his house the night of the shooting. Lat- 
er, the mayor attended Louis’s funeral but 
passed up an opportunity to walk with the 
boy’s family in front of TV cameras. 

As to whether he’s really doing any 
good, Chery is quick to admit he isn’t sure. 
BAD’s mandate is inherently vague, and 
Chery sys there’s no way to know if it has 
kept even a single kid away from crack or 
heroin: He recognizes that he has trouble 
balancing that uncertainty with his own im- 
patience. 

“I want to see things done, and I want to 
see them done yesterday,” he says.

Joseph Chery is standing in the cold out- 
side of a bodega near the corner of Geneva 
Avenue and Tonawanda Street. There’s not 
much going on: a few neighbors talking in 
a nearby driveway, two or three delivery 
trucks, a handful of young men hanging 
out on a front stoop around the corner. Al- 
though the spot is within shouting distance 
of both a shopping center and the Fields 
Corner T Station, it’s quiet on this gray af- 
ternoon — the doors and windows of its 
row houses empty, its vacant lots over- 
grown with sullen weeds. 

An older man in a red baseball cap 
comes out of the bodega carrying a brown 
paper bag. His lined face lights up when he 
sees Chery. 

“Hey, man,” he says. 

Chery returns the man’s smilé and takes 


him gently aside. 
“I'd like to talk to you later,” he says 
softly. 


The man seems unwilling to agree, but 
Chery politely insists. They talk in low 
voices for a minute. 

“Okay,” the man finally says, “call me.” 

Then Chery lets him go, promising to 
get in touch with him that evening. 

Maybe, Chery explains later, the man in 
the baseball cap knows something about 
Louis’s death. ‘Chery is convinced that 
somewhere there is a neighbor who saw 
something, a witness who is afraid to talk 
to the police. 

Louis’s death has cast a long shadow 
over Joseph Chery and his family. Joseph 
Chery says his young daugh- 


shaken by 
her broth- 
er’s death 
that she’s 
still terrified 
of being left 
alone by her 
parents.

“They haven’t been 
able to put a gun in anybody’s hand,” 
Chery says. 
Tracy Wyse, a police spokeswoman, says 
only that the investigation by homicide de-

n May 1993, veteran WBZ-TV 

(Channel 4) reporter Dan Rea 

broadcast his first story on Joseph 

Salvati, who at that time had served 

more than 25 years in prison for a 
gangland murder Salvati swears he knew 
nothing about. 

Sometime early next month the state’s 
Supreme Judicial Court will hear Salvati’s 
appeal for a new trial. 

Victory is by no means certain. Suffolk 
County District Attorney Ralph Martin’s 
office is preparing to offer a thorough de- 
fense of the prosecution’s conduct. But 
two of the SJC’s seven justices have al- 
ready ruled that Salvati’s principal argu- 


Boston University, says he doesn’t under- 
stand why he’s been made as much a part 
of the story as Salvati, whose plight, he be- 
lieves, raises “very, very serious issues of | 
denial of due process.” Rea admits he as- 
sisted with the editorial, but says he merely 
wrote down some thoughts at the request 
of station management. As for Salvati’s 
criminal record, Rea says he reported from 
the beginning that Salvati had been con- 
victed of breaking and entering in 1955. 

“Joe Salvati was very clearly not an an- 
gel or a choirboy,” Rea says. “But there 
was nothing substantial in the criminal 
record that I omitted, either intentionally 
or otherwise.” 

The facts of the case are dauntingly 
complex, but the key elements are simple. 

On the night of March 12, 1965, a mi-

knowledge of a confidential police infor-

Rea estimates he’s broadcast between 


| 20 and 25 reports on the Salvati case in 
| the past year and a half. And Salvati’s 


lawyer, Victor Garo, believes those reports 


| were instrumental in shaking loose evi- 


dence he hopes will persuade the SJC to 
throw out his client’s conviction. 

The case will also be the subject of an 
upcoming prime-time report on WABU- 


| TV (Channel 68). Taping is scheduled to 


begin next week, and station official Eric 


| Goldstein says he hopes it will be ready for 


broadcast before the SJC hearing. 

For Rea, covering the Salvati story has 
been as unnerving as it’s been satisfying. 

His integrity was attacked by Ralph 
Martin, who in 1993 wrote a letter to 
Channel 4 news director Peter Brown 
complaining that Rea’s behavior at a news 
conference showed he was “intent on fur- 
thering his own personal opinion.” 

Says Martin spokesman Jim Borghesani: 
“Any tension that was there is completely

A lengthy piece in the Boston Globe last

(Barboza and Flemmi are | 
both dead; Flemmi was the brother of | 
Stephen “The Rifleman” Flemmi, an al- | 
leged associate of reputed organized-crime 
figure James “Whitey” Bulger, both of 
whom were indicted on federal charges 
this past week.) 

The parole board unanimously recom- | 
mended a commutation for Salvati in 
1989.

to act on it, and his successor, Bill Weld, 
rejected it. 

At that point Garo decided to go public. 
He filed a motion for a new trial and got in 
touch with Ronald Cass, dean of the 
Boston University Law School, his alma 
mater. Cass, in turn, contacted Rea. 

Because of Garo’s dogged investigating 
and Rea’s reporting, a number of witness- 
es, including several police officers and 
one of the prosecutors, have emerged to 
support the theory that Barboza fingered 
Salvati to protect Flemmi. 

In January 1994, Superior Court Judge 
Robert Banks turned down Salvati’s bid 
for a new trial. Four months later, though, 
a single justice of the SJC, Herbert 
Wilkins, ruled that Salvati’s 
contention that the police re- 
port had been withheld met 
the legal standard of “new and 
substantial” evidence that 
should be considered by the 
full court. 

SJC Justice John Greaney 
issued a similar ruling in the 
case of two of Salvati’s co-de- 
fendants. Their appeal, 
though, is thought to be weak- 
er than Salvati’s, since Bar- 
boza never testified they were 
at the Ebb Tide on the night 
of the murder. 

Martin’s office, in a brief 
filed with the SJC, argues the 
police report was available to 
defense lawyers at the time of 
the trial; that, in fact, the in- 
formant’s contentions were 
disproven at the trial; and that 
Barboza’s testimony against 
Salvati was corroborated by a 
number of witnesses, includ- 
ing several police officers. 

The SJC is likely to rule on 
Salvati’s appeal in late May or 
June. If it orders a new trial, 
Garo will move that the 
charges be dropped. ~ 

Says Rea: “I have great faith 
in the SJC. I’m somebody who really be- 
lieves in the system.” 

Getting to this point, though, has clearly 
taken a toll. 

“I would think long and hard before 
taking on a story like this again, and it’s 
kind of sad,” Rea says. “Your motives are 
impugned. People look at you differently. 
The amount of aggravation, the amount 
of heat that’s directed at you is absolutely 
exhausting.” 


The Herald’s Sunday sermon 

When the Boston Herald was readying 
its revamped Sunday paper last fall, Kevin 
Convey, managing editor of the Sunday 
edition, took a chance by uttering a nu- 
merical goal. “If you got 25,000 to 50,000 
additional subscriptions,” he said, “you’d 
be looking at a success story” (“Don’t 
Quote Me,” News, September 2). 

According to the Herald’s own num- 
bers, anyway, they can start popping the 
champagne corks at One Herald Square. 
Vice-president for promotions Gwen Gage 
says circulation of the Sunday paper was 
up an average of nearly 35,000 per week 
during a 15-week promotional period last 
fall. For most of that time, the paper car- 
ried a price of 99 cents, down from $1.25. 

The $1.25 price tag was restored on 
January 1, but it’s too soon to tell what 
impact that will have on circulation. “I 
would hope that we would be able to grow 
from where we are,” says Convey. The 
Sunday Herald continues to add new fea- 
tures, unveiling more national and world 
news, more comics, and a 20-page “New 
England Living” section on January 8. And 
this past week, the paper hired former 
Boston Globe staffer Tom Mashberg to 
write Sunday features. 

Of course, the Herald is still well behind 
the Globe on Sunday. An increase of 
35,000 would bring the Sunday Herald’s 
circulation to about 242,000. The Globe’s 
average Sunday circulation in October, 
November, and December was 786,524, 
says spokesman Rick Gulla. 

But there’s hope for the Herald in those 
numbers, because the Sunday Globe's cir- 
culation is down more than 24,000 from 
its April-through-September average for 
last year. The biggest factor: the price of 
the Sunday Globe was increased on Octo- 
ber 2, in the midst of the Herald’s 99-cent 
special, from $1.50 to $1.75. 

If nothing else, it would seem the Sun- 
day Herald has got their attention at 135 
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Morrissey Boulevard. After weeks of ig- 
noring the Herald’s radio ads, which 
tweaked the competition’s lofty price, the 
Globe responded with ads that said, “Light 
and fluffy is fine for pancakes, but not for 
newspapers,” and “When you pay less in 
this world, you get less.” 

The ads stopped when the Herald’s 
price went up. 


From rock to reading 

David Krebs is pursuing an unlikely ca- 
reer path. 

For 17 years he managed rock-and-roll 
acts, including Aerosmith and AC/DC, 
and is honest enough to admit he helped 
foist Michael Bolton upon the public as 
well. 

Now he’s publishing a serious maga- 
zine, the National Times, a bimonthly di- 
gest of articles from top-flight newspapers 
and magazines from the United States and

Britain. Among them: the Washington 


Post, the Wall Street Journal, the | 


Economist, the Harvard Business Review, 
the New Republic, and Forbes, as well as 
lesser-known publications. 

After test-marketing the Times for the 
past year, Krebs is raising the stakes ‘with 
the January issue, his seventh — the sec- 
ond to be distributed nationally, and the 
first to be the subject of a public-relations 
campaign and an upcoming radio and TV 
advertising blitz. The Times is also sched- 
uled to go monthly later this year. 

Krebs, who’s based in New York, says 
the impetus for the National Times comes 
from his years on the road. He remembers 
taking a big bag of magazines with him 
wherever he went, and at some point de- 
cided there was money to be made in 
putting the best of them into one easy-to- 
carry publication. 

“I think that this is the ultimate airline 
book,” he says. But he knows it’s going to 
take more than travelers to make the 
Times a success, and he’s identified two 
audiences: “voracious readers” and people 
who read a top-quality newspaper and a 
weekly news magazine, but who don’t 
have time for much else. 

Right now, Krebs says, his paid circula- 
tion is 50,000. Within a year, he hopes it 
will reach 100,000; within five years, 
500,000. 

The current 96-page issue contains an 
impressive range of material, demonstrat- 
ing that Krebs is, indeed, looking for a se- 
rious audience. In addition to a big cover 
package on China, it contains articles on 
cutting the military budget, electric cars, 
the role of religion in society, and the pri- 
vatization of Eastern Europe’s economies 
— plus a commentary by the political sci- 
entist James Q. Wilson. The only stories 
that could qualify as fun — depending on 
your definition — are the two on the elec- 
tric chair. 

The look is a bit of a problem. Although 
the Times certainly isn’t ugly, it’s cluttered 
and dry, lacking both the cutting-edge ap- 
peal of, say, Wired and the clean, classic 
lines of the New Yorker and the Atlantic 
Monthly. 

It also doesn’t look as appealing as the 
redesigned Utne Reader, which may prove 
problematic. 

The Reader, with a circulation of more 
than 300,000, has thrived as a bimonthly 
digest of the alternative press. Now it’s

taking a more mainstream approach, go- 
ing for the same territory Krebs hopes to 
stake out. 

Utne Reader president/editor-in-chief 
Eric Utne and editor Jay Walljasper both 
say they’re not familiar enough with the 
National Times to comment on it. 

But Krebs denies he’s competing with 
the Reader, saying, “I love the Utne 
Reader. I’m a bit New Age myself. But it’s 
a different mindset I’m looking for. Maybe 
a little older.” He also expresses skepti- 
cism at the Reader’s efforts to appeal to a 
mainstream audience. 

“I think they’re going to have difficulty 
putting a foot in both bases,” he says. “It’s 
like trying to be a hard-rock act and an al- 
ternative act at the same time.” 


Bosom buddies 

They’ve always seemed an unlikely duo: 
WBZ Radio talk-show host David Brud- 
noy and Massachusetts Senate President 
Bill Bulger. Brudnoy’s a libertarian bomb- 
thrower; Bulger’s a conservative Democrat 
with an authoritarian image. Brudnoy’s 
gay; Bulger is sometimes criticized for 
holding homophabic views. 

Yet there they were again, celebrating 
Brudnoy’s return to the airwaves January 
6 following Brudnoy’s near-death experi- 
ence with AIDS-related pneumonia. 

Last September, in an interview for a 
Phoenix profile that was canceled after he 
fell ill, Brudnoy was asked why he thought 
he hit it off with Bulger and Boston Uni- 
versity president John Silber, another 
stern, conservative Democrat — who, in- 
cidentally, followed Bulger on Brudnoy’s 
January 6 show. 

“Most people’ who gather around those 
two guys are sycophants,” he replied. 
“You're either one of Bulger’s hirelings or 
one of Silber’s hirelings. And very few 
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ent styles. I wanted something looser, more 
experimental, funkier, less perfectionist, 
and more open to input from the audience” 
(“Don’t Quote Me,” News, December 30). 

Rossetto couldn’t be reached at the 
time, but now he’s fired back. In an e-mail 
to the Phoenix, he responded to Rheingold 
by saying, “Another way of putting it is 
that I wanted something more intelligent, 
more evolved, sharper, less amateurish, 
more professional — in other words, 
something disciplined enough to actually 
get produced on a daily and weekly basis. 
Howard wanted to offer what I and the 
rest of the HotWired editorial team felt was 
a sort of glorified form of community-ac- 
cess programming. I felt that we’d had 10 
years of community access on the Net. It 
was time for the next step.”

people can play with them who are not de- 
pendent upon them for their income.

But what sealed Bulger’s admiration for 
Brudnoy, he added, was when he learned 
Brudnoy had taken the works of the 18th- 
century British man of letters Samuel 
Johnson with him on vacation.

Two weeks ago, Internet pioneer 
Howard Rheingold told the Phoenix that he 
quit as the editor of HotWired (Wired mag- 
azine’s new venture on the Internet) be- 
cause he and editor/publisher Louis Ros- 
setto “had different visions and very differ- 


Take the case of Ronald Beaton, who’s 
using his Macintosh and laser printer to 
publish the Weymouth Journal, a weekly 
paper that he hopes will debut on Jan- 
uary 31. 

“Without this technology there’s no way 
I could afford to put out a newspaper,” he 
says. 

The Journal will be mailed to Weymouth 
households and distributed in various 
parts of the town. Beaton plans to print 
12,000 copies of each issue, and expects 
to be breaking even within six months. 

The free-distribution plan represents 
a significant challenge to the established 
weekly, the 127-year-old Weymouth 
News & Gazette, which has a paid cir- 
culation of nearly 5000. Patsy Murray, 
editor of the News since 1979, sounds 
less than thrilled about the impending 
competition. 

“I’m ignoring him,” she says. “I can’t 
possibly take him seriously. We'll just wait 
and see what he does.” 

Weymouth is also served by the Patriot 
Ledger, a daily, and by the Weymouth Dis- 
patch, a 1000-circulation weekly sold by 
subscription. 

Can Weymouth support yet another pa- 
per? Ron Zooleck, president of the South 
Shore Chamber of Commerce, is skeptical 
but doesn’t rule it out, noting that, with a 
population of 54,000, Weymouth is one of 
the biggest towns in the state. 

“Personally, I wish there were a hundred 
more newspapers,” he adds. “Maybe it 


would be easier to be quoted correctly.”

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A house divided 


Environmentalists struggle to 


renovate their crumbling cause

ave Foreman, 
co-founder of 
Earth First! and 
icon of the envi- - 
ronmental left, is 
about to leave his home in Ari- 
| zona to go white-water rafting in 
| Utah. But not before commenting 
| on why people across the country 
are rising up against the environ- 
mental movement. 
“There really is a crisis of val- 
ues in this country, and it really is 
| incumbent on the conservation 
| community to talk about it, to 
talk about restraint instead of ex- 
cess, to talk about humility in- 
stead of arrogance,” Foreman 
says. “But the community is 
afraid to, because I think it is un- 
comfortable talking about values. 
We leave it to the preachers, the 
| Rush Limbaughs of the world, at 
a time when the American public 
wants answers, wants values, 
wants to know how to become a 
better people.” 

Environmentalists uneasy talk- 
ing about values? How so, when 
their values have always seemed 
| so clear? 

“The community right now is 
| in a very difficult position, grop- 
| ing around, trying to articulate 
what it is for,” Foreman contin- 
ues. “It has forgotten how to do 
certain things — like grassroots 
organizing, which the Wise Use 
; Movement [a coalition of ranch- 
| ers, loggers, miners, and anti-en- 
| vironmentalists}] has learned to do 
|

| very well. And it got spoiled, hav- 

ing the Antichrist in Watt and 
| others to organize against,” he 
| says, referring to the Reagan-era 
| Interior secretary. “It was so easy then.” 

Foreman’s point resonates, in some 
ways more poignantly since the Republi- 
cans’ Election Day coup d’état. Environ- 
mentalists are bemoaning a “backlash” 
against their work. They say the signs are 
everywhere — the barrage of bills on 
Capitol Hill that would weaken some of 
America’s key environmental laws, the 
wave of industry advertisements that make 
polluters look like Thoreau, the outpour- 
ing of newspaper and magazine articles 
that have challenged environmental 
totems. 

But if there is a backlash, why are envi- 
ronmentalists floundering in their re- 
sponse? If Americans are yearning for 
values, for moral and ethical vision, why is 
it that the best the environmental move- 
ment can offer is the obvious: “We stand 
for clean air, land, and water”? If Ameri- 
cans, as Ross Perot proved in 1992, want 
to know how everyday people can make a 
difference in the world, why are the envi- 
ronmentalists who are most in touch with 
everyday people — the grassroots envi- 
ronmentalists — pulling away from the 
big national groups, thus fracturing the 
movement? 

And if for various reasons Americans do 
not perceive an immediate environmental 
threat, why do environmentalists insist on 
breathlessly characterizing their critics as 
mortal enemies strategizing to undermine 
decades of environmental progress? 

If Foreman is right, the environmental 


movement — so adept for so long at

defining itself in terms of what it was 
against — is for the first time in decades 
being forced to define itself in terms of 
what it is for. It is not coming easily, this 
advocacy without a counterpoint. And it is 
opening the door to a new school of critics 
who have little trouble telling you where 
they stand, who more deeply register with 
everyday people, and who better fill the 
values void. 


Harder to scare people 

The times have changed, and with them 
our perception of the environment. Gone 
are the 1960s and 1970s, when Ohio’s 
Cuyahoga River burst into flames, when 
the air was laced with lead, when ordinary 
people worried about the planet’s health. 
Also gone are the 1980s, when environ- 
mentalists convincingly cast Reagan and 
Bush as the political equivalent of those 
problems. By 1988, high-profile media 
coverage of the Mobro garbage barge’s 
odyssey, global warming, and other issues 
prompted a Texas Republican, George 
Bush, to stand ankle-deep in the filth of 
Boston Harbor and declare that he wanted 
to be the environmental president — a 
pronouncement that seems unimaginable 
for any presidential candidate to make 
now. 

Serious environmental problems persist, 
of course. Few would dispute that. Yet 
even when those problems are dramatic — 
such as the contaminated-drinking-water 
incident two years ago in Milwaukee, 
where 100 people died and 400,000 fell ill 
— they still fail to register in the national 
imagination as crises. Perhaps there are 
fewer problems. Maybe they are more ob- 
scure, more insidious. But for environ- 
mentalists, so. wary of letting their guard 
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down, this sense of a world without prob- 
lems has itself become a problem. 

“The leadership of the national environ- 
mental community grew up in an era when 
the enemies were easily visible, and the 
way to respond was to develop a certain 
set of facts, a certain set of data, and to at- 
tack,” says Keith Schneider, an environ- 
mental correspondent for the New York 
Times and one of the journalists often ma- 
ligned by environmentalists. 

“And it worked,” Schneider continues. 
“Water was dirty in the Hudson River, and 
the way to deal with it was to place con- 


trols on polluters and demonize the big 
corporations as the scourge of the world. 
But in the ’90s, it’s harder to demonize 
corporations, harder to demonize govern- 
ment, harder basically to scare people. We 
have more data on what the risks really 
are. And with 25 years of experience on 
what works and what doesn’t, we know 
more about how to solve problems. So this 
hyperbolic approach doesn’t resonate the 
way it used to, and the national environ- 
mental community is now searching at the 
very top levels for a new sort of strategy. 
And they haven’t figured it out yet.” 

Mike Bader, the executive director of 
the Montana grassroots group Alliance for 
the Wild Rockies, puts it more succinctly. 
The environmental movement, too accus- 
tomed to working reactively, and too be- 
fuddled by having nothing to react to, 
“simply lacks a clear and coherent vision 
of what it wants to do,” he says. 


Stolen rhetoric 
The political landscape inside the Belt- 
way since 1992 suggests that the national 
environmental groups have become their 
own worst enemy, primarily in miscalcu- 
lating President Clinton’s promises. At the 
very least, they have been battered. They 
conceded as much last July, when luminar- 
ies from 15 of the largest organizations 
took the unprecedented step of issuing a 
“single call to action to our combined 
memberships.” In a joint letter, Green- 
peace, the National Audubon Society, the 
Sierra Club, and other groups declared 
that environmental laws such as the Clean 
Water Act and Superfund need to be 
strengthened. “But incredibly,” the groups 
claimed, “Congress is poised to weaken 
»them instead.” The blame, accordjng, to - 
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the letter, falls to lobbyists and special-in- 
terest groups. 

But far more has been at work here than 
some dashed hopes and strategic fumbling 
on Capitol Hill. Environmentalists have 
missed the point: winning legislative bat- 
tles is not enough. It may even be counter- 
productive, depending on the law. Vision, 
the kind that matters to people from 
Maine to New Mexico, the kind Foreman 
and Bader are talking about, is also need- 
ed. And it is not forthcoming. 

Environmentalists readily concede that 
their expectations of the former Arkansas 
governor have gotten them 
into trouble. After 12 years 
of Reagan and Bush, they 
would have welcomed any 
change. And Clinton repre- 
sented a change for the 
better. Here was a presi- 
dent who chose as his run- 
ning mate Tennessee Sena- 
tor Al Gore, a prominent 
environmentalist, author of 
Earth in the Balance, and 
an eloquent spokesman for 
their cause. Here was a 
president who pledged to 
work with a Congress still 
controlled by his party to 
right the wrongs: to elevate 
the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency to the Cabinet, 
to save the Everglades, to 
protect the ancient forests. 

That promise, environ- 
mentalists say, has had two 
countervailing effects. It 
has propelled an already- 
surging Wise Use crusade 
into national prominence, 
and it has lulled an already- 
struggling environmental 
movement to sleep. 

“One reason the back- 
lash has been able to make 
inroads is that there is this 
perception that we have an 
environmentally friendly 
administration,” says Eric 
Olson, senior attorney at 
the Natural Resources De- 
fense Council. But after 
some thought, he adds, 
“We did have very high ex- 
pectations, and to some ex- 
tent, we let our guard 
down.” 


strategy, not vision, Olson 
insists. “I don’t think we’re 
having any difficulty deter- 
mining what we stand for, 
but we are having difficulty 
determining how to fight 
for what we stand for. For 
12 years, we were shut out 
and just threw stones. The 
question now is, if we have 
some friendly signals com- 
ing out from the adminis- 
tration, what should we do? This has 
caused some confusion on what our strat- 
egy should be.” 

Adding to that confusion is a tactical 
shift by the opposition, says John Echever- 
ria, counsel to the National Audubon Soci- 
ety. In essence, rather than try to beat en- 
vironmentalists, industry has claimed to 
join them. In ad after ad, especially over 
the past year, industry has attempted to 
convince the American public that it, too, 
cares about the planet. Such PR has left 
the national environmental groups flat- 

“footed, neutralizing the clear and present 
danger that they have long relied on to de- 
fine their mission. 

Some companies have improved their 
track records, Echeverria notes. “But for 
the most part, they continue to clear-cut, 
they continue to pollute, and they have 
‘adopted a public-relations posture that 
suggests their practices are better for the 
environment than they actually are. It is 
‘greenwash,’ a disguise that then allows 
these same opponents of environmental 
legislation to undermine the laws without 
appearing to do so, because instead of 
talking about whether the goals of the leg- 
islation are worthy, they frame the issue in 
terms of costs and benefits for local gov- 
ernments and property owners, and the 
general notion that government is spend- 
ing great volumes of money with little 
sense.” 

The opposition has also learned all too 
well from environmentalists themselves 
how to cultivate and shape public opinion. 
Wise Use activists are tapping the pro- 
jobs, anti-government mood in the coun- 
try, cashing in on the fact that environ-

Joe Sixpack and Betty Bowling Ball,” says 
Chris Ballantyne, Northeast regional di- 
rector of the Sierra Club. 

Wise Use activists are delving* into 
grassroots America, forging constituencies 
among people who are ready, willing, and 
able to write letters to their congressmen, 
storm public hearings, and stage media 
events. Major corporations are doing the 
same in their newspaper and television 
ads, recognizing that even the highest-paid 
lobbyists are more powerful with public 
opinion on their side. 
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annual convention of the NAACP last July, 
Don Terry of the New York Times report- 
ed that “the Jim Crow laws and lynch 
mobs that made unity easier and clearer 
30 years ago are gone.” 

“You can see this type of thing happen- 
ing in a lot of social movements,” Olson 
says. “In the beginning, there is a 
tremendous explosion of response from 
Congress, the problems are seen as easy 
to fix, and some solutions come quickly. 
But then, as the problems get more com- 
plex, the opposition steps in. That’s 
where we are now.” 


Burdened by success 
Olson may be right: the problems may 
be more complex. But there also may be 
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=m =6bemoaning a ‘backlash’ 
against their work.

“They are basically using our techniques 
and doing a better job with them than we 
are,” says Debbie Sease, the Sierra Club’s 
legislative director. “And now we have a 
tremendous problem. We have to go out, 
reach the public, and get them to under- 
stand that they don’t want to throw out 
good environmental legislation with gov- 
ernment itself.” 

Ironically, then, the environmental 
movement is struggling with a “vision 
thing” because of a pervasive sense — the 
movement would call it an illusion — that 
its vision has become a reality: the envi- 
ronment is not in danger. “Without thick 
particles of dirt filling the air, without 
rivers bursting into flames, the issue is 
much more difficult to perceive,” says 
Philip Shabecoff, a former Washington 
correspondent for the New York Times, 
and currently executive publisher at 
Greenwire, a daily environmental news 
service. “This is especially true with an is- 
sue like global warming, which you not 
only cannot see, but which will not affect 
the earth for decades. How, then, do you 
get people to make sacrifices? This is a 
much more difficult situation for environ- 
mentalists. And there’s no question it’s 
one of the things they’re struggling with.” 

But Shabecoff would be among the first 
to agree that this challenge — to articulate 
a vision for sustainable environmentalism 
— cannot be solved by issuing a call to 
arms and a few apocalyptic press releases. 
Environmentalism is crying out for a new 
philosophy, one that looks beyond the 
Beltway to embrace the broader social cur- 
rents at work. 

The odd thing is that environmentalists 
understand their quandary, yet seem 
frozen in their tracks when it comes to do- 
ing something about it. They even seem to 
find comfort, rather than cause for action, 
in contemplating the trends. For instance, 
they perceive that critics are rising up 
against other social movements identified 
with liberalism. Writers such as Camille 
Paglia and Shelby Steele are challenging 
the feminist and civil-rights movements, 
respectively. Both movements are at the 
same crossroads as the environmental 
movement, struggling to define themselves 
when their enemies are no longer as ap- 
parent, and their problems no longer as 
clear. In discussing the rift in the civil- 
rights movement that surfaced in the 85th 





fewer of them: around, ‘and perhaps 
even some success stories to tell. 
Some observers, especially in the 
press, argue that environmentalists 
are unwilling to acknowledge their 
successes, as well as where they are | 
contradicting themselves. In failing 
to do this, they have created perhaps 
their most formidable obstacle to 
defining a vision and a new set of 
values. 

Schneider, of the New York 
Times, and Gregg Easterbrook, a 
contributing editor at both the At- 
lantic Monthly and Newsweek, have been 
attacked by environmentalists for writing 
articles that challenge everything from. the 
dangers of dioxin to the dearth of spotted 
owls in the Pacific Northwest. They, along 
with other reporters, are challenging envi- 
ronmental orthodoxy. As Foreman says, 
the media have “gotten a lot more skepti- 
cal of environmental claims. 

“In a few cases, environmentalists have 
overstated the concerns, sure,” he ex- 
plains. “But a certain type of personality is 
drawn to journalism. While the environ- 
ment was apple pie for years, now it’s okay 
for people like Schneider and Easterbrook 
to poke fun at us. And let’s face it, the way 
they make names for themselves is by writ- 
ing a different kind of story.” 

Some journalists agree. For two 
decades, Shabecoff’s work defined a more 
advocacy-oriented school of environmental 
journalism. He takes issue with the new 
school. “Schneider is practicing journal- 
ism, but he’s practicing bad journalism,” 
he says. “I don’t think he’s an ideologue, 
though. Easterbrook, on the other hand, is 
so consistently on the other side that he’s 
got to have an agenda.” 

But Schneider, who wrote for environ- 
mental magazines before joining the Times 
in 1985, thinks the criticism amounts to a 
glorified version of shooting the messen- 
ger. The press is finally coming to grips 
with a complex beat, is starting to look be- 
yond environmental groups for sources, 
and is beginning to discriminate between 
good policies and bad. By “demonizing” 
all who disagree with them, environmen- 
talists are misleading their followers and 
hurting themselves, he says. 

“By trying to portray others as enemies, 
and by failing to understand the cultural 
shifts in understanding in the US, the na- 
tional environmentalists have become an 
enemy of the very programs, policies, and 
laws they themselves espouse,” Schneider 
says. 

The Beltway “eco chamber” is produc- 
ing or defending flawed environmental 
laws, and those flaws are becoming appar- 
ent in the field, he adds. With that, the gap 
between the rural grassroots groups that 
feel the brunt of those laws and the urban 
national groups that champion them is 
widening. Congress senses a house divid- 
ed, making it easier to take up the Wise 
Use and industry agenda, he says. 
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At the risk of sounding like a NIMBYite, 
Schneider turns to his own backyard for 
an example. About 20 miles north of his 
farm in Michigan, in a 135-acre meadow 
on the Betsi River, a Connecticut company 
has built a $25 million landfill, he says. 
For years, trash in the area was dumped in 
small, unlined landfills. But because of the 
requirements of the federal Resource, 
Conservation and Recovery Act, those 
landfills — “which weren’t leaking in the 
first place” — were closed, he says. Dis- 
posal costs have skyrocketed, recycling has 
been curtailed, a meadow and nearby for- 
est have been bulldozed, and an out-of- 
state company has gained a monopoly on 
the county’s trash. 

“The point is that right now, American 
environmental policy set in Washington is 
putting this landscape at risk,” Schneider 
says. “The solid-waste management poli- 
cies that the national environmental com- 
munity is desperately seeking to protect 
from weakening are the same policies that 
are putting the people in my county, Lee- 
lanau County, Michigan, at risk.” 

Easterbrook, whose cover story in the 
March 28, 1994, issue of the New Repub- 
lic argues that there are more spotted owls 
in the Pacific Northwest than environmen- 
talists claim, generally agrees. Environ- 
mentalists grew accustomed in the 1980s 
to journalists like Shabecoff, “stenogra- 
phers for the environmental movement,” 
as Easterbrook puts it. The movement is 
now part of the establishment, which in 
the post-Watergate era of journalism 
means it must face the same skepticism all 
social institutions face. And in refusing to 
concede that the environment is improv- 


ing, the national groups are making “a. 


drastic blunder politically,” he says. 
“Anyone who relies on exaggeration to 

exist politically runs the risk that their bluff 

will be called,” maintains Easterbrook. 


“And so my biggest concern with the con- 


left are attacking us for not being tough 
enough. And the center cannot hold.” 
Michael Kellett quit a mainstream pow- 
erhouse, the Wilderness Society, two years 
ago to form a grassroots group, RE- 
STORE: The North Woods. The organi- 
zation is based in Concord, Massachu- 
setts, just down the road from Walden 
Pond. And it has turned the New England 
environmental community — which in- 
cludes the regional offices of many nation- 
al groups — on its ear. RESTORE has 
called for repopulating the eastern timber 
wolf in the region; petitioned the federal 
government to list the Atlantic salmon as 
an endangered species; appealed virtually 
every timber sale in the White Mountain 
National Forest (and even won a few cas- 
es); lambasted the US Forest Service for 
losing money on timber sales and violating 
its forest plan in the Whites; and proposed 
a 3.2-million-acre national park in Maine. 
One environmental magazine, Outside, 
suggested that RESTORE and other 
grassroots groups might represent the 
wave of the future. for American environ- 
mentalism. In the issue from last March, 
Outside cited RESTORE as one of the 
eight top environmental organizations in 
the country, part of “an evolution in the 
revolution” that has given new meaning to 
the notion that “smaller might be bigger.” 
Why did Kellett start RESTORE? “Be- 
cause, number one, I didn’t believe there 
was enough of a grassroots movement in 
the region that involved all of the people 
who are out there and concerned, but who 
don’t know what to do to protect the envi- 
ronment. Number two, I felt that for the 
most part, other groups in the Northeast 
are interested in focusing only on protect- 
ing what’s there now, and not on restoring 
the ecological integrity of the region. I felt a 
group was needed to promote in a visionary 
manner the restoration of that integrity.” 
While the national groups have lost

tinued reliance on doomsday 
rhetoric is that they will blow their 
position politically.” Yet environ- 
mentalists still insist on having an 
enemy — whether there is one or 
not. “If NASA called a press confer- 
ence today to say it had recalibrated 
its satellites and found there is no 
ozone problem, a lot of environmen- 
talists would be heartbroken.” 

Environmentalists, “more than 
anything else, need to have some 
cold water dropped on their heads,” 
concludes Easterbrook. “They need 
to become more rational.” 


| A grassroots solution? 

But rationality is in the eye of the be- 
holder, which for the moment is a culture 
searching for ways of becoming “a better 
people,” as Foreman says. And environ- 
mentalists are not providing an answer. 
“We’ve run out of vision,” Foreman ar- 
gues. “We’re only trying to protect the sta- 
tus quo. By emphasizing our opposition to 
people like Watt, we really did forget how 
to put out a proactive vision.” 

The national environmental groups, es- 
pecially, have failed to articulate such a vi- 
sion. They admit to being out of touch 
with their grassroots counterparts, who by 
necessity are more focused on issues that 
directly affect them, and therefore more 
inclined to push for concrete solutions. 
Could the grassroots groups fill the values 
void better than the mainstream groups? 
In doing so, would they strengthen or 
weaken the movement? As Brock Evans, 
vice-president for national issues at the 
National Audubon Society, notes, the na- 
tional groups “are being savaged from the 
left and right — the Wide Abuse people 
[as he calls them] are attacking us for be- 


ing too tough, and our own people on the

touch with Joe Sixpack and Betty Bowling 
Ball, the grassroots groups are listening to 
them, and shaping a vision around what 
they hear, Kellett says. “People are getting 
numb to crisis,” he says. “There may be as 
many or more problems now than ever, 
but people are overloaded with negativity. 
They see clear-cutting in the ancient 
forests, and say ‘here we go again.’ They 
see the Exxon oil spill in Prince William 
Sound, and say ‘here we go again.’ We’re 
living in a time when people feel hopeless 
about doing anything about these things. 
The problems seem to get worse and 
worse and worse, so why even try?” 

Kellett thinks about what he has said 
and proposes an antidote: “a strong posi- 
tive vision of what we are for — that’s 
what people respond to. 

“And that’s what the grassroots are real- 
ly good for,” he adds. “They are very fo- 
cused on particular problems, and are try- 
ing to create fundamental change. Ross 
Perot gave the impression he was for em- 
powering people, and that’s how he got so 
far. It may have been an illusion, but peo- 
ple responded 'to it. And that’s because he 
gave people what they wanted to hear — 
‘we can do this, we can make a change, 
there is a solution.’ ”

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Phillips tacitly acknowledges that, unlike 
banks or insurance companies, the people 
have no representation within the Beltway. 
Consequently, officeholders and their 
shadow, the media, are equally disliked by 
a vast majority. Unfortunately, the people 
are without alternatives. That is what 
makes the situation so volatile and poten- 
tially dangerous. Think what might have 
happened had Ross Perot possessed the 
oily charm of Charlton Heston. It is plain 
that when a people comes to detest the po- 
litical system in which it is entrapped, that 
system will not endure for very long. 

I’ve always been mystified by how ob- 
tuse politicians and the media are. Every 
politician of consequence, for the last 
quarter-century, has run against Washing- 
ton, against lobbyists, against insiders, 
against Jefferson’s “venal and oppressive” 
ruling class — or, to be precise, the repre- 
sentatives of our actual rulers, who circle 
the globe like Puck with all the swift, 
anonymous speed of a fax laden with cam- 
paign money. It is very hard, one would 
think, to live with so total a contradiction. 
For instance, both Carter and Reagan 
campaigned against Washington, and both 
won. Neither understood why people vot- 
ed for him. Neither made the slightest at- 
tempt, even cosmetically, to curb Jeffer- 
son’s tyrannous capital. The two new em- 
ployees forgot their speeches and went 
right on doing business as instructed by 
those huge economic forces that govern 
Earth. 

Can someone like Clinton make a 
change? I don’t see how. We would like 
health care of the sort every civilized na- 
tion has, but we can never have a rational 
system as long as insurance companies are 
allowed to benefit. The people may want 
affordable health care, but they are not go- 
ing to get it in the United States of Ameri- 
ca as now constituted. 

Phillips has come up with an old notion 
of mine: devolution, the dictionary word 
for breaking up the Union into smaller, 
more manageable units. He would move 
much of the government away from 
Washington, I suppose to inconvenience 
the 800,000 lawyers who will then be able 
to deduct as legitimate travel expense the 
weary weekly journey from cozy Mont- 
gomery County to sky-topped Denver. He 
would move various departments perma- 
nently. to. other .states. and _rotate. the capi- 
tal from this to that city. He would like an 
amendment to the Constitution “setting 
up a mechanism for holding nationwide 
referendums to permit the citizenry to 
supplant Congress and the President in 
making certain categories of national de- 


| cisions.” Like declarations of war? Could 


he be that radical? Along with this bit of 


| major surgery on the body politic, he has 
| some useful Band-Aids. But no more. 


Nevertheless, I am well-pleased that what 
I’ve been proposing for so long has now 
gone mainline. So let me venture a bit 
further. 

In 1992 I switched on CNN and heard 
Jerry Brown — in New Hampshire — 
giving pretty much the same speech that 
I had given for the National Press Club 
the same year: on how to restore power 
to its only legitimate source, We the Peo- 
ple. As Jerry and I had not spoken since I 
ran against him in the California Senate 
primary of 1982, I was pleasantly sur- 
prised and praised him publicly for his 
wisdom, while blessing him for his pla- 
giarism. He rang me in Italy. Yes, it was 
my speech. Unlike Joe Biden, he is an 
honest man. And did I have anything 
more? And would I come to New Hamp- 
shire? I said, yes, | had more. But, no, I 
would forgo the winter wonderland of 
New Hampshire, currently known as 
Dole Land. 

However, thanks to CNN and the fax 
machine, I could monitor his campaign 
and send him my thoughts immediately. 
So a number of my suggestions entered 
the primary campaign. The principal no- 
tion was conversion from war to peace. 
Find a defense plant that’s closing and say 
that it should be kept open but converted 
to peacetime use, using the same work- 
force and technology. Brown did just that 
in Connecticut. He told the soon-to-be- 
dismissed makers of Seawolf submarines 
that if he became president, they would be 
making not submarines but bullet trains. 
At five in the morning I got a call from Pat 
Caddell. “We won!” he said. “We won 
Connecticut.” Then they — not we — lost 
New York. 

Meanwhile, Perot grabbed my We the 
People as the strange device for his eccen- 
tric banner. I felt very odd, watching CNN 
in Italy and hearing at least three candi- 
dates using my lines, many of them pre- 
tested and honed to perfection in print, 


not to mention on C-SPAN. 

Jerry was headed for Pennsylvania after 
New York. And, as the game was up, I 
said why not propose something really 
useful: launch a new idea that might take a 
few years to penetrate, but, when it does, 
might save us all. 

Here is the gist of what I wrote him. I 
started with the eternal problem of what 
we do about income tax. As the people-at- 
large get nothing much back from the 
money that they give the government — 
Social Security funds are not federal in- 
come — why not just eliminate the federal 
income tax? How? Eliminate Washington, 
DC. Allow the states and municipalities to 
keep what revenue they can raise. I know 
that tens if not hundreds of thousands of 
lobbyist-lawyers and hired media gurus 
will have a million objections. But let us 
pursue the notion. 

Why not divide the country into several 
reasonably homogeneous sections, more 
or less on the Swiss cantonal system? 
Each region would tax its citizens and then 
provide the services those citizens wanted, 
particularly in the areas of education and 
health. Washington would then become a 
ceremonial capital with certain functions. 
We shall always need some sort of modest 
defense system, a common currency, and 
a Supreme Court to adjudicate among the 
regions as well as to maintain the Bill of 
Rights (a novelty for the present court). 

How to pay for what’s left of Washing- 
ton? Each region will make its own treaty 
with the central government and send 
what it feels should be spent on painting 
the White House and on our common de- 
fense, which will, for lack of money, 
cease to be what it is now — all-out of- 
fense on everyone on earth. The result 
will be no money to waste either on pork 
or on those imperial pretensions that have 
left us $4.7 trillion in debt. Wasteful, ve- 
nal, tyrannous Washington will be no 
more than a federal theme park adminis- 
tered by Michael Eisner. 

Will the regions be corrupt, venal, etc.? 
Of course they will — we are Americans! 
— but they will be corrupt on an infinites- 
imal scale. Also, more to the point, in a 
smaller polity people know who’s up to no 
good and can police themselves better than 
the federal government ever could — even 
if it had ever wanted to. 

All over the world today centrifugal 
forces are at work. In a bloody war in the 
old Yugoslavia and parts of the old Sovi- 
et Union, and ina peaceful way in the 
old Czechoslovakia. Since history is 


nothing but the story of the migration of | 


tribes, we must now note that the tribes 
are very much on the move again, and, 
thanks to modern technology, we can see 
Bengalis and Indians overflowing each 
other’s borders. 

Racially, the composition of Europe has 
changed more in the past 50 years than in 
the previous 500. Whether this is good or 
bad is irrelevant. It is. Now, here at home, 
people fret about invasions from the His- 
panic world, from Haiti, from the boat 
people of Asia. But, like it or not, we are 
changing from @ white, Protestant coun- 
try, governed by males, to a mixed polity. 
And in this time of change there is bound 
to be conflict. The fragmentations that we 
see everywhere are the result of a dislike 
for the nation-state as we have known it 
since the bloody days of Bismarck and 
Lincoln. 

People want to be rid of arbitrary capi- 
tals and faraway rulers. So let the people 
go. If our southern tier is to be Spanish 
and Catholic, let it be. But also, as we see 
in Europe, while this centrifugal force — 
a rushing away from the center — is at 
work, there is also a centripetal force, a 
coming together of small polities in order 
to have better trade, defense, culture. So 
we are back, if by chance, to our original 
Articles of Confederation, a group of 
loosely confederated states rather than a 
United State, which has proved to be ev- 
ery bit as unwieldy and ultimately tyran- 
nous as Jefferson warned. After all, to 
make so much of Many into One you 
must use force — and this is a bad thing, 
as we experienced in the Civil War. So let 
us make new arrangements to conform to 
new realities. 

I will not go so far as to say that we 
shall ever see anything like democracy at 
work in our section of North America — 
traditionally we have always been a repub- 
lic governed entirely by money — but at 
least, within the regions, there will be 
more diversity than there is now. And, 
best of all, the people will no,longer have 
the sensation that they are victims of a 
far-off government, but instead feel that 
they — and their tax money — are home

The Globe story isolated a few lines of 
my fuller and more nuanced position, but 
the gist was accurate: I believe that the 
pro-choice movement, by winning 
the right to use laws to stifle anti- 
abortion activity, has opened the 
field to the radical and violent 
fringe. If one feels that the right to 
vigorous disagreement on the 
great moral issues of the day is essential to 
preventing the frustration that leads to vio- 
lence, then one cannot justify the all-out 
legal campaign waged against such organi- 
zations as Operation Rescue. 

Surely a survey of the world’s many

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Continued from page 24, column 2 
violence would demonstrate that the open- 
ness of democracies is indeed a “safety 
valve” that channels conflict along non- 
lethal lines. Yes, there will always be isolat- 
ed assassinations and violence — likely 
nothing would have deterred John C. Salvi 
III from his alleged murderous rampage 
— but tolerance and free expression do 
seem an antidote to widespread political 
violence and lethal conflict. 

Anyone who believes in unfettered free 
speech should be horrified that the Na- 
tional Organization for Women (NOW) 
persuaded the US Supreme Court one 
year ago this month to approve the use of 
federal anti-racketeering laws against 
abortion protesters. Even prior to that, 
courts nationwide were ruling that civil- 
disobedience-type protests, which histori- 
cally have been prosecuted under trespass 
and similar criminal statutes with modest 
penalties, could be enjoined by court or- 
der. Injunctions against protests constitute 
prior restraint on speech — that is, the ac- 
tivity is squelched before it begins, rather 
than punished after (and if) it turns illegal. 

Such overkill by the courts is extremely 
frustrating to anyone who has a burning 
need to express a morally based, strongly 

‘ held point of view. Prior restraints have al- 
ways been considered presumptively un- 
constitutional by the Supreme Court — 
until, that is, the Racketeer Influenced and 
Corrupt Organizations Act (RICO), origi- 
nally passed to give prosecutors the power 
to destroy racketeering organizations, was 
enlisted to stamp out the anti-abortion 
movement. 

This country has a long history of social 
protest movements that did not limit their 
tactics to the strictly lawful, and that 
sometimes went beyond fully protected 
speech activity. Labor-union members ear- 
ly in our century occupied factories. 
Women fighting for the right to vote inter- 
rupted civic life and chained themselves to 
the White House fence. Civil-rights 
protesters violated segregation and tres- 
pass laws when they staged sit-ins at lunch 


counters. Anti-war. activists. took»ever. 


buildings, burned draft cards, and blocked 
troop trains and the entrances to military 
bases during Vietnam. 

When the white merchants of Clai- 
‘borne County, Mississippi, tried to de- 
stroy the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) in the early 1980s because 
some of its members advocated and even 
participated in violence, a unanimous 
Supreme Court ruled that the organiza- 
tion and its movement could not be 
tarred and bankrupted by the actions of a 
few members. A mere dozen years later, 
a unanimous Supreme Court gave NOW 
the very tool denied those white mer- 
chants. Were those civil-rights protests 
held today, nothing in the NOW opinion 
would prevent the use of RICO against 
the NAACP. Indeed, had RICO been 
around, Dr. Benjamin Spock, ‘the Rev- 
erend William Sloane Coffin,-and the 
other defendants charged with conspira- 
cy to interrupt the Vietnam-era draft by 
mobilizing nationwide protests would not 
have beaten the Department of Justice. 

Today, between RICO, court injunc- 
tions, and the newly enacted federal Free- 
dom of Access to Clinic Entrances Act, the 
anti-abortion movement doesn’t stand a 
chance. 

In the wake of the Brookline tragedy, 
Planned Parenthood took out full-page 
newspaper advertisements that blared, 
“Words are like bullets — they can be 
used to kill.” The ads argued that anti- 
abortion activists, who are waging “a war 
of words” by calling abortion providers 
“baby killers, murderers, and sinners” are 
somehow responsible for driving the John 
Salvi types to deadly violence. (But was it 
okay during Vietnam to call American sol- 


diers — and government officials — . 


murderers?) 

Boston Globe columnist Bella English 
wondered how things could have gotten so 
bad so soon after the pro-choice move- 
ment had won so many decisive legal vic- 
tories. “We had broken their backs,” En- 
glish quoted Brookline selectman Jeffrey 
Allen as saying. 

“What else could Brookline have 
done?”, English asked. It never occurred 
to her that perhaps the movement's victo- 
ries had gone too far. 

Columnist Ellen Goodman argued that 
it was time for the anti-abortion movement 


“to draw an explicit line between persua- 
sion and terrorism, between protest and 
assault,” and then proceeded to blur that 
line by alleging that violence is caused by 
such tactics as “videotaping, thrusting 
pickets in the path of women, screaming 
in their faces, writing down their license 
plates.” 

None of these techniques is pleasant for 
the targets. None makes it easy for clinics 
to function smoothly. But the Constitution 
assures a right to an abortion, not a right 
to feel comfortable about it in the face of 
vociferous zealots trying to make converts. 

In most instances, demonstrators en- 
gage in lawful protest. Those who partic- 
ipate in marginally illegal activity can be 
penalized with 30 or 60 days in jail, with 
increasing penalties for repeat offenses. In 
contrast, RICO provides 20-year penalties, 
and court-ordered injunctions prevent 
such activity before it even begins. The 
atomic bomb has been used on the anti-

abortion movement, and it has contributed 
to producing a lethal form of guerrilla 
warfare. 

Protesters have to understand that to a 
pregnant woman who does not wish to 
bear a child, anti-abortion laws are akin to 
requirements by totalitarian regimes that 
women bear children to serve the state. 
The pro-choice movement has to under- 
stand that to an anti-abortion adherent, 
abortion is the murder of an innocent hu- 
man being. The two sides will never agree 
on fundamentals. But they should agree on 
the ground rules for the debate. 

The first such rule has to be that each 
side will get an opportunity to express its 
outrage in a way that will not result in se- 
rious injury or death. Just as pro-choice 
activists engaged in lawful protest and un- 
lawful civil disobedience in order to bring 
down the anti-abortion laws that once 
made the procedure a crime, so anti-abor- 
tion activists are seeking the same outlet. 
Squelch that outlet and free speech is not 
likely to be the only victim. We do indeed 
reap what we sow. — Q 
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orous enforcement of existing laws and the 
careful drafting of new ones will be 
enough. 

One reason that RICO has entered the 
equation is that local and state govern- 
ments have been ineffective in enforcing 
the laws against harassment and assault 
and battery. They have not adequately ex- 
plored creative modifications to criminal 
trespass statutes that would allow for non- 
RICO-based prosecution of people who 
prevent others from exercising their consti- 
tutional rights. 

It’s fossible that more-rigorous enforce- 
ment of existing laws may lead to a tempo- 
rary increase in violence. Indeed, when the 
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federal government decided, at long last, to 
enforce desegregation in education, violent 
behavior on the part of segregationists es- 
calated in both Northern and Southern 
cities. This did not lead civil libertarians to 
call for increased tolerance of integration- 
obstructing behavior. After a period of tur- 
moil, the issue was resolved, at least to the 
extent that it is no longer respectable for 
adults to attempt to beat up children to 
keep them from attending school. 

Speech has never been an absolute right. 
It is subject to time, place, and manner re- 
strictions. While I may have the right to 
force you to hear my point of view by pick- 
eting on the public sidewalk in front of 
your house, I do not have the right to ex- 
press myself by hailing you through a bull- 
horn at 3 a.m., telephoning you 40 times 
per day, or stationing myself on your 
porch and blocking your front door. 

The Supreme Court ruled last summer 
that a state judge did not violate the First 
Amendment by ordering protesters to 
demonstrate quietly and keep at least 36 
feet from a Florida abortion clinic. Chief 
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Justice Rehnquist, who usually votes 
against abortion rights, signed the majority 
opinion, which said that “noise control is 
particularly important around medical fa- 
cilities during surgery and recovery peri- 
ods.” The First Amendment did not de- 
mand that patients “undertake Herculean 
efforts to escape the cacophony of political 
protests,” Rehnquist wrote. 

That decision appears to recognize that 
undergoing a surgical procedure is not 
equivalent to a commercial transaction, 
such as buying a fur coat, and that medical 
facilities may require more protection than 
other places commonly picketed. A law 
that covers all medical facilities, not just 
abortion clinics, could be written to en- 
hance this protection. 

The level of disruption endured by clin- 
ics and their patients would not be tolerat- 
ed if it were directed toward private and 
public general hospitals. But couldn’t clin- 
ics be considered just as much a part of the 
medical community as hospi- 
tals? At the time of Roe v. 
Wade, women desired free- 
standing health-care facilities, 
because they were thought to be 
more efficient and more hu- 
mane than hospital-based care. 
Since clinic doctors were more 
experienced in and less ambiva- 
lent about abortion procedures, 
their patients often had fewer 
complications than hospital pa- 
tients. Hospitals were happy to 
duck the abortion issue, and 
~ there are now many areas of the | 

US where clinics are the only 
abortion providers. Although 
sheltering clinics within hospital 
walls may be one way to protect 
patients and providers, hospitals 
are unlikely to take on this bur- 
den. As a result, independent 
abortion clinics remain an inte- 
gral part of the health-care 
community, and have a claim to 
the same respect accorded other 
medical facilities. 

In talking to the press, both 
sides in the abortion debate 
have blurred the distinction be- 
tween speech and violence. 

' Choice advocates have argued 
that “words can kill.” Though 
this may be true in a moral 
sense, the concept has no place 
in our legal system. Anti-choice 
groups have attempted to shel- 
ter criminal acts under the um- 
brellas of free speech and civil 
disobedience. Does a menacing 
stranger approaching a school- 
age child at home to inform her 
that her parent is a murderer 
fall under the mantle of the 

First Amendment? 

Although intemperate and 
obnoxious speech does not 
constitute harassment, neither 
is all harassment protected 
speech. Activities that may not 
seem serious in themselves — 
videotaping others without 
their consent, writing down li- | 
cense-plate numbers — take 
on a different meaning if they 
are used to target people for 
illegal threats, stalking, and 
attempted murder. 

Following around a relative, 
for instance, is not generally 
regarded as a serious crime, 
but in the area of domestic vio- 
lence, society has decided to 
use anti-stalking laws to crimi- 
nalize behavior that commonly 

leads to lethal assault. The stalker’s ac- 
tions are seen as constituting a nonverbal 
threat, and we have decided that the cost 
of waiting for a murder before taking le- 
gal action outweighs the cost of subject- 
ing the stalker to prior restraint. These 
anti-stalking laws could be broadened to 
cover similar threatening behavior by 
anti-choice activists. 

Civil libertarians have to understand the 
well-justified fear that patients, doctors, 
clinic staffs, and choice advocates are 
forced to live with. Responsible anti-choice 
protesters who hold strong ethical or reli- 
gious views against abortion will increas- 
ingly feel the need to distance themselves 
from those who believe that murder is a 
valid means of upholding the sanctity of 
life. There are many avenues of lawful po- 
litical persyasion available to people willing 
to agree on the ground rules for debate. 

We need the full force of the law to pro- 
tect us from those who use the rhetoric of 
rights but feel entitled to use tactics of in- 
timidation and, ultimately, violence to deny 
the rights of others. Q

Alice K. puts Elliot M. to the Orgasm Test

lice K. (not her real initial) lies in bed, 
engaged in a secret game of mental 
bargaining. 

Okay, she thinks. This is it. If I have 
an orgasm tonight with Elliot M., I'll 

move in with him. No orgasm, no move. 

Does this sound like a crazy plan? Alice K. can’t tell. 
At the moment, you see, Alice K. is in Elliot M.’s bed, 
Elliot M. is in the bathroom flossing his teeth (a fact that 
Alice K. is gamely attempting to ignore), and Alice K. is 
struggling, mightily, to determine how she feels about 
the status of their relationship. 

Sex, she thinks. It’s all coming down to sex. 

Or is it? 

Elliot M. wants her to move in with him; that much is 
clear. They’d had dinner together that night, and he’d 
been very definitive. “We either move forward,” he said, 
“or we move apart. Literally. Get on with our lives 
together or get on with them separately.” This was an 
advancement of the ultimatum he’d given Alice K. several 
weeks earlier — “You’re either in this thing or out of it,” 
he’d said — and slowly, she’d begun to yield to that. 
She’d gotten sick and tired of her own indecision, her 
own chaotic maybe-I’m-a-lesbian-maybe-I’m-not cir- 
cuitous thoughts, and she’d begun to decide, in the man- 
ner of a New Year’s resolution, to become a Normal 
American. 

She’d said that, in fact, to Dr. Y., her therapist, whom 
she’d finally begun to see again 
after a long, self-imposed hiatus.

American in 1995,” she’d 
announced. He’d arched an eye- 
brow in response and asked her 
what she meant by “normal,” and 
Alice K. had waved the question 
off impatiently. “You know,” 
she’d said. “Normal. The sort of 
person who leads an ordinary, 
monogamous, heterosexual life.” 

And out of this, she developed 
the secret bargain about 
orgasms. It happened during 
dinner, as Elliot M. ticked off all 
the reasons they should live 
together: they were good for 
each other, neither of them was 
getting any younger, it was time 
to figure out what the relation- 
ship’s real possibilities were.

On some level, after all, Alice K. is aware that the idea 
of an Orgasm Test isn’t really fair, that it artificially ups 
some ill-defined ante, puts too much of the burden on 
Elliot M. At the very least, Alice K. realizes that it isn’t 
fair to put Elliot M, to an Orgasm Test without letting 
him know about it, without telling him that she’s subject- 
ing him to that kind of scrutiny. 

But Alice K. can’t bear the idea of talking about this 
openly with Elliot M. She wants it all to be simple: either 
the passion exists between them or it doesn’t, either 
there’s good sex or there’s bad sex — and Alice K. just 
wants Elliot M. to make clear which category they fall 
into. 

But what does that even mean? Alice K. wonders. 
What is “good sex,” anyway? She lies there and tries to 
contemplate this. Alice K. has always been a little mis- 
trustful of women who talk about having “great sex” in 








relationships, as though great sex were as easy to attain 
as, Say, a great meal at a four-star restaurant. Ruth E. is 
always doing this. “We had great sex,” she’ll say about 
former boyfriends. “The sex was great.” And Alice K. 
feels confused and inadequate by comparison, as though 
Ruth E; were equipped with some kind of orgasm gene 
that allowed her to be sexual and uninhibited and physi- 
cally self-aware in a way that Alice K. simply is not. As 
though.Ruth E. had the recipe, the secret, and Alice K. 
missed the class. 

Yet Alice K. finds these feelings on her part to be so 
embarrassing that she can’t bring herself to discuss 
them: not with Ruth E., not with Dr. Y., and most cer- 
tainly not with Elliot M. Actually, she tried to allude to it 
with Dr. Y. in their last session.

From years of watching the weather, I know that our 
weather (in particular the jet stream) moves from west 
to east. Yet, as the sunrise and sunset show, the earth 
rotates in that same direction. Does that mean that the 
atmosphere is rotating around the planet faster than 
the planet itself is spinning? Shouldn’t it be just the 
opposite?

It would be if the world were run by newspaper Q&A 
columnists. You try explaining convection currents and 
the Coriolis effect in 600 words or less. Fact is, though, 
there’s no reason to expect the winds and weather to 
move slower than the planet. Ignoring all other consid- 
erations, friction alone would keep the atmosphere spin- 
ning at the same rate as the earth beneath it. So why do 
the jet stream and weather in general move faster than 
the earth? First, the simplified explanation. Convection 
currents in the temperate latitudes tend to push the sur- 
face winds north. The rotation of the earth tends to 
push anything northbound toward the east. Why? 
Because things near the equator are moving east faster 
than things near the pole. At the equator you’re rocket- 
ing east at 1000 miles per hour due to the earth’s rota- 
tion. As you fly north from equator to pole, therefore, 
you find you’re moving east faster than the earth 
beneath you. Same with the winds — they’re deflected 
east. This is called the Coriolis effect. 

Now to confuse matters. The prevailing winds are out 
of the west only in the temperate latitudes. In the tropi- 
cal and polar regions, they’re out of the east, also due to 
convection currents and the Coriolis effect. Hot air at 
the equator expands, rises, and (in the northern hemi- 
sphere) moves north. At 25 to 30 degrees north latitude, 
it cools off, sinks, and heads south again. Something 
similar happens in the arctic. Frigid polar air contracts, 
sinks, and heads south to about 60 degrees north, where 
it warms up, rises, and returns north. The Coriolis effect 
pushes anything southbound toward the west, for rea- 
sons I will let you noodle out for yourself. So the pre- 
vailing winds are out of the east. 

You may ask: why does convection in the temperate 
latitudes seem to work the reverse of polar and tropical 
convection? Because in our region of relatively moderate 
temperatures, atmospheric circulation is driven by the 
extremes to the north and south. As a result, everything 
is backward. At the southern boundary of our zone, the 
air is driven down (not up) by tropical convection, then 
heads north (not south) to the northern boundary, where 
it’s pushed up (not down) by polar convection.

Who were the “buffalo soldiers”? I recently bought a 
set of US postal stamps featuring buffalo soldiers and 
depicting flag-carrying gunmen on horseback. One wears 
a cap of roughly Civil War vintage. My first thought was 
that these chaps were part of the campaign to eliminate 
the buffalo and the native peoples dependent on them, 
and that the post office was perhaps competing for a 
Least Politically Correct Stamp Award. My dad, however, 
suggested that “buffalo soldier” might have been a name 
given to black soldiers after the Civil War, which for some

The stamp, issued in April 1994, hon- 
ors the first African-Americans recruited into the peace- 
time army, where they served in segregated regiments. 
The black troopers were nicknamed “buffalo soldiers” by 
Indians, who thought their hair was similar to that of the 
buffalo. The buffalo soldiers served primarily in the 
American West and also saw action during the Spanish- 
American War and subsequent conflicts. They were often 
given inferior equipment and subjected to other indigni- 
ties, but nonetheless served with distinction. Eighteen 
buffalo soldiers were awarded the Medal of Honor, and 
black regiments reportedly had the lowest desertion rates 
of all US army units between 1867 and 1898.

Sandwiches 


Darwin’s Ltd. 

This upscale convenience store, relative- 
ly new on the scene in Harvard Square, 
creates gourmet sandwiches named to 
honor the streets of Cambridge. The 
“Hawthorne” consists of peppered turkey, 
a thin layer of sauerkraut (just enough to 
moisten the bread and give it a bit of zest), 
a few slices of Swiss cheese, and Dijon 
mustard. The “Appleton” contains chicken 
salad with apples, celery, and raisins. And 
the “Brattle” features smoked salmon, cu- 
cumber, tomato, capers, and onions. 
There are 18 combos (and streets) from 
which to choose. Bread choices include 
peasant white, honey whole-wheat, and 
onion-dill rye. All sandwiches cost less 
than $5. Darwin’s is located at 148 Mount 
Auburn Street, in Cambridge. 









All-natural fare 

New World Natural Foods has infiltrat- 
ed the refrigerator cases of two unlikely 
Harvard Square establishments — Store 
24 (1438 Mass Ave) and Christy’s (40 
JFK Street). This line of all-natural sand- 
wiches provides hungry, health-conscious 
consumers with a fresh alternative to 
microwavable roast-beef-and-cheese 
grinders. Sandwich specialties include egg 
salad with watercress and turkey; turkey 
salad with sprouts and lettuce on Ver- 
mont-made bread; and chicken salad with 
fresh dill, purple onions, and lemon juice. 
New World products can also be found at 
local health-food stores, including Harvest 
Co-operative Supermarket (449 Cam- 
bridge Street, in Allston, and 581 Mass 
Ave, in Cambridge), and Bread & Circus. 


Off-the-menu sandwich I 

This is one of our very favorites. Go to 
the Family Restaurant (1634 Beacon 
Street, in Brookline), and order fresh pita 
bread rolled and filled with tsaziki (a 
Greek cucumber-and-yogurt mix), grilled 
bacon, lettuce, and tomato. This combina- 
tion is so good, so unusual, it almost de¢- 
fies description. And note: it’s not on the 
menu, but they’ll be glad to make it for 
you if you ask. 


Off-the-menu sandwich II 
Another well-kept secret: Salumeria Ital- 
iana (151 Richmond Street, in the North 
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End), a popular market and deli known 
within the neighborhood for its amazing 
Italian subs. These specialty sandwiches 
begin with Salumeria’s famous ham salad 
— a mixture of diced and marinated 
meats, vinegared peppers, and roasted pep- 
pers — amply smeared across fresh bread. 
Next, wafer-thin slices of cold cuts (such 
as dry-cured capocollo, mortadella, Genoa 
salami, and prosciutto) are carefully laid 
out and topped with a delicate layer of pro- 
volone cheese. A “small” Italian sub (about 
eight inches) costs less than $3; toppings, 
such as sun-dried tomatoes and hot pep- 
pers, cost extra. Available Monday through 
Friday, at lunch time only. 


Wheatstone 

It’s been known for a long time as a 
fabulous place to pick up loaves of bread 
or sticky buns, but Wheatstone also 
makes terrific sandwiches. Most are of the 
traditional variety — tarragon-chicken 
salad, tuna salad, smoked ham, smoked 
turkey, and roast beef — but the meats 
are particularly fresh and all sandwiches 
come, obviously, on your choice of that 
great Wheatstone bread. Wheatstone is 
located at 96 Peterborough Street, in the 
Fenway. 
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Sunday nights at Daddy O’s 

Daddy O’s Bohemian Café lives up to its 
name with Sunday-night jazz dinners. 
Starting at 5 p.m., you can listen to live 
jazz while enjoying a wonderful meal that 
draws on just about every ethnic group 
imaginable. The restaurant doesn’t accept 
reservations, so come early and hungry. 
Portions are considerable. Daddy O’s is 
located at 134 Hampshire Street, in Cam- 
bridge.

Black-bean soup 

The Rattlesnake Bar (384 Boylston 
Street, in Boston’s Back Bay) makes one 
of the tastiest soups around. Based on an 
Argentinian recipe, it’s a highly spiced 
purée with drips of cheese and scallions on 
top. It’s hearty and tasty year-round, but 
particularly satisfying this time of year. 
Order it with a round of chips and salsa 
for a complete meal. 


Olive bread 
One of the best things about the bounty 
of neighborhood bakeries in the Boston 
area is that they offer an assortment of 
specialties, such as olive bread. Two loaves 
of note: Venetian olive rolls at Clear Flour 
Bread (178 Thorndike Street, in Brook- 
line) and olive-sourdough at Carberry’s 
(74 Prospect Street, in Cambridge). Ex- 
tra-virgin olive oil and chunks of green 
olives (pitted, of course) give both breads 
a robust flavor, yet each is distinctive. 
Clear Flour relies on hot pepper, black 
pepper, and oregano to provide a sub- 
tle zing to its softball-size rolls; Car- 
berry’s sourdough is crustier, the 
interior darkened by wheat germ. 
Call Clear Flour at 739-0060; 
Carberry’s at 576-3530. 


Focaccia and friends 

The demand for bread-to- 
go from Stellina’s, the Wa- 
tertown restaurant, became 
so great about a year ago 
that when space opened 
up next door, the man- 
agement jumped at the 
opportunity. Good thing. 
Stellina’s Little Star Bak- 
ery, at 51 Main Street, in 
Watertown, sells authen- 
tic Italian breads made 
daily, including a won- 
derful rosemary focaccia, 
potato focaccia, whole- 
wheat baguettes, and 
peasant rounds. Tip: the 
bakery also has a few seats 
and offers light lunches and 
terrific desserts, including 
some fine biscotti. 


Italian butter 

Okay, so you’ve just about 
given up butter. And when you 
do indulge, you demand an amaz- 
ing experience, truly worth the re- 
morse and the fear of fat. John Dewar 
& Company (753 Beacon Street, in 
Newton Centre) is best known for its vast 
meat selection, but also sells Italian butter 
that’s rich and sublimely creamy. At $1.99 
for 8.8 ounces, it’s about twice as expen- 
sive as supermarket butter, but it’s at least 
10 times as tasty. 


Whole-grain cereal 

One of the best around comes from 
Kashi, a manufacturer of healthful cereals 
and the maker of Kashi Medley, a whole- 
grain mix that includes O’s of oats, sesame 
flakes, no-fat granola, corn puffs, apples, 
and raisins. All that, no sugar, and only 
one gram of fat per serving. Kashi Medley 
is great with milk and equally good for 
munching on its own. Available in natural- 
food markets. 


Spiced pecans 

Carolyn’s Pecans, Inc. has been cooking 
up delicious spiced pecans since 1991 (ac- 
tually, owner Carolyn Schaefer perfected 
the recipe and sold her pecans indepen- 
dently several years before that). Fresh 
from the company kitchen in West Con- 
cord, these all-natural, featherweight treats 
have a sweet-and-salty zing that will bring 
out the nut in anyone. Tip: try Carolyn’s 
Dark Chocolate Covered Spiced Pecans, 
which double the decadence of the origi- 
nals. Carolyn’s Spiced Pecans are available 
at Details (40 Brattle Street, in Harvard 
Square), Cheese & Cheer (15 Huntington 
Avenue, in Boston), and many other local 
outlets.

Baklava 

Baklava generally isn’t known as a sweet 
for the calorie-phobic, but the variety 
made at the Tabrizi Bakery (56 Mount 
Auburn Street, in Watertown) is a tad 
lighter and less buttery than most.

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more flavorful. Tabrizi makes two vari- 
eties: the standard walnut, and an almond- 
filled baklava. While you’re there, look for 
other Greek and Armenian pastries, nuts, 
and dried fruits. The bakery’s products are 
all natural and kosher. 


Honey 

Boyajian, Inc., is best known for its se- 
lections of caviar and bottled oils. But 
you’d be wise to take a trip to this Newton 
shop for some unfiltered, uncooked Cape 
Cod cranberry honey. The bees that pro- 
duce it live around cranberry bogs and 
fruit orchards, and it’s so good you’ll want 
to eat it from the jar — a little more fla- 
vorful and a little less sweet than the aver- 
age stuff. Quantities are limited, so get go- 
ing. Boyajian is located at 385 California 
Street, in Newton.

pany. Before Prohibition, hard cider was 
the top-selling drink in the US; with a 
taste that’s part wine (it has half the alco- 
hol content of wine), part beer, and part 


“apple, it’s not hard to see why, Made 


from a combination of American and Eu- 
ropean apple juices, Cider Jack is rela- 
tively low in calories (125 per 12-ounce 
glass) and can be used as a mixer. Try 
combining with lager or stout, or, this 
time of year, with spices to make a 
mulled version. Available on tap in many 
local restaurants, and in bottles in pack- 
age stores.

Coffee cake 


If you want a deep, rich breakfast con- 
fection, look no further than My Grand- 
ma’s Coffee Cakes, which are widely avail- 
able in local gourmet and specialty shops. 
And if you want a deep, rich breakfast 
treat in a low-fat version, look again. 
Grandma (or her commercial counterpart) 
has taken the original cinnamon-walnut 
recipe, replaced the sour cream with non- 
fat yogurt, and eliminated the walnuts, 
thus reducing the fat content by 50 per- 
cent. Also available is a lowish-fat version 
with one-third fewer walnuts than the

It’s never too early to start dreaming 
about (and planning for) summer grilling. 
A great suggestion: do something special 
and order charwood from the People’s 
Smoke and Grill Shop, in Cumberland, 
Rhode Island. Charwood, which is Cana- 
dian-maple hardwood charcoal, burns bet- 
ter than traditional charcoal, it’s better for 
you, it’s better for the environment, and at 
$8 for almost 18 pounds, it’s a bargain. If 
you really want to get fancy, order wood 
chips for more flavor as well, People’s sells 
chips of hickory, pecan, mesquite, apple, 
cherry, ash, sweet birch, maple, and pinot 
noir grapevine (most varieties cost about 
$3 for two pounds). In addition, the shop 
sells almost everything else related to 
grilling, from chimney starters and grill 
mitts to cookbooks and sauces.

rew Moon, which has 
moved into the space 
formerly occupied by 
Joyce Chen, at the 
Tremont Street corner 
of the Transportation Building, is a brew 
pub with ambitions to become a national 
chain. The food is certainly good enough 
to be cloned repeatedly — especially the 
peppery morsels, which go well with 
beer. The first batch of home-brewed ales 
was only average. Since the whole idea of 
brew pubs is to go back to the days when 
every tavern brewed its own, a national 
chain of brew pubs has already given up 
on the most obvious point: economy of 
scale. Perhaps as a hedge against that 
problem, Brew Moon does the actual 
brewing out of sight. The dining room is 
curiously devoid of the brewing equip- 
ment and industrial design of most brew 
pubs. The room has the 
duplex look and noise of a 
brew pub, but the New Age 
decor and hand-lettering of 
a California health-food 
palace. 

Clay tablets on the wall 
and printed napkins tell us, 
“Brew and moon are indeli- 
bly etched into our human 
experience . . .It has been 
said that brewing beer was 
one of the influences for 
the settling down of . . . no- 
madic peoples, so they 
could brew barley, irrigate 
land, and build communi- 
ties . . . Beer is a food of 
the spirit.” 

All five ales are available 
in pints, as well as 10- 
ounce glasses and 20- 
ounce glasses. This review- 
er liked that the ales were 
also available in a “lunar 
sampler” ($5.50) of four- 
ounce servings of each 
brew. After doing some tasting, I con- 
cluded that you can follow Nadeau’s usu- 
al law of brew pubs: darker and stronger 
beers are easier to make well. Or maybe 
they just hide the flaws better. 

Sure enough, the Moon Light ($2.25, 
$2.75, $3.25) had quite a spoiled after- 
taste, though Eclipse Extra Stout 
($2.75, $3.50, $4) had a classic toffee- 
coffee aroma with a fine head and an 
appropriately bitter finish. It’s a drier 
stout than many of the brew pubs at- 
tempt, and a very nice one. In between, 
Orion’s Red Ale ($2.50, $3.25, $3.75) 
was the next-darkest, and next-best, 
with a clean, malty, and somewhat 
winey flavor. Nutcracker Festival Ale 
($2.50, $3.25, $3.75) was light for a 
brown ale, not hoppy enough for my 
taste, and beginning to show the bad af- 
tertaste that was more prominent in my 
glass of Boston Special Reserve ($2.50, 
$3.25, $3.75). This last, the menu 
claims, “redefines the American Pilsen- 
er.” Boston Special Reserve was maltier 
than Budweiser, but not as clean — and 
certainly no redefinition. 

Food began with a nice breadbasket, 
including slices of sourdough rye (the 
one bread to have when you’re drinking 
beer) and a warm raisin bread in the 
round. Butter with tasteless onions (shal- 
lots?) mixed in was okay, too. 

Among the appetizers, heaven — with 
or without beer — is a wood-grilled por- 
tobello mushroom ($8). These are the 
mushrooms that really do grill up like 
steak. Ours at Brew Moon was a cap as 
big as many restaurant steaks, gloriously

garnished with fried parsley. 

With beer, one wants salt and pepper, 
and you certainly get those and more on 
the “dill-fried calamari” ($5.50). Al- 
though these crisp, greasy fried rings 
and tentacles don’t taste much like dill, 
they do taste appealingly of pepper, and 
ours came with an intriguing hot dip that 
tasted of pickled jalapefio peppers and 
preserved lemons or limes, a taste sug- 
gesting Indian lime pickles to me. Pan- 
seared salmon-lobster cakes ($7.25) also 
had an unannounced Indian flavor, I 
thought, in what the menu calls “Cajun 
mayo.” The seafood cakes are just the 
right combination of meat and glue to 
hold together, and they taste peppery- 
great all by themselves. 

The appetizer sampler plate ($7.25) 
seems intended more for wine, although 
the grilled sausage was quite spicy for the 
beer drinker at the table. The rest of the 
plate consists of a couple of triangular 
“pot stickers” of gingery crab, ideal with 
the fumé blancs on the 
wine list; slices of country 
paté, for the red wines; 
and canapés of smoked 
salmon that glorify any 
chardonnay. Fried olives, 
like the fried parsley with 
the portobello mushroom, 
nod to culinary fashion. 

Wood-grilled pizza (from 
$8.50 to $9.50) has cap- 
tured the look and feel of 
the recipe from Al Forno, 
in Providence, that has in- 
fluenced so many. I have 
not been to Al Forno, but 
my understanding is that 
the original has more of a 
flavor of wood smoke. Still, 
this has the irregular shape 
(even a hole or two) of the 
Providence flatbread, and 
handsome grill marks. | 
chose the odd topping — 
baby clams, roasted corn, 
smoked onion, bacon, gar- 
lic mashed potatoes ($9) 
— and it made a fine lunch or appetizer 
to split up. 

Although many new restaurants are 
building their menus around small plates, 
Brew Moon, like its neighbor Mercury 
Bar, has not abandoned the entree. Mo- 
lasses-and-cumin-charred pork tender- 
loin ($11), is glorious, lean meat of the 
old school, with a spicy marinade like the 
Roast-rosemary chicken breast ($8.75), a 
dish some reviewers use to test every 
kitchen, is lovely (some executives previ- 
ously worked for Boston Chicken), and a 
fine medley of Italian flavors fills up the 
plate: sautéed escarole, slices of eggplant, 
a sound tomato sauce, and a bed of what 
appeared to be imported pasta. 

Coffee? Well, it’s not that kind of Brew 
Moon. The coffee ($1.50) is reportedly 
Antigua Guatemalan, but mine was 
roasted dark and brewed thin. You can 
do either one, but not both. A pity (and 
easy to fix, of course), because there are 
some promising desserts. Poached pear 
($6) is pricey, but it’s really two desserts: 
a triangle of no-flour chocolate cake for 
me, and a nice, if unripe, ale-poached 
pear for you. 

Créme “brewlée” ($4) is only one 
dessert, and not the super-richest at that. 
But the “Brew Moon pudding” ($5) 
came to us as something more like spice 
cake and caramel sauce (for you), and 
ice cream (for me). 

Service is well-organized and quick, no 
small feat in a new restaurant that has 
been quite popular from the first. 

And, on the quality and interest of the 
food, deservedly so. Q

From the moment you set foot in Bella Luna, you’re witnessing a funky 
celebration of our nighttime neighbor, the moon. In the center of the room 
stands a large table with quarter-moon-shaped legs, topped with a vase of 
fresh flowers and scads of children’s books. Wooden chairs in all shapes 
and sizes are decorated with moonlit city scenes and planetary designs; 
even the hand-painted plates bear lunar references. 

The food is innovative — and delicious. Pizza specialties, made with 
Bella Luna’s thick crust, include the “Ivanchini,” a pie piled high with ar- 
tichokes, asparagus, and prosciutto. Cheese lovers should try the “Quesito 
D’oro” a four-cheese delight topped with ricotta, mozzarella, feta, and 
parmesan. And adventure seekers should go for the “Harry Belafonte,” 
which is topped with bananas, shrimp, and bacon. Pies ($5 to $15) come 
in three sizes: individual (eight inches); medium (12 inches); and large 
(16 inches). 

Other menu items are made with the same care. Sandwiches, which 
range from smoked-turkey- 
and-bacon to Italian — are

tion ceremony, humorously dubbed “The Maxi Awards.” This is one of those years. Next 
Thursday, T Max and his staff take over the upstairs room at the Middle East for an evening-long 
presentation of awards to this year’s winners. To judge from past Maxi Awards productions, it 
promises to be a lively, humorous, and unpredictable affair. 
“It’s run in a cheesy way, like a real awards ceremony,” says T Max. “I invite all the people who 
have placed first, second, and third in each of the categories, and then we 
have special guests open each envelope and present the awards. I guess in 

some ways it’s also a parody — there’s definitely a lot of humor involved. 

“Part of what makes it exciting is that people really do care about win- 
ning, and everybody’s a little bit nervous, so there’s always a fair amount 
of drinking going on. One year Pat McGrath was MCing the show, and 
he got so drunk that he actually fell down on stage.” 

McGrath, the singer of country-rock act Wheelers and Dealers, will be 
back MCing with the help of a co-host, bassist James Apt. As T Max 
points out, McGrath wields considerably more power over the proceed- 
ings than the average awards-show host. “Pat also gives out secondary 
awards called the Patties, which he presents to people who he thinks don’t 
deserve the award they got.”

hey blew enough smoke up my ass 
z to fill the Hindenberg a couple of 
times,” says Michael Corrente about 
the Hollywood producers who promised for 
five years to film his script about the tough 
guys he grew up with in Providence. He had 
nurtured it from a one-act play he wrote in 
Boston into a full-fledged screenplay. “Final- 
ly, after my heart was broken enough times, I 
decided to direct the movie.” Shot in the title 
neighborhood for $80,000 in 24 days, 
Federal Hill opens at theaters in Boston next 
Friday, January 20. 

He acknowledges the inevitable compar- 
isons with other young-gangster films. “If 
you put four characters on the screen whose 
last names end in vowels, they compare it to 
Mean Streets or The Godfather. | shot Feder- 
al Hill in black and white to separate it from 
those films.” Still, he claims that the movie is 
based on actual events and real people from 
Federal Hill. “It’s a tough neighborhood. 
Most of my friends are either dead or in jail.” 

The fallout in the movie between Ralph 
(NYPD Blue’s Nick Turturro) and Nicky 
(Anthony DeSando) over the latter’s upscale 
Brown University girlfriend is a typical situa- 
tion, Corrente says. “Girls from Brown 
would stumble across the tracks, or we’d end 
up in their neighborhood, and they’d go 
slumming one night with the little Italian 
tough guys. It worked out well for both sides 
unless somebody was stupid enough to fall in 
love. You can’t aspire to be a half-assed 
wiseguy all your life and, just because you 
meet a pretty girl from Brown, think that it’s 
all going to change. That’s what Ralph is try- 
ing to tell Nicky.” 

Corrente himself 
has felt that kind of 
provincial jealousy. 
“There is pride in com- 
ing from New England, 
but someone who gets 
out is looked upon at 
times like a traitor. It’s 
like crabs trying to get 
out of a bucket. As 
soon as one looks like 
it’s going to make it 
over the top, it’s 
grabbed by another one

The guys that get out 
are the exceptions.” 

How did Corrente get out? “As a high- 
school sophomore, I was dragged kicking 
and screaming to Trinity Rep to see A Man 
for All Seasons. It changed my life. It gave 
me the idea that there was something else 
out there.” 

Federal Hill enjoyed a nine-week run in 
Providence last year. Of his neighbors’ re- 
sponse to the film, Corrente says, “Most 
people love it. Of course, there are people 
who say, ‘Why didn’t you make a movie 
about Italians who became brain surgeons?’ 
I say, ‘You write that screenplay, and if it’s 
good, I’d be more than happy to make it.’ I 
didn’t write this to besmirch Italian-Ameri- 
cans or put them up on a pedestal. It’s just 
what I remember.” 

Corrente isn’t the only current filmmaker 
to put Providence on the map. “There is a 
wave happening. I’ve been working for a 
couple of years on a project Peter Farrelly 
[Dumb and Dumber] wrote, a hysterical little 
novel called Outside Providence. 

“I’m going to make movies in Providence 
for the rest of my life. It’s a hotbed of inter- 
esting people and unbelievable situations. It’s 
like having your own big back lot.”

ay. For many people, the 
first image the word 
evokes is that of men. 
Probably young men, 
probably white and afflu- 
ent. That’s the image usually presented by 
the media, including film. Even indepen- 
dent and foreign films of the sort that play 
in festivals tend to make such men the first 
face of homosexuality. Other images are 
often relegated to the margins. 

This imbalance is partially redressed in 
| “Boston’s First Mid-Winter Queer Film 
Fest” (“When Once a Year Is Not 
Enough,” proclaims the publicity material 
for this adjunct to the decade-old summer 
festival). Running at the Harvard Film 
Archive January 13 through 26, the Mid- 
Winter Queer Fest presents a variety of 
lesser-seen faces: middle-aged and older 
| gays, teenage gays, multi-ethnic gays, les- 
| bians of various ages and cultures, and 
| transvestites and transsexuals. 

Granted, drag queens are ubiquitous 
| nowadays, but not like the ones you'll see 
| here. Take the title TVs in Dream Girls 

(January 13 through 17), one of the 

showcase features of the festival. No, it’s 

not about Michael Bennett’s Broadway 
musical. This British documentary by Kim 

Longinotto and Jano Williams focuses on 

a unique Japanese musical theater compa- 

ny, the Takarazuka Revue, in which all 

the roles are played by women. It’s sort of 

a femate analogue to the traditional 

Peking Orera: the training is grueling and 

Dickensian, entailing several years of me- 

nial labor as well as performance coach- 

ing. And the roles played on stage are hy- 
perfeminine and hypermasculine to the 
point of abstraction. 

In fact, the gender roles on stage and in 
the company mirror those of Japanese so- 
ciety at large. The women who play men 
get most of the perks and the most ardent 
adoration from female fans, albeit because 
they feel the performers make better men 
than real men do. “The men on stage are 
always kind to the women,” says a fan of 
Takarazuka’s melodramatic romances. “In 
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DREAM GIRLS: the performance footage suggests why the romantic 
illusions of Takarazuka make a compelling escapist vision.

real life, men are kind when they’re court- 
ing but change after marriage.” Actually, 
fathers send their daughters to join the 
company because they believe that in 
teaching them how it feels to be a man, it 
makes the women more submissive and 
better wives. And women must leave the 
company after a few years, in part because 
they’re expected to marry by age 25. The 
film’s points may be obvious, but the inter- 
view subjects state them with a complete 
lack of irony, and the performance footage 
suggests why the romantic illusions of 
Takarazuka make a compelling escapist vi- 
sion for those on both sides of the foot- 
lights. 

There is also the lively group of cross- 
dressers and cross-gendered street people 
in Femminielli (January 25 and 26). 
That’s what they call gays in Naples, 
where this television documentary was 
shot over 11 years by Michele 
Buono, Carmine Fornari, and 
Piero Riccardi. While shooting 
another documentary, the film- 
makers discovered pre-operative 
transsexuals Barbara and Marile- 
na on the street and over the 
years ingratiated themselves into 
the family. These include Arturo 
and Pollera (“I’m an abstract ho- 
mosexual, not a common homo- 
sexual”), older gays who remem- 
ber persecution under Mussolini, 
and younger ones who note that 
the same homophobes who scorn 
them by day seek their services at 
night. The footage is often crude 
and sometimes lurid, but it does 
challenge preconceptions; for one 
thing all the femminielli consider 
themselves devout Catholics. Ulti- 
mately, the filmmakers achieve a 
poignant portrait of a circle that 
was too fragile, too ethereal, and 
too human to last. 

Another sympathetic treatment 
of transsexuals is the French-Ca- 
nadian feature The Sex of the 
Stars (January 20 through 25). 
After years of writing unanswered 
letters to her estranged father in 
the hope of his return, pubescent 
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Camille (Marianne-Coquelicot Mercier) 
gets her wish, sort of, when he comes back 
as Marie-Pierre (Denis Mercier, no rela- 
tion). Camille’s mom, Michéle (Sylvie 
Drapeau), forbids her to see Marie-Pierre, 
but she forges a clandestine relationship 
with her father, even though she’s not 
ready to give up the idealized father of her 
memories. Camille has a young suitor, 
Lucky (Tobie Pelletier), who helps her un- 
derstand Marie-Pierre’s transformation by 
sharing his own secret of his life on the 
sexual fringe. Directed with great subtlety 
by Paule Baillargeon (best known as the 
actress who played the curator in I’ve 
Heard the Mermaids Singing), the movie is 
a sensitive portrait of a parent and child 
who must both let the past go as they 
learn, awkwardly, how to live as women. 

Lesbians of various ages and back- 
grounds are the subjects of four short 
films under the rubric Dyke Drama (Jan- 
uary 20 through 24). H. Len Keller’s “Ifé” 
looks at the diversity of lesbian life in San 
Francisco through the eyes of a black 
French lesbian. Like Ifé, the heroine of 
Catherine Benedek’s “Maya” tries to avoid 
love, especially with the eligible male doc- 
tor her mother fixes her up with, prefer- 
ring instead the company of her dance 
teacher, Sasha. In John Miller-Monzon’s 
“Things We Said Today,” an aimless 
woman has something of a midlife crisis 
when she must choose between two lovers, 
a hardworking artist and a roller-skating 
free spirit. Another story of a woman 
caught between two lovers is Sandra Net- 
telbeck’s “A Certain Grace,” in which a 
photographer becomes attracted to her 
model (Nettelbeck) and grows apart from 
her well-meaning musician boyfriend. 

Older gays are addressed in some new 
movies from across the pond. Albert 
Finney stars in Suri Krishnama’s A Man of 
No Importance (January 26), playing an 
aging Dublin trolley-car conductor who 
comes to terms with his sexuality with a 
little help from the works of Oscar Wilde. 
Patrick Keiller takes an architectural, so- 
cial, and political look at London (January 
13 through 16) through the eyes of an un- 
seen middle-aged narrator (Paul Scofield) 
touring the city with an ex-lover, 

British video artist John Maybury is the 
subject of a special segment of the festival. 
Best known in America for directing such 
music videos as Sinéad O’Connor’s 
“Nothing Gompares to You,” Maybury is a 
formal experimentalist whose works, such 
as Premonition of Absurd Perversions in 
Sexual Personae Part I (January 17 and 
19), drive a wedge between word and im- 
age through the use of deconstructed and 
respliced video and film footage, rear-pro- 
jection images that contrast with the ac- 
tion in the foreground, and rapid-fire edit- 
ing. Often cited as a protégé of Derek Jar- 
man, he owes more to the literary cut-up 
technique of William S. Burroughs, con- 
fronting our addiction to imagery with a 
combination of randomness, repetition, 
and content that draws upon the most vio- 
lent and forbidden gay male fantasies. 
Along these lines, his most successful ex- 
periment may be Remembrance of Things 
Fast (January 17, 19, 25, and 26), which 
uses computer animation and satellite 
feeds to challenge our TV-shortened at- 
tention spans while examining such topics 
as invasive surgery, sadomasochism, and 
male rape. 

Maybury’s most conventional narrative 
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is Man to Man (January 18), which is 
based on a one-woman play by Manfred 
Karge. Tilda Swinton, who went from man 
to woman in Orlando, does the reverse 
here, playing a German woman who, out 
of economic necessity during the Weimar 
period, dresses herself as her dead hus- 
band and takes his job and is forced to 
keep up the ruse for the next 50 years. 
Swinton is especially good at conveying 
decades of repressed desire and delivering 
a critique of the macho cultures of Nazism 
and Stalinism, and she is aided immeasur- 
ably by Maybury’s flashy direction, which 
uses montage techniques to create that 
space between image and truth where 
Swinton’s character must make her home. 

Making very different use of rear pro- 
jection are Andy Warhol’s early shorts and 
features of 30 years ago. These movies are 
often as static as Maybury’s are frenetic, 
but in their day they were just as radical 
and experimental, in terms of style and 
sexual content. The portion of the festival 
devoted to these films is called “Andy 
Warhol and the Cult of the Cute,” though 
Velvet Underground and Nico and 
“Warhol’s EPI” (January 20) depict the 
least cute rock band in history. Warhol 
films another associate, his curator, in 
Henry Geldzahler (January 22) and offers 
two portraits of his Factory princess, Edie 
Sedgwick, in Beauty #2 and “Poor Little 
Rich Girl” (January 21). 

A recent film drawing on the experimen- 
talism of the ’60s is Gregg Araki’s fine 
comedy/drama Totally F***ed Up (Jan- 
uary 20 through 26). Araki has called this 
movie, which follows the tribulations of a 
group of multicultural teenage gays and 
lesbians, “a queer John Hughes flick.” But 
if these kids tend (like all teens) to over- 
dramatize their lives, the film is canny 
enough not to. As in The Living End, Araki 
uses a deadpan, Godardian, yet user- 
friendly style that suits his.content and 
politics. The problems these adolescents | 
meet rangé from dateless Saturday nights | 
to homophobic violence andsuicide, and 
they face them with the nihilistic humor 
and rage you would expect from kids who 
listen to too much Nine Inch Nails. 

Teenage sexuality is also the topic. of 
one of the festival’s three “Queer Redis- 
coveries,” 1980’s Times Square (January 
18 and 19). A timid studio cut the more 
obvious hints of lesbianism out of Jacob 
Brackman’s screenplay, but in the finished 
film by Allan Moyle (Pump Up the 
Volume), the nature of the relationship be- 
tween the two teenage runaways remains 
apparent. The girls are played by Robin 
Johnson and Trini Alvarado (currently on 
screen as Meg in Little Women). Tim Cur- 
ry is the DJ who plays Cupid for them and 
provides the movie with its vintage punk 
and new-wave soundtrack. 

The operatic content of Jean-Jacques 
Beineix’s much-loved 1981 thriller Diva 
(January 19) must be what qualifies it as a 
queer rediscovery. You may be less likely 
to recall Tony Scott’s 1986 boys’ adven- 
ture Top Gun (January 18) as a queer 
movie, unless you saw the sequence in last 
year’s Sleep with Me in which party guest 
Quentin Tarantino brazenly and hilarious- 
ly outs Tom Cruise’s male-bonding naval- 
pilot fantasy. In the festival’s cleverest pro- 
gramming move, this sequence will pre- 
cede the screening of Top Gun so that you 
can see for yourself how accurate Taranti- 
no’s analysis is. Q

Paul Newman proves he’s nobody’s fool

he dawdling small-town hu- 
mor in Nobody’s Fool, which 
is. set in upstate New York, is 
the best work the writer-di- 
rector Robert Benton has 
done in a long time — probably since The 
Late Show, back in 1977. The figures and 
events in North Bath are interlocked in a 


hopalong Rube Goldberg fashion. Sully 
(Paul Newman) tries to sue Carl Roebuck 
(Bruce Willis) for a knee injury he sus- 
tained while employed by Carl’s construc- 
tion company; even after the judge (Philip 
Bosco) throws Sully’s case out of court, 
Sully and his inept lawyer Wirf (Gene 
Saks) don’t stop playing poker with Carl, 
and Sully ends up working for him again. 
Sully’s an independent contractor who 
employs his sweetly thickheaded pal Rub 
Squeers (Pruitt Taylor Vince); when they 
fight and Rub storms off in a huff, Sully 
crawls along behind him in his truck, 
down the sidewalk, and runs straight into 
a cop he’s been insulting casually for 
years. When the cop tries to interfere, Sul- 
ly decks him and lands behind bars — 
though the judge reprimands the cop for 
behaving like such a dope. Then Sully’s let 


out of the poky to serve as a pallbearer 
when a local loonybird, an old lady taken 
to wandering off by herself, finally passes 
away. 

What’s most pleasurable in Nobody’s 
Fool is the feeling that there are only about 
two dozen people in North Bath and they 
cross paths four times a day. That’s why it 
doesn’t scan when Sully’s son Peter (Dy- 
lan Walsh) shows up in town for Thanks- 
giving dinner with his mother (Elizabeth 
Wilson) and Sully says he hasn’t seen her 
for years. (He abandoned her when Peter 
was a child.) Nothing about Sully’s salva- 
tion rings true — and that, unfortunately, 
is what Nobody’s Fool turns out to be 
about. By the time the movie’s over, this 
irascible old bastard has to learn the value 
of his family and his friendship with Rub, 
to face an old demon (his hard-drinking, 
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brutal father, long dead), to ac- 
cept the ministrations. of his loving 
landlady (Jessica Tandy), to patch 
up Peter’s marriage, and to teach 
his grandson (Alexander Good- 
win) not to be afraid. That’s a 
hefty load of personal growth for 
112 minutes. 

If any other good actor had 
played Sullyydthink I’d say it-was 
the kind of part you hate watching 
a good actor “Stoop to. But with 
Paul Newmarrin the role, you just 
think, God, he’s wonderful. New- 
man almost never gets stuck; even 
the idiocy of The Hudsucker Proxy 
rolled off his back. He shambles 
through Nobody’s Fool with the 
integrity of his emotional commit- 
ment to acting intact. Playing 
scenes like the one where Sully re- 
turns to his childhood home — 
he’s let the house go, as an act of 
revenge against his father — and 
stares at it through his headlights, 
Newman is unshakably right in 
every nuance. He’s found the ex- 








act feelings to nestle inside the 


contours of this character he con- 
structed, somehow, while we 
weren’t looking. 

Benton coaches the rest of the 
cast expertly; they bring more life 
to the material than it deserves. 
Bruce Willis gives a believable, un- 
flamboyant performance as Carl, 
whose extramarital wanderings 
amount to an addiction; and 


Melanie Griffith, throwing away | 


her glamor puss affectations, is 

surprisingly effective as his wife, 

Toby (though it’s painful to watch 

her play her last scene). Willis, 
Griffith, and Newman have an effortless 
rapport; you can hear in it all the years of 
hanging out in the same rooms, and the 
flirtation between Newman and Griffith 
has just the right balance of tossed-off 
self-depreciation and optimism. Gene 
Saks puts some spring into the comic role 
of Wirf, the lawyer who bets his wooden 
leg in a poker game; unfortunately, Pruitt 
Taylor Vince’s scenes as Rub are mostly so 
wet that his good work goes to waste. 
There’s solid support from the likes of 
Philip Bosco, Jay Patterson, and Jerry 
Mayer. 


And Jessica Tandy, in one of her final | 


appearances, applies her feisty warmth to 
the not terribly developed role of Miss 
Beryl, the retired schoolteacher who 
prefers her erratic tenant to her stiff-

nomination, and a likely spot on Oscar’s short list. 

It really is a career-capping role, explains writer/di- 
rector Robert Benton, citing half a dozen Newman 
characters, from Fast Eddie Felson in The Hustler to the 
hockey coach in Slap Shot. “He has a peculiar identifi- 
cation with those losers, those characters who can’t stop 
themselves from going up against authority, no matter 
what their intelligence, their wit, their charm.” 

The often private and reserved Newman says he took 
the role because “I suspected there was a lot of me in 
him. He had his armor up for most of his life.” Sully 
opens himself up not only to emotion but to the son he 
had abandoned long ago. “It’s a guy who’s anesthetized 
himself for a long time. That first tickle of ownership, of 
paren! , of community — which he has the courage 
not to dispel, not to dismiss, but to seek — is not quite 
redemption. It has more to do with becoming part of a 
family, of a community.” 

Richard Russo, who wrote the novel that the film is 
based on, says his depiction of Sully was loosely in-

Also, Jessica Tandy, playing Sul- 
ly’s landlady, Miss Beryl, threw herself completely into 
the production, despite her abbreviated shooting sched- 
ule of two weeks and her frail health. 

“She really was an extraordinary presence,” Newman 
says. ie never weak! hive noun thet she she was going 
into the hospital right after the film was over. She was 
straightforward and did not pay any attention to what- 


“She was the greatest American actor | know of. I’d 
worked with her once before {in Still of the Night]. She 
was also a truly great human being. When we started 
this picture, we knew we had to work in one continuous 
, 80 we shot the beginning, middle, and end of 
her story all together. She would arrive on the set very 
cheerful, very pleasant every day. We would rehearse ev- 
ery morning, then spend 20 or 30 minutes going off to 
do the lighting. We would say to her, ‘Do you want to 
go back to your camper and rest?’, and she’d say no 
and remain on the set. She was courteous to everyone. 
She would talk to everyone. She was patient beyond be- 
lief. We kept her for full 10-hour days. She never com- 
plained. She never once said, “No, I can’t do it.’ ” 

Since Tandy's death last fall, her role has also taken 
on a valedictory tone. “I look at the dialogue at the be- 
ginning, when she says, “This is the year God is lower- 
ing the boom,’ and my heart stops,” Benton says. “We 
had no idea that that would be the year. She’s brilliant 
in this movie, as she was in many movies, but better 
than any acting she ever did in this picture was the act- 
ing she did to make us all believe she was more well 
than she actually was. That is a performance that de- 
serves 20 Academy Awards.” 

And despite the career-summation raves for his role, 
Newman plans to forgo retirement, just as Tandy did. 
“I'm not very good at relaxing. So I suspect I'll be 
around till the bitter end.”

woman is alone in a week- 
end cottage when a storm 
blows up. The phone goes 
dead. A lighthouse beacon 
signals from a nearby 
| beach. When car lights appear on the hori- 
zon, Paulina goes into a panic, searches for 
a gun, waits for the intruder. That’s the 
opening of Roman Polanski’s suave film 
adaptation of Ariel Dorfman’s drama Death 
and the Maiden, an odd sort of haunted- 
| house tale, with Sigourney Weaver as its fu- 
rious avenging victim/monster. 
What’s going on? The location is an un- 
named South American country — one 
that bears a striking resemblance to Chile 
— in the early days of a democracy. The 
“intruder” turns out to be Paulina’s hus- 
band, Gerardo (Stuart Wilson), a well-re- 
garded judge who — as she heard on the 
| radio during the storm — has just been ap- 
| pointed head of a civil-rights commission to 

investigate torture and abuse during the 
| previous regime. Paulina (Weaver) is pissed 
| that he’s taken the job. For one thing, it’s 

accepted that the commission will be a 
| whitewash. But the spat they have takes the 
| form of squabbling over whose fault it is 
| that the spare tire in his car was flat. Gerar- 
| do, it seems, got a ride home from a 
| stranger. 

As she undresses for bed, we see the real 
reason she’s upset. Paulina’s body has been 
disfigured by torture; her nipples bear hor- 

| rific scars. During their argument over Ger- 

| ardo’s job, she wonders whether her story 

| will come to light. Or, more important, 
whether a bogus investigation isn’t a betray- 
al of her experience. “I don’t exist,” she 
says. Gerardo, naive about the strain on his 
marriage, promises, “I'll bring you justice.” 
Indeed, what better metaphor for a tender 
new democracy than a loving husband? 

Actually, Gerardo’s role as husband is 
complicated, but he’s never more than a 

| mouthpiece for a point of view. That’s true 
| of all the characters in this drama that ex- 
| plores the relationship between a state and

tween victims and justice. When there’s a 
knock on the door at midnight, we discover 
it’s Dr. Miranda (Ben Kingsley), the man 
who gave him a ride home, coming to re- 
turn Gerardo’s spare tire. Gerardo invites 
him in, but Paulina, who hears his voice 
from the bedroom, packs and steals away, 
taking Miranda’s car with her. 

What would make her do that? And why 
does she return? Finding the men passed 
out from drinking, she cold-cocks Miran- 
da with a gun and ties him up. She’s con- 
vinced she recognizes his voice. He’s the 
man who tortured her in prison, a doctor 
who played Schubert’s Death and the 
Maiden Quartet while raping her. Awak-

ened, her husband thinks his wife is nuts. 
She wants Miranda to confess. Thus be- 
gins a three-way dramatic inquiry into the 
possibilities of revenge. 

Should Paulina, who’s suffered traumat- 
ically, be believed? If Miranda is who 
Paulina thinks he is, can she treat him the 
way he treated her? Can Gerardo prevent 
a civil-rights abuse from taking place? 
Dorfman’s play presents these questions 
as something more profound than they re- 
ally are, giving most of the dramatic action 
and dialogue to Paulina and Miranda. 
He’s less interested in exploring the 
murkier position held by Gerardo — that 
of a new government negotiating the com- 
promises it must make to accommodate 
both human-rights victims and their tor- 
turers, who can’t really be gotten rid of. 

Polanski doesn’t go beyond the middle- 
brow concerns of the play. But he does 
give us an essential dénouement to the Mi- 
randa-Paulina situation. And to his credit, 
he maintains the ambiguity surrounding 
Paulina’s kangaroo court; we’re allowed to 
jockey back and forth between several pos- 
sibilities and shadings of the truth, never 
sure what’s what. He’s also resists the 
urge to open the play up. With no grisly 
flashbacks, we learn about Paulina’s expe- 
riences the same way her husband does. 


t's always been difficult to draw a bead on Roman 
Polanski, and the press conference he held for 
Death and the Maiden was no exception. Speaking 
via satellite from his exile in Paris, the director talked 
about what it’s like to make a revenge-fantasy movie, 
what it’s like to work outside Hollywood, and why there 
are so many women in peril in his movies. He also 
lamented —— albeit with the charm of Hannibal Lecter 


—- the need to talk to us remotely. “1 would much more 


prefer to see your faces, to smell your perfume.” 

Polanski’s difficulties began during his childhood in the 
Krakow ghetto, well before the more notorious murder of 
wife Sharon Tate in 1969 or his mid-’70s indictment for 
statutory rape, which sent him running out of the US. Is 
Death and the Maiden a film about his personal politics? 
“The problem is that the experi in this picture is very 
dear to my heart. To me, this film is not political because 
it doesn’t deal with a discrete regime. 

“I can't say | identify with one particular character, 
but I identify with aspects of all three characters. Yes, I 
identify with someone who's been accused. | can identi- 
fy with Sigourney Weaver as well —— with someone 
who's been hurt and is seeking revenge. And I can iden- 
tify with someone who's torn between truth and loyalty. 

“A person can achieve revenge and then get on the 
other side. I think unless one is able to deal with this 
feeling and reconcile, there is no hope. I did come to 
terms with those things, pres Berth lled e

If anything, the pressing issue in Polanski’s life right 
now seems to be overcoming the difficulties of making 
films outside the center of the industry. With early Hol- 
lywood successes Rosemary's Baby (1968) and China- 
town (1974) far behind him, the director has made his 
most recent films, Frantic (1988) and Bitter Moon 
(1994), outside the US. Would he like to return? “It 
would certainly make my life easier as far as putting 
projects together. What we have here in Europe can

As Miranda, Ben Kingsley gives us a 
fagade that’s impossible to read. He might 
be a torturer and he might not; but it isn’t 
much of a performance. British actor Stuart 
Wilson’s Gerardo is a finely etched milque- 
toast. It’s easy to see why his wife finds him 
hopelessly idealistic. Yet the most com- 
pelling performance is that of Sigourney 
Weaver, who’s always seemed intelligent 
but has never taken on a role as complex as 
this one. Her boyish demeanor cuts against 
the movie’s willingness to let her seem 
merely female and neurotic. Indeed, the 
film’s biggest flaw may be its suggestion 
that she’s hysterical rather than reacting to 
her experience of prison and torture. 

As she ties up Miranda, stuffing her un- 
derwear into his mouth, this Paulina may be 
temporarily insane, but she’s also affecting. 
As her story unfolds, her anger is scary stuff | 
— something we rarely see in the movies 
unless it’s the cheap, unsympathetic rage of 
someone like Glenn Close’s character in 
Fatal Attraction. She may bear an uncom- 
fortable resemblance to hysterical women in 
other Polanski films, but Weaver, at least, 
allows us to think that Paulina has earned 
the right to go over the edge. O |

John Singleton’s Higher 
Learning doesn’t make the grade

nlearn” is the motto John 
| Singleton flashes at the end 
of his new feature about di- 
visive politics at a large 
university. As if we needed 
it spelled out. Singleton, the young director 
whose promising 1991 debut, Boyz N the 
Hood, looked at tumultuous day-to-day life 
in South Central LA — and of whose 
sophomore effort Poetic Justice the less 
said the better — is nothing if not obvious. 
So maybe it’s not surprising that he’s 
picked as timely (and frequently scruti- 
nized) an issue as race and gender ten- 
sions, using the turmoil within fictional 
Columbus University as a microcosm of 
the world. 

The story follows a group of new fresh- 
men, each of whom is immediately tested 
by some political aspect of college life. We 
meet Kristin (Kristy Swanson) just as she’s 
learning about the dangers of walking 
around campus at night. We see track star 
Malik (Omar Epps) annoying his coach 
and endangering his athletic scholarship. 
And we see Remy (Michael Rapaport), a 
loner from Idaho, getting irritated when 
the black kids in his hall pump up the vol- 
ume the night before classes begin. So it’s 
only natural that Remy should get recruited 
by the local skinheads, right? That Malik 
should see himself exploited for his athletic 
abilities. And that Kristin, who suffers a vi- 
cious date rape, should become active in 
the campus feminist organization and flirt 
with bisexuality. At least, it’s natural in 
Higher Learning’s schematic view of the 
universe. 

Long before you realize that Singleton 





has conveniently paired white supremacist 
Remy with a Jewish roommate — or that 
one of the climactic racial fights takes place 
under a portrait of Thomas Jefferson — 
you might wonder whether the film is capa- 
ble of holding a thought for the duration of 
any one of its multiple scenes. Characters 
come and go. Racial hatred, name calling, 
misogyny, and vigilantism raise their ugly 
heads and disappear. One constant is 
Fudge, a sixth-year senior played by Ice 
Cube. The campus voice of black national- 
ism, he appears on the scene whenever 
racial tensions arise. (In one rare inventive 
moment, Fudge, 
stopped by campus 
security, asks the 
officer for his ID.) 

Sound like your 
school? Higher 
Learning students 
occasionally go to 
class, though the 
only one we see is 
a political-science 
lecture presided 
over by one Dr. 
Phipps (Laurence 
Fishburne), a ram- 
rod-stiff West In- 
dian black man 
who disdains Ma- 
lik’s whining about 
racial prejudice. 
It’s a role the tal- 
ented Fishburne 
can’t do much 
with — the char- 
acter’s so humor- 
less. The content

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THE BLUE EYES OF YONTA 


Dozens of children dash through the dusty 
streets of a West African city, rolling tires 
labeled with the year of their country’s in- 
dependence. It’s a raw, raucous, cogent im- 
age, typical of the gritty surreality of 
Guinea-Bissau filmmaker Flora Gomes’s 
rough and exhilarating political-romantic- 
tragicomedy, The Blue Eyes of Yonta. 
Gomes’s puckish irony begins with the ti- 
tle. The blue eyes of Yonta (Maysa Marta) 
exist only in the words of a poem sent to her 
by an anonymous suitor. A brown-eyed, c-fé 
au lait—skinned beauty, she’s hoping the

Mendes), a middle-aged veteran of the war 
against the Portuguese who is finding his 
revolutionary ideals challenged by the new 
government’s bureaucracy and his own capi- 
talistic impulses. Meanwhile, Zé (Pedro 
Dias), an earnest young student (he annoys 
his uncle by staying up late reading under a 
street light and waking up too late to get em- 
ployment at the docks), has secretly fallen in 
love with Yonta and adores her from afar. 
It’s a parable of ’60s zeal and Generation 
X slackerdom, West African style. Although 
marred by perfunctory acting (Mohamed 
Seidi as Yonta’s irrepressible kid brother 
Amilcar is a delightful exception), Gomes’s 
spicy confection possesses a unique piquan- 
cy and a.charming universality. He trans- 
forms the poverty of his country and the 
meagerness of his production into a home- 
ly, endearing, constantly surprising come- 
dy. The concluding image is worthy of 
Fellini — behind The Blue Eyes of Yonta 
lies a world-class filmmaking talent. At the 
Museum of Fine Arts, January 18-21.

“He still acts like he was 
12,” someone in House- 
guest says of youthfully ex- 
uberant Kevin (Sinbad). In- 
deed, the 35ish comic is a 
kid in a giant’s body, with 
nonstop energy and inven- 
tiveness. It’s a good idea to 
build a movie around Sin- 
bad and let him improvise. 
Director Randall Miller’s 
supremely mediocre effort 
shouldn’ti dissuade some- 
one cleverer from trying it. 
Kevin, a ne’er-do-well 
on the run from mob loan 
sharks, takes refuge with 
the well-to-do family of 
Gary Young (a surprisingly 
inert Phil Hartman), who 
has mistaken Kevin for 
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even more frustrating is that the disjointed, 
hour-long exposition that takes us into this 
class and through several campus ruckuses 
doesn’t tell us anything about the charac- 
ters; it merely sets up their political situa- 
tion. Each kid is nothing more than a 
stand-in for a particular point of view. 

Singleton does raise interesting ques- 
tions — though nothing we haven’t heard 
before. Are blacks and white afraid of each 
other? Is it true that black athletes carry a 
heavier load than their scholarship-free 
white counterparts? Just what is it that 
makes neo-Nazism hoodlums attractive to 
someone like Remy, who can’t even play 
pool with his hallmates because he doesn’t 
know the rules? But the more intriguing 
— and more subtle — questions remain 
unasked. For a quick moment we see 
Kristin’s roommate, a black woman, look 
over Kristin’s collection of family snapshots 
as though they were exotic artifacts. But 
the story doesn’t linger on this. It’s much 
more interested in assuming that Kristin’s 
experience with date rape makes lesbianism 
a logical choice for her. 

Indeed, we may see Asian students seg- 
regating themselves from Hispanics and

Derek Bond, an overachieving friend Gary 
hasn’t seen since summer camp 25 years 
ago. Kevin transcends race and class to 
teach the mildly dysfunctional Youngs to 
loosen up; they teach him about friendship, 
and everyone lives therapeutically ever after. 
This is the same premise that’s in Oppor- 
tunity Knocks, Taking Care of Business, and 
other forgettable showcases for TV-bred 
comics. Distinguishing Houseguest is its as- 
sumption that, to white people, all black 
men look alike, and its relentless plugs (at 
least 12) for McDonald’s. Sinbad’s a fine 
clown, but Houseguest will make you gri- 
mace. At the Copley Place, the Fresh Pond,

There’s a fine line, the old saying from This 
Is Spinal Tap (1984) goes, between stupid 
and clever. The alleged spoof . . . And God 
Spoke is definitely on the stupid side of it. A 
“mockumentary” on the order of Rob Rein- 
er’s hilarious classic, this dreary exercise in 
pseudo-hipness focuses on a pair of would- 
be auteurs who aspire to make movies of 
more artistic merit than their previous 
schlock efforts like Alpha Deatha Dekappa. 

They decide to adapt “the greatest best- 
seller of all time” — the Bible; and after 
raising millions from investors, they stum- 
ble through a production filled with feeble 
gags, lubricious delusions of grandeur, and 
thuddingly predictable disasters. In lieu of 
Charlton Heston as Moses, they settle for 
Soupy Sales, who bears the Ten Com- 
mandments and a six-pack of coke (a prod- 
uct-placement deal) down the mountain. 
Christ is cut because of budget reasons, and 
in a scene that’s an outright steal from 
Tap’s descending-monolith routine, their 
highly touted Ark mock-up proves not too 
little but too big. 

Actually, the film within the film might 
have been more entertaining than this 
derivative, unfunny satire. Director Arthur 
Borman has neither the ironic savvy of 
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whites at Columbus University (and there’s 
no missing the irony of the university’s 
name), or sympathize with the way black 
students are routinely stopped by campus 
police when trouble breaks out, but the 
characters are still abstract, and so the so- 
cial issues are as well. The experiences of 
Malik and Kristin and Remy never seem 
like anything but catalysts for plot advance- 
ment — and advance the plot does, all the 
way to a campus-wide peace rally, that, 
natch, turns riotous, a violent culmination 
to the growing tensions. 

Campus peace notwithstanding, the real 
victims here are the young actors, who do 


their best with roles that are skeleton thin. | 


That’s especially true of Omar Epps, whose 
Malik is genuinely struggling — with his 
responsibilities to the track team, with the 
professor he perceives to be an Uncle Tom, 
with his girlfriend, also an athlete, who 
thinks he’s self-indulgent for giving in to 
perceived racism. And of Michael Rapport, 
the star of Zebrahead, here playing con- 
fused white-supremacist Remy as a bundle 
of self-doubt, anger, and horrible social 


isolation. He’s a character who deserves a |

That explains the appeal of Brad Pitt, 
who is most interesting when he’s ugly 
(True Romance, Kalifornia) but most popu- 
lar when he’s pretty. Here he reprises his 
role as the doomed, free-spirited brother in 
A River Runs Through It, except that his 
character, Tristan, is given a bogus mythical 
and Faulknerian spin. The middle son of 
pacifist ex—Army officer Ludlow (Anthony 
Hopkins), he’s raised by dad’s former Cree 
scout One Stab in the ways of the wild. 
When Tristan’s not out fighting bears mano 
a mano, he’s flirting with the fiancée (Julia 
Ormand, who spends the first half of the 
film smiling, the second ‘half crying), of his 
adored younger brother Samuel (Henry 
Thomas), much to the jealous rage of older 
brother Alfred (Aidan Quinn as yet another 
joyless whiner.) When Samuel gets killed 
during World War'I despite Tristan’s fanat- 
ic vigilance, the family falls apart in pre- 
dictable paroxysms of rage and lust that last 
for several decades. 

Call this Drivel Runs Through It. There’s 
no reason to remain for its over-two-hour 
length, except perhaps to watch Hopkins, 
as a stroke victim, imitate Dwight Frye, or 
Zwick imitate Francis Ford Coppola in an 
unintentional parody of The Godfather 
worthy of the Naked Gun people. This leg- 
end doesn’t fall, it collapses.

n the middle of the journey of our 

life/I found myself” . . . lost. When 

I volunteered to review “that hot 

new Italian thing,” I assumed I was 

getting the just-out Robert Pinsky 
translation of Dante’s Inferno. Instead, I 
found myself emerging from the dark for- 
est of the Theater District into the 
Wilbur’s basement Wedding Room, where 
Joey and Maria are celebrating their Com- 
edy Wedding indefinitely. Talk about going 
from the sublime to the ridiculous. 


Not that this dinner/show doesn’t have 
its serious side. The formal press invitation 
reads, “Anthony & Angelina Cavatelli in- 
vite you and youa [yep] guest to attend the 
wedding ceremony & reception of their 
daughter Maria Angelina Cavatelli to 
Giuseppe Antonio Gnocchi.” And Joseph 
and Mary are, after all, the Holy Family. 

But there’s nothing sacred about these 
nuptials, which purport to take “ethnic 
swipes at all things Italian. The participants 
include Tina Tubettini, Louisa Ravioli, Al 
Dente, Alfredo Fettuccine, Nino Ricotta, 
Don Ziti, Pastor Fagioli — you get the 
idea. The Wedding Room is gotten up in 
cheesy Italian-American: flags and stream- 
ers, a “Carrettino Siciliano” souvenir dish- 
towel, and, best of all, an oversized portrait 
of Madonna in what looks like a miniature 
bathtub festooned with Christmas-tree 
lights. There’s taped music on the order of 
“Funiculi Funicula” and “That’s Amore.” 

Once everyone has been seated and had a 
chance to place those all-important drink 
orders, the groom’s party enters, straight 
out of the 50s — white tuxes, red ties, 
white carnations, pompadours. They’re fol- 
lowed by the bridal group and the in-laws 
(Joey’s father, I gather, can’t be present be- 
cause he’s still in jail). In the course of the 
evening, Joey’s “X,” the micro-skirted Vio- 
la, turns up to make trouble; “Liza Minne- 
strone” takes the mike to sing “As Time 
Goes By” and “Cabaret”; and we’re favored 


ley and subjected to an 
entire minute of ma- 
chine-gun fire, after 
which we’re told, “They 
missed!”, and the danc- 
ing — everything from 
the tarantella to the 
twist, with a Caribbean conga line thrown 
in — recommences. 

If only some wit accompanied all this 
wildness. There’s nothing wrong with ex- 
ploiting stereotypes, but Joey & Maria ex- 
ploits only the stupid kind. The bridesmaids 
and the female in-laws are all overweight. 





See “After Deadline,” in the News 
section, for our review of As You Like It. 
(If this is funny, why aren’t there hefty guys 
as well?) Joey’s wedding vows are written 
on toilet paper; the priest tells us that “mar- 
riage is like a game of bocce: sometimes 
you win and sometimes you get your balls 
knocked around.” Grandmother Cavatelli 
falls on and flattens one of the ushers while 
they’re dancing; another usher gets his gum 
caught in a bridesmaid’s hair. It’s the Three 
Stooges instead of the Marx Brothers — 
the kind of evening where the characters 
are dumber than the audience. 

It’s not all bad. Maria’s wedding-vow 
poem includes the stanza “I’ve loved you 
since the second grade/’Cause yOu were 
the only kid who shaved” (Joey mutters

back, “Hey I was 16, whaddya want!”). 
When the bachelors hit the floor for the 
garter throw, the “band” breaks into 
“YMCA.” And it’s oddly touching to see 
people dancing to Sinatra’s “My Way.” 
But Maria (Monica Salipante) and Joey 
(Paul Franklin) clearly have the smarts to 
handle classier material, and I think most 
of the other cast members do too. 
Although the humor is cheap, the 
evening isn’t: $39 to $45, plus drinks. 
What Joey & Maria offers, of course, is 
community — the cast works very hard to 
make you feel wanted, and perhaps there’s 
no way to put a price tag on that. (The au- 
dience I saw seemed to be getting its mon- 
ey’s worth.) In any case, it’s essential that 
you get into the Joey & Maria spirit. Come 
in a tux or formal and try to sneak into the 
wedding party. Bring an embarrassing gift 
for the newlyweds. When Pastor Fagioli 
asks whether there’s any reason the cere- 
mony shouldn’t go forward, stand up and 
yell that Maria can’t get married because 
she’s having your baby. If you want it to be 
an evening you won’t forget, make it one 
for Joey and Maria to remember. QO 











Missing magic 





Paul Dervis’s Manhattan is 
not exactly a helluva play

he last thing you want after 
the holidays is another 
Christmas show, an addi- 
tional dose of air-brushed 
uplift. Stuffed with turkey 
| and sentiment, beleaguered by armies of 
Scrooges, Rudolph the Red-Nosed Rein- 
| deers, and Frosty the Snowmen, most of 
| us yearn for an escape from good cheer, a 
well-earned chance to wallow in a little re- 
demptive post-Xmas depression. The 
| charitable might say that the biggest prob- 
lem with Paul Dervis’s latest script, Man- 
| hattan, Je Vous Dis!, a sugary comedy 
about Montrealers selling hot Christmas 
trees in Manhattan on Xmas eve, comes 
| down to bad timing. But the truth is that 
no season would be right for this holiday 
play, which goes down like a pitcher of 
moldy eggnog. 

And Dervis wants us to swallow mugs of 
his brand of festive guff. The play’s free- 
wheeling mix of comedy and tragedy, 








opera and pop music, drapes the mix-and- 
match romance of Moonstruck in rusty tin- 
sel. As in that movie, Manhattan is the site 
for magical happenings, in this case the 
supposedly wild misadventures of a mangy

quartet from Canada: Sylvie and her 
boyfriend, Jean, Maude and her guy, Car- 
lo. The latter, a lovable dolt, comes from 
Italy and doesn’t speak much English, so 
when the four separate to hawk the trees, 
Carlo gets lost in the Big Apple. Maude 
and his loyal friends search the city for 
him — the rest of the play’s short episodes 
give us Sylvie and Jean learning to love 
each other more, Maude ending up in the 
pad of a lovestruck folksinger 10 years her 
junior, and Carlo learning English from a 
whacked-out Vietnam vet. 

Of course, a sentimental fairy tale like 
Manhattan, Je Vous Dis! depends on fresh 
dialogue and characterization — Carlo 
should run into an unpredictable gantlet of 
friends and foes as he fumbles his way 
back to his concerned buddies. Yet Dervis 





drapes the mix-and-match romance of Moonstruck in rusty tinsel. 





populates the naked city with lame stereo- 
types, caricatures that are at least 40 years 
out of date. Carlo encounters a wiseacre 
street kid right out of the Bowery Boys, a 
foul-mouthed, sex-starved drunk, a 
junkie/prostitute, and a hardboiled bar- 
tender with a heart of gold. The playwright 
also stints on urban barbarity; most of the 
city’s villainy rests on the shoulders of an 
Irishman who mugs Carlo. Don’t fret for 
Carlo, though, a neighborhood cop catch- 
es the bad guy and returns the money to 
the sleeping Italian. Reality is completely 
left behind when the cop doesn’t wake 
Carlo up to check that the right guy is get- 
ting the dough. Dervis compounds unbe- 
lievability with inanity when the bratty 
street kid, after lifting the wad from the 
(still) napping Carlo, returns it in a fit of 
charity. 

As for the Theatre Redux production, 
it’s about as slight as Dervis’s script. The 
first time Carlo agrees to whatever is said 
to him in English, it’s amusing. The 400th 
time he does it, your thoughts move from 
hilarity to homicide. Carlo’s culture shock 
becomes so irritating that you stop worry- 
ing about what may happen to him. Music 
is supposed to add variety and spice to the 
show’s chronicle of lost Canadian lambs, 
and Maureen Keiller, who plays the 
junkie/prostitute, provides some soulful 
pizzazz with a rendition of “Love for 
Sale.” The rest of the harmonizing tends 
toward the wan, except for Anne Jenness, 
who begins and ends Manhattan, Je Vous 
Dis! with an aria from Madama Butterfly. 
She sounds as if she were yowling for help 
from inside an Iron Maiden. 

The performers don’t modulate very 
well either. Karen Marek, as Sylvie, is an | 
acceptable second female banana; D.W. 
Ferranti, as Jean, does nothing but gestic- 
ulate and yell. Michelle McKiernan’s 
Maude is a maternal bore. On the other 
hand, Frank Ridley gives the bumbling 
Carlo plenty of comic brio, mainly through 
an amusing collection of wry facial ges- 
tures that register incomprehension and 
culture shock. Unfortunately, Manhattan, 
Je Vous Dis! gives Ridley little more to do 
than become a man of a million dumb 
faces. QO

Mis Mary Mac’s Softbody 


Serenade, plus Steel Magnolias

iss Mary Mac, the mind 
and body behind Soft- 
body Serenade: An 
Evening of Original 
M and Music 
(in the Leland Center at the Boston Center 
for the Arts, through February 4), is a six 
foot-tall performance artist whose physical 
characteristics give her the appearance of a 
man in drag. Her emotional dimensions are 
just as intriguing. In her one-person show, 
she brings on stage two battered women, 
one anorectic teen, a freespirited septuage- 
narian, and a five-year-old girl with a pen- 





| chant for self-pleasuring. And I haven’t even 


mentioned the woman in the big purple slip, 
who comes out after every other sketch to 
sing something adapted from Mac’s cabaret 
repertoire. 

Set in the tiny shoebox theater at the Le- 
land Center — which is done up in pink 
drapes and discarded crates and suitcases, 
plus a corner for accompanist Robert Ayres 
— Softbody Serenade is, as its program ex- 
plains, “an exploration be- 
tween the body and the soul.” 
It’s also naughty, funny, well- 
written, and somewhat over- 
long and unwieldy. There’s so 
much charisma floating 
through the performances that 
I frequently wished Mac’s ma- 


at least a little bit ahead of its 
audience. Not everything is as 
effective as a sketch called “A 
Special Thing,” in which Mac 
deftly impersonates a five- 
year-old only to reveal the 


date fact that the kid likes to 
masturbate. Like several of her 
sketches, “A Special Thing” 
meanders through too-familiar 
territory before slapping down 
a hilarious, fresh punch line. 

Actually, punch lines are 
what’s missing from a couple 
of cabaret numbers, namely 
the opening “Trust in Me,” in 
which Mac sings the title song 
dressed in a leather biker get- 
up replete with shorts and 
moustache. Are we supposed 
to laugh or be nervous? On 
the other hand, two sketches 
— one featuring a young 
woman about to marry an 
abusive man, the other about 
a teenager taking control of her body 
through anorexia — are followed by 
songs that offer powerful, and disconcert- 
ing, commentary. You probably haven’t 
heard “All of Me” until you see Mac 
singing “I’m no use at all without you,” 
while flinging various limbs and organs 
toward the audience. 

Some of the humor is stuck in a 1970s 
women’s-theater groove, like the amusing 
“Waste Not, Want Not,” a kind of feminist 
answer to Heloise’s Household Hints. Its 
postmenopausal protagonist offers up 
dozens of craft objects that can be fash- 
ioned from surplus tampons. And some of 
Softbody Serenade seems politically limit- 
ed, and, well, soft. (“We kill the inside for 
the surface,” goes one line of the title 
song.) Instead of two battered-women 


| sketches, neither of which tells us more 


than we’ve learned from recent headlines, 
I’d have liked to see Mac create a mono- 
logue from the point of view of the batter- 
er. And could director (and co-creator) 
Michael O’Halloran be persuaded to use 


| more of the stage?

ness and longwindedness is “Who’s That 
Girl?,” in which a 73-year-old woman tells 
us about a recent trip to Filene’s. This un- 
named heroine, replete with cat’s-eye 
specs and double-knit pantsuit, waxes en- 
thusiastic about linen and bedding and ex- 
plains how despite her best efforts she re- 
cently found herself in the cosmetics de- 
partment dodging mannequin-thin models 
proffering perfume spritzers and anti- 
wrinkle cream. “Who in their right mind 
would be against wrinkles?” This line of 
thought spurs our heroine to strip down to 
her girdle and bra and show the skeleton- 
thin denizens of Filene’s what a real wom- 
an looks like. Brava! 

Also interested in presenting real wom- 
en, wrinkles, dye jobs, and all, is Robert 
Harlirig, whose Steel Magnolias has 
found a new set-up thanks to James Wal- 
lace Productions (at the Lyric Stage, 
through February 4). For those who 
missed the 1989 movie version — in 
which Sally Field and Julia Roberts played 
the mother-daughter team at the heart of 
this Dixie melodrama and Dolly Parton, 
Daryl Hannah, Shirley MacLaine, and

real woman Miss 
Mary Mac in her girdie and bra. 


Olympia Dukakis played the proprietor, 
employee, and regulars, respectively, of 
Truvy’s beauty shop — the current pro- 
duction won’t convince anyone of the shelf 
life of Harling’s sappy hit. 

It doesn’t help that the cast don’t inter- 
act with any chemistry. Indeed, some of 
the actresses seem to have wondered in 
from different productions of the play. 
Margaret Golden’s Annelle is too flibberti- 
gibbity to convey anything as subtle as 
nervousness. Margaret Ann Brady has re- 
duced her already cartoonish character to 
a series of one-liners and exasperated ex- 
pressions. Maureen Tannian Butler’s 
M’Lynn.and Louise Bancker’s Clairee 
barely make any impression. And Audrey 
Abrams’s overbearing Ouiser would be at 
home on a much bigger stage, one where 
everyone was overacting. Only Alison 
Wiza’s Shelby brings any thoughtfulness 
to her role. Directed by Felton Smith, the 
production sits handsomely on Jamie 
McInnes’s set, where, if nothing else, it re- 
minds us, in Harling’s words, that the 
“only thing that separates us from animals 
is our ability to accessorize.”

Gaiman believes that the 

world of adults is full of 

unanswerable questions, 

and that the world of a 
child — on the cusp of innocence — is 
just as full of quiet, fright-filled observa- 
tions. In The Tragical Comedy or Comical 
Tragedy of Mr. Punch, Gaiman and his 
collaborator designer/illustrator Dave 
McKean have spun their most breathtak- 
ing tale from that conviction. 

Gaiman and McKean are already 
revered in comics circles for their work. 
They’re responsible for the popular Sand- 
man tales, as well as Signal to Noise, 
Cages, and Violent Cases — all of which 
feature some of the finest writing and vi- 
suals in the melodramatic fantasy genre. 
In Mr. Punch, they’ve used a break- 
through approach to illustrating a com- 
plex story that interweaves twisted details 
from Gaiman’s own family and life with a 
boy’s traumatic summer spent living with 
his grandfather in a seedy English coastal 
town, and an especially violent and hor- 
rific retelling of the Punch and Judy tale. 

We already know the basics. The story 
of Punch and Judy is an ugly recounting 
of serial murder: Punch throws his baby 
out a window and kills Judy, a policeman, 
a crocodile, and a ghost, then outwits the 
devil and ultimately declares us free to do 
as we please — all in an unbearably 
sharp, screeching voice. He’s utterly 
amoral, a handpuppet Aleister Crowley. 
We laugh, but it’s a yarn about cunning 
deceit, brimming with cruelly funny 
lessons. Gaiman and McKean twine hu- 
man personal histories within the story of 
Punch and Judy — all of which are keyed 
to exploring the tenuous nature of life. 


And in turn they enfold those stories in a 
framing tale of the young boy — now an 
adult — trying to unravel the mystery of 
his own odd family background. 

As striking as the narrative technique 
is, McKean’s work has a cinematic scope. 
He uses montage, bringing together pho- 
tographs, drawings, and computer-ma- 
nipulated images that capture disaffection 
in their stark beauty. The lush complexity 
of his visuals lingers long after the book 
is closed. 

McKean and Gaiman not only plumb 
the details of Punch’s mayhem but take 
slices from the lives of the people who 
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work the decaying boardwalk where the | 


Punch and Judy show takes place. Be- 
tween the tidal arrivals of each chapter in 
Punch’s narrative, we see the puppeteers 
wound each other on a cold rainy night 
behind the gossamer curtain. We feel the 
quiet pain of the woman who plays the 


tourist attraction’s mermaid, singing | 


mournfully in her scales and goose- 
bumps. 

Other morbid details abound. The 
grandfather is mentally ill, and the boy’s 
uncle is misshapen — he may have been 
thrown down stairs as a child. And the 
arcade where the boy spends time is the 
nadir of briny seaside neglect. It’s the 
perfect seedy environment for Mr. 
Punch’s squalid stories. 

Ultimately, the adult narrator uncovers 
a chilling link between his own family’s 
unclear past and that of the notorious 
Mister Punch, piecing together the ora- 
cle-like speech of his elders that he 
couldn’t comprehend as a boy. But until 
then, memories of the dead replay in his 
head like a movie loop. And it’s a Univer- 
sal film — full of dark corners and 
ghosts. 

It’s always McKean’s presentation of 
color and image that makes this alarming, 





despairing tale seem vivid as a dream. He | 
wrings out the bleakness in every image 


as the story tumbles out frame by frame, 
like the spillings from a just-cracked jar 
in some glorious cosmic flea market. QO

Inspiral Carpets whipped up a groovy or- 
gan-fed whirl but lacked range; 808 State’s 
mechanical take on music grew monoto- 
nous pretty quickly.

And is it what the world’s been waiting 
for?

Their sound is 
unmistakable. Something in the way John 
Squire caresses and wops his guitar and 
Ian Brown fills your ears with his sensual 
croon is instantly recognizable as the 
Stone Roses.

The 
song’s pulse is steady, strong, and to the 
point. And Ian Brown makes it seem al- 
most like old times, with all that infernal 
bartering. Five years ago he saw no need 
to sell his soul (“He’s already in me. . .”). 
Now he wants you to know that if you d 
like to sell your soul, he’s got a toll-free 
number. 

At the other end of the spectrum is “Ten 
Storey Love Song,” all airy romance, sun- 
light through a stained-glass window. 
Straight cornball pop, yes, but charming. 
Equally quaint on the most superficial level 
is “How Do You Sleep,” which at first 
sounds like yet another tender serenade. It’s 
here that the band match the nonchalant 
sass of “I Am the Resurrection” and “I 
Wanna Be Adored.” While the melody 
floats along prettily, Ian Brown’s dulcet 
voice sings, “Here’s a toast to wasted 
lives/May all the ghosts come back to haunt 
you, tell you how they died . . . Your night- 
mares, I hope they all come true/Get off 
your knees, the party’s over.” Sweet, really. 

Another success is the most unadorned 
number, the acoustic “Your Star Will 
Shine,” which radiates melancholy and 
comfort. No dark underpinnings here. 
Then there’s “Begging You,” which sports 
a hot tangle of guitars and a wild-and- 
woolly urgency that'll find a welcome 
home on the dance floor. 

And Second Coming does, in fact, have 
another thing coming. If you leave the disc 
spinning for six minutes or so after the last 
song fades, you'll see the track-number 
lights climb up to 90, and then comes five 
minutes of a rickety-tickety instrumental. 
If this is all the title referred to, maybe it’s 
a more apt name than I thought.

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Kristin Hersh follows 
the voices in her head

ristin Hersh’s house 
doesn’t look haunted. It 
looks rather pleasant, 
actually — a two-story 
in a residential section of 
Newport, Rhode Island, where she lives 
with her manager/husband, her two chil- 





| dren, and a dog. But something else lives 


here as well, something that’s been with 
Hersh since she started Throwing Muses 
10 years ago. She doesn’t know exactly 
what it is; she just knows that it wakes her 
up in the middle of the night, screaming 
songs in her ear. And that’s where her 
songs have been coming from all this 
time. She doesn’t ask for them, they just 
show up. 

“You know the feeling when you’re 
about to fall asleep, there’s a voice in the 
room and you’re not sure if it’s real? 
That’s what it’s like,” she explains over 
cups of strong black coffee. “I don’t know 
why they come here, but once you open 
the door, they never shut up. And they al- 
ways seem to come at 4 a.m.; they’ve even 
crossed time zones [when Hersh is on the 
road]. I just hear them and other people 
don’t, so I figure it’s a song coming to me 
and not the neighbors blasting music. If 
somebody else saw them, they might take 
some other form besides a song, but that’s 
the only body I have to give them. When it 
first started happening I thought maybe 
they were amorphous effects that I could 


| turn into something else — like I could 


use them to be a really good farm lady. 
But no, they’re definitely sounds.” 

As if on cue, the rain outside starts to 
get a little louder. It’s early afternoon two 
weeks before Christmas, and Hersh is 
gearing up for the release of the new 
Throwing Muses album, University (out 
this week on Sire). The next day she’ll be 
off to Europe for a promo tour. Mean- 
while, a number of writers have come to 
visit the band in Newport, and she figures 
they’ve walked away disappointed. 

“I think they expect to find me on a 
bunch of sedatives spouting poetry. Or 
they think I'll have a very peaceful domes- 
tic life, which is kind of an odd concept. 
Peaceful and domestic — God, I can’t 
imagine those two words going together. 
Not when you have a house full of people 
and you’re supposed to be loving them all. 
I seem to let people down because I’m so 
normal that I’m boring, or else I’m so 
goofy that I’m not poetic enough. And I 
don’t associate madness with creativity, 
like those fuckin’ English journalists do.” 

Still, there is the matter of how those 
songs show up. This was downright scary 
for a time, particularly since she was only 
17 when the first Throwing Muses gigs 
happened in the mid ’80s. “I was terrified. 
I mean, hallucinations aren’t regarded as 
healthy. Things were coming out of the 
walls singing at me. My parents thought I 
was schizophrenic. I was apparently in a 
manic phase that lasted for about a year 


— treating songs like they were real be- 


ings. Eventually I was diagnosed bipolar 
[manic/depressive], not schizophrenic, 


but even lithium couldn’t shut the songs 


up. For a while the songs were bullies, 
making me do things I didn’t want to do 


so I could write about it.” 


Instead she learned over time to make 


| peace with these forces without stopping 
them from coming. “I told them, “You can 
have a piece of my brain, but that’s all.’ 
And it’s more beautiful now that I can 
control it.”

When a song comes | take it to 
the guitar, and the combination of chemi- 
cals is stunning. When the song’s over I 
start to cry, and the crying is always in the 
mood of the song. And I’m totally spent; 
more exhausted than at any other time.” 

University was recorded in New Orleans 
and wrapped up more than a year ago; it’s 
been kept on hold because Hersh’s acous- 
tic solo album, Hips & Makers, released in 
the interim, was more successful than ex- 
pected. University is the sixth Throwing 
Muses album but only the second by the 
current trio (with Hersh on vocals and gui- 
tars, original drummer. David Narcizo, and 
recently added bassist Bernard Georges). 
Not many people knew it at the time, but 
the band broke up in 1991 after complet- 
ing their smoothest and poppiest album, 
The Real Ramona (which produced the 
minor hit “Counting Backwards”). 
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That was the last time stepsisters Hersh 
and Tanya Donelly worked together be- 
fore the latter went off to form Belly. But 
Hersh says that any rumors of friction be- 
tween them are greatly exaggerated. “I 
don’t hate people because they’re not in 
my band. If we were going to let the mu- 
sic business come between us, we would 
have done it a long time ago. She always 
wrote real pop songs, while all of mine 
sounded like eight different songs stuck 
together. We’d been taking different paths 
— she likes photo shoots, she can write 
pop songs and be congruent in that, she 
can work the business for all it’s worth. 
With the Muses she only wrote two songs 
a year and I used to beg her to write 
more. That’s probably why she started her 
own band.” 

The Muses’ break-up lasted only a few 
months, but they came back together with 
a different approach. For one thing, the 
trio format gave Hersh a new shot of en- 
ergy, turning the Muses into a harder- 
sounding band. “I’m giddy as a teenager

with this; it’s a perfect little triangle. The 
first thing I did was call up all my friends 
who were in trios and yell at them. I called 
up Bob Mould and he said, ‘Yeah, isn’t it 
great?’ And I said, “Yeah. Fuck you for

For another, Hersh resolved to think 
even less about whether an album would 
sell or not. And sure enough, the first trio 
album, 1992’s Red Heaven, sold fairly 
badly, with a harsher and angrier sound 
than some fans were expecting. “I think 
part of that had to do with the sequenc- 
ing, putting ‘Furious’ as the first song. It 
wasn’t a very polite album, but we had to 
work just as hard to give it that live 
sound. If we really had played it live, it 
probably would have sounded like it was 
recorded in a gym.” 

Hips & Makers was an about-face, with 
the softness and beauty hinted at in

Throwing Muses allowed to come up 
front. Although Hersh usually denies that 
her songs have anything to do with her 
own life, she’ll admit that the ones on the 
solo album really did. “The songs sound- 
ed extremely persdnal to me; they came 
from a life, skin, and home perspective. 
And singing them made me realize that 
maybe I wasn’t the only one dealing with 
coffee and cars and sex and food and al- 
cohol. That’s why they needed to be done 
differently; the band would have steam- 
rolled them.” As such, the solo album won 
over an audience that found the scream- 
ing and jittering of Throwing Muses hard- 
er to approach. “There’s something about 
ladies screaming that people think is aw- 
ful, it seems to terrify them; but if a man 
screams it’s acceptable, rock-and-roll ec- 
stasy. I listen to the radio and hear 
screams all day, so why can’t I do it? It'll 
feel good, I promise.” 

Meanwhile, University is a nice com- 
promise, keeping the rough edges of Red 
Heaven while bringing in some of the

STEVIE WONDER: 
ISN’T HE LOVELY 


Perhaps because of drivel like “Ebony 
and Ivory” and all that talk of Prince’s 
“genius” as a multi-instrumentalist/ 
songwriter/producer, it was easy to 
forget about Stevie Wonder, the origi- 
nal “boy wonder” who in 1963 com- 
manded a then-unusual longterm 
record deal, unprecedented creative 
control, and his own state-of-the-art 
recording studio — and who, back in 
the early "70s, was among the first 
pop artists to embrace synthesizer 
technology. Never mind Wonder’s 
authorship of one of the most endur- 
ing song catalogues in pop music and 
his inimitable vocal style. 

If anything, his brilliant January 3 
show at the Wang Center (to benefit 
the SOS Hunger project) was an un- 
official retrospective of his 30 years 
in music and a long-overdue re- 
minder of his monumental talent. 
Depending on your pop-music van- 
tage point — or your age — Wonder 
is either the preteen Motown prodigy 
of “Fingertips — Pt. 2,” the righ- 
teous, cornrowed young visionary of 
“Living for the City,” the glittering 
popmeister of sugary ballads like “I 
Just Called To Say I Love You,” or 
the guy who wrote Jodeci’s monster 
1993 hit “Lately.” No matter who 
you came to hear, that Wonder was 
there. His generous 165-minute set 
touched on all the eras, from early 
crowd pleasers “My Cherie Amour” 
and “Signed, Sealed, Delivered I’m 
Yours” to the new “Ms. and Mr. Lit- 
tle Ones” and the radio-ready “Sen- 
suous Whisper” (from his upcoming 
release Conversation Peace, on Mo- 
town). 

With a crack band featuring two 
percussionists, four back-up singers, 
and a 20-piece-plus orchestra with 
conductor, any other musician might 
be accused of grandstanding. But 
Wonder, poised center stage at his 
Yamaha grand, clavinet, and 
Kurzweil keyboards, clowning about 
a throat ailment that seemed to have 
little effect on his glorious voice, car- 
ried the production off with the 
earthy aplomb of a true pro. His 
throat spray and bottle of honey 
quickly became props in a running 
gag about his condition. 

Delving deep into 1972’s Talking 
Book, he dusted off the timeless, 
funky “Superstition” and lesser- 
known gems “Big Brother,” “You 
and I,” and a soaring medley of “Su- 
perwoman (Where Were You When I 
Needed You)”/“Lookin’ for Another 
Pure Love.” But his 1976 landmark, 
Songs in the Key of Life, was the 
backbone of the show, with hits like 
“Sir Duke” and “Love’s in Need of 


Love Today” distributed among less- 
er-known tracks like the gorgeous, 
prayerlike, “If It’s Magic” (with 
Wonder backed only by harp), the 
nasty jam “I Wish,” and one that he 
introduced by saying he was sad to 
find this 20-year-old song still rele- 
vant, “Village Ghetto Land.” He even 
broke out the harmonica for a spirit- 
ed “Isn’t She Lovely.” 

The near-capacity crowd, a 
bizarre mixture of fur-clad society 
types, Berklee students, and just 
plain folks, sat transfixed through 
much of the show until he playfully 
exhorted it to participate in several 
sing-alongs. His improbable “talent 
show” on “Ribbon in the Sky,” 
where a handful of audience mem- 
bers got to sing to his piano accom- 
paniment, was the evening’s 
comedic highlight. And kudos to his 
back-up singers, the promising R&B 
group For Real, who dropped a nice 
Take 6—ish a cappella “You Don’t 
Know Nothin’.” In all, “Little Ste- 
vie” proved he’s still a giant.

THE RED KRAYOLA: 
STILL ON THE FRINGE 


It’s taken Mayo Thompson, the mer- 
curial leader and only steady member 
of the Red Krayola, almost three 
decades to mount a full-fledged US 
tour for his band, a tour that made its 
first stop at the Middle East on Jan- 
uary 4. Backed by burly George Hur- 
ley, the dextrous drummer of Min- 
utemen/fIREHOSE fame, and 
flanked by two other able guitarists 
— Gastr del Sol’s David Grubbs and 
Slovenly’s Tom Watson — Thomp- 
son steered a haphazard course 
through a dozen and a half twisted 
tunes that probably only a dozen and 
a half rock archivists in the world 
own on vinyl — songs as sketchy and 
convoluted as the Red Krayola’s his- 
tory. 

What? You’ve never heard of the 
Red Krayola? Well, nobody’s going 
to downgrade your hip-music cre- 
dentials for that particular transgres- 
sion. When it comes to obscurity, 
Thompson’s truly in a league of his 
own. Until very recently the Red 
Krayola were nothing more than 
footnote to a footnote in the book of 
rock history. 

Thompson founded the band in 
Houston in 1966 with Frederick 
Barthelme, who went on to become 
better known as a novelist. The early 
Red Crayola — then spelled with a 
copyright-infringing “C” — explored 
the outer fringes of whacked-out 
psychedelia and free-form noise on 
1967’s Parable of Arable Land and 
1968’s God Bless the Red Crayola 
(both on International Artists). Then 


Thompson went on his first hiatus, 
only to resurface on the fringes in the 
late ’70s, where he played with and 
eventually joined the pioneering art- 
punk band Pere Ubu. He also struck 
up a long-lasting relationship with 
Rough Trade, the British label he 
worked for throughout the ’80s as an 
A&R scout. He continued to make 
his own albums, but most of them 
were available only as poorly dis- 
tributed imports in the US. He was 
better known for producing seminal 
punk and postpunk bands like Stiff 
Little Fingers, the Raincoats, the Fall, 
and Cabaret Voltaire. 

Thompson and the Red Krayola 
were ahead of their time. The clam- 
orous, disjointed improvisations that 
punctuate the Red Krayola’s 1966 
debut — they’re listed on the album 
as “Free Form Freakouts” — pre- 
saged the evolution of Sonic Youth 
and their noise-mongering kind. And 
the challenging combination of low- 
fidelity production and abstract lyrics 
that dominated God Bless the Red 
Crayola could be seen as a direct link 
to contemporary indie bands like 
Pavement. 

The times may at last have caught 
up with Thompson, who’s still ex- 
panding on his own peculiar brand of 


avant-pop. These days alternative | 


rock is such a big commercial busi- 
ness that the underground is con- 
stantly scurrying for the cover of mu- 
sic that’s more and more obscure. 
Drag City, the Chicago indie that 
gave Pavement their start, picked up 
on Thompson a year ago, reissuing 
his out-of-print 1970 solo album, 
Corky’s Debt to His Father. Thomp- 
son then hooked up with members of 
another Drag City band, the quirky, 
experimental Gastr del Sol, and 
recorded 17 new tunes for The Red 
Krayola, which came out a few 
months ago. 

The new Red Krayola are a lot like 
the old one — maddeningly convo- 
luted and thoroughly intriguing. The 
first song on the new disc is a coun- 
trified number laced with offputting 
embellishments: a strange synth- 
squawk here, a stray, out-of-tune 
guitar note there, and nary a hook in 
sight. Frenetic pop deconstructions, a 
grating socialist rap, and other mini- 
malist oddities flesh out a skewed vi- 
sion that didn’t gain much focus in a 
live setting. When the Middle East 
show ended, one diehard fan re- 
marked, without a trace of irony, that 
“he played all the hits.” Thompson 
has yet to have anything even remote- 
ly resembling a hit, but with Drag 
City gearing up to re-release most of 
the Red Krayola’s back catalogue 
over the course of the next year, he’ll 
finally have a shot at it.

his sound — that has been a daunting task for his many 
interpreters. Of the dozens of album tributes and interpre- 
tations, the recently released four-CD set Interpretations of 
Monk (DIW/distributed by North Country Distribution) 
towers above all others. Also commendable are a Steve 
Lacy/Roswell Rudd reissue and a new Monk album from 
saxophonist Sonny Fortune. 

The DIW set is a complete recording of a 1981 New 
York City event put together by Verna Gillis. Two different 
concerts were offered, both featuring a band of saxophon- 
ists Steve Lacy and Charlie Rouse, trumpeter Don Cherry, 
trombonist Roswell Rudd, bassist Richard Davis, and 
drummers Ed Blackwell and Ben Riley. The matinee com- 
prised two sets, each adding a pianist to this core group, 
with Muhal Richard Abrams and Barry Harris on hand. 
The evening concert, also two sets, showcased pianists An- 
thony Davis and Mal Waldron. The choice of musicians 
was inspired. Rouse and Riley spent years performing with 
Monk in his quartet. Lacy and Rudd have performed and 
recorded Monk’s works for decades. 

Here’s the result: 24 of the most enthralling reinterpre- 
tations of Monk’s tunes available, justifying purchase of 
this costly Japanese import. Someday, Columbia will prob- 
ably release a truncated version of this. Don’t wait. It’s un- 
believable that this disc is appearing 13 years after the 
event, particularly given the uniform excellence and origi- 
nality of these interpretations. Highlights include an abso- 
lutely hilarious “Friday the 13th,” a complete revision of 
the original recording by Monk and Sonny Rollins (who 
sounded in a dour mood). Rudd laughs a wide variety of 
guffaws through his trombone as Lacy weaves in and out 
of Rudd’s lines with gleeful abandon. “Pannonica” gets an 
understated sentimental treatment by Rouse, who sounds 
more inspired here than on his last sessions with Monk. 
There are duo performances by Waldron and Lacy of ex- 
traordinary empathy. And each of the four pianists takes a 
stellar solo turn. Most moving is Barry Harris’s version of 
“Ruby My Dear”: it’s taken at a snail’s pace, yet each note 
has a pristine sheen, a new angle of vision on whichever 
“my dear” Monk had in mind when he played. 

If the interaction between Rudd and Lacy really jumps 
out at you here, you should listen to School Days (hatArt). 
Recorded on one mike during a nightclub gig in 1963, this 
is a wild, funny recasting of Monk’s musical tales. Backed 
by drummer Dennis Charles and bassist Henry Grimes, 
Rudd and Lacy accelerate Monk’s tempos, monkey with 
his harmonies, all the while revealing a deep appreciation 
of his lovely melodies. “Pannonica” is transformed into an 
Ivesian-Dixieland fractured march.. “Brilliant Corners” — 
unlike Monk’s original recording, which was spliced to- 


| gether from various tapes — sounds seamless, though off- 
| kilter. Rudd and Lacy stretch, smear, tug at Monk’s notes 


— affectionately even if irreverently. 

A more conservative but equally engaging set of Monk 
interpretations can be heard on Sonny Fortune’s Four in 
One (Blue Note). Alto-saxophonist Fortune joins pianist 
Kirk Lightsey, bassist Buster Williams, and drummer Billy 
Hart in a highly refined and tasteful program that includes 
some lesser-known Monk tunes (“Coming on the Hud- 
son,” “Hackensack”). Fortune’s full alto tone recalls John- 
ny Griffin’s tenor, and Coltrane’s: bop sax stretching to 
meet Monk’s time/space demands. His version of “Reflec- 
tions,” in contrast to both Lacy’s and Monk’s, is highly 
mournful, a tale of opportunities missed, loves unrealized. 

Finally, Blue Note has just released Thelonious Monk: 
The Complete Blue Note Recordings as a four-disc box. No 
surprises. It simply repackages the always available studio 
sessions with the “Live at the Five Spot” session with 
Coltrane. Just some stories you can’t afford tomiss. QO

ianist Bud Powell was one 
of the most frustrating fig- 
ures in jazz. Whether from 
mental illness, a severe 
beating by the Philadelphia 
| police, substance abuse, or some debilitat- 
| ing cocktail of all three, Powell’s career was 
an erratic one. Yet his early years — during 
| which he brought bebop innovations to the 
piano with a technical dazzle and a pure 
emotional and intellectual intensity few mu- 
sicians on any instrument have ever equaled 
| — still manage to overshadow his pro- 
| longed decline. His best work makes him 
one of the most influential pianists in post- 
war jazz, if not the most influential. 

So it’s hard to recommend either of the 
recent box sets of his music — The Com- 
plete Bud Powell on Verve (Verve) and 
Bud Powell: The Complete Blue Note and 
Roost Recordings (Blue Note) — without 
some reservations. About half of each set 
consists of absolutely essential jazz record- 
ings. The rest you can live without. The 
music for which Powell is remembered is 
of unsurpassed beauty and power. But 
| when compared to the peaks, the valleys 
sound indifferent at best, pathetic at worst. 
Each box documents his troubled talent in 

unforgiving detail. 
| The music Powell recorded between 
1947 and 1953 is some of the most exhila- 
rating jazz piano of all time. The Verve set 
starts with a 1949 trio date that finds him 
sprinting through an uptempo “Tempus 
Fugit,” articulating every note, yet main- 
taining an overall smooth flow in lines. 
“Celia,” an affectionate ballad named for

his daughter, displays a superb sense of 
pacing and space. Shifting inner voicings 
of chords and left-hand accents give “I'll 
Keep Loving You” an unsettled motion. 
On “Cherokee,” chorus after chorus of re- 
sourcefully linked phrases cohere into one 
of his definitive performances. 

In an equally impressive 1951 solo ses- 
sion, the many influences he’s absorbed 
into his style are more evident than else- 
where. On “Yesterdays,” Art Tatum is 
heard in the fireworks of Powell’s ascend- 
ing and descending lines and in his toss- 
away 16th-note flourishes. And his debt to 
Thelonious Monk is apparent in the tart 
dissonances, off-kilter rhythms, and blunt 
drumlike accents that make “Hallucina- 
tions” and “The Fruit” so unlike the stride 
and swing accents heard elsewhere. A lav- 
ish booklet with interviews and essays by 
friends, family, and musicians provides a 
detailed track-by-track guide. 

Powell’s first Blue Note session, a 1949 
quintet date with Sonny Rollins and trum- 
peter Fats Navarro, plumbs a joy as deep 
as the dread and sorrow that often trou- 
bled his performances. “Bouncing with 
Bud,” “Wail,” and “Dance of the Infidels” 
feature some of his most elegantly bal- 
anced and completely modern work, a de- 
lightful flux of celebratory fast lines, unex- 
pectedly playful quotes, and unpredictable 
left-hand accents. 

But the bleak intensity of the 1951 trio 
session that follows is chilling evidence of 
Powell’s personal problems. “Un Poco 
Loco” sounds as if it could fall apart at any 
moment. His nervous, askew stop-and- 
start motifs strain against an obsessive 
left-hand vamp, delivering stark testimony 
as to his unsettled state. He tears apart 
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UN POCO LOCO: but Powell’s best work makes him one of the 
most influential pianists in postwar jazz, if not the most infiuential. 


“Over the Rainbow” in a version in which 
skies are decidedly not blue. Then, seem- 
ingly exorcised, he ends the session with 
one of his more affirmative performances, 
a filigreed and sun-dappled version of 
“Parisian Thoroughfare.” 

The technique, imagination, emotional 
depth, and commitment heard on the early 
Verve and Blue Note recordings (and the 
marvelous 1953 trio session for Roost in- 
cluded in the Blue Note box) make it hard 
to listen to the lesser sessions without 
overreacting against them. There are mo- 
ments of inspiration throughout, but 
there’s less attention to the details that 
make the performances take wing. His dy- 
namic shadings are off, his grace notes are 
not as frilly and bright. The beautifully 
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arched lines that are such effortless dis- 
plays of strength and skill on the early 
tracks sound strained. It’s sad indeed to 
hear him struggle at a 1955 Verve date 
with drummer Art Blakey, but somehow 
more disappointing to hear him sound 
tired and indifferent, as he does on a 1953 
Blue Note date with his working trio of 
George Duvivier and Art Taylor. 

The saving grace of many of these later 
sessions is his writing. He is the most ne- 
glected of jazz composers. And a surpris- 
ingly buoyant “Marmalade,” from a 1958 
Blue Note session, or the ornate twists of 
“Willow Grove,” heard on a 1955 Verve 
date, can still give ample evidence of an in- 
domitable artistic spirit fighting — and 
mastering — its demons. Q

et’s see, I’m a pianist and I 
compose as well, and when I 
play I want to stress... I 
want to stress . . . what do I 
want to stress, anyway? 
Phrasing? Attack? Overall ingenuity? In a 
post-Bud, post-McCoy, post-Cecil era, 
| options are wide open for those improvis- 
ers grappling with style. Of course, the in- 
vestigation of possibilities is what draws 
both artist and audience to jazz; lose the 
queries and the invention it takes to make 
them entertaining and you’ve got some- 
thing damn close to Whipped Cream and 
Other Delights — or the new Najee disc. 
With every choice arises a set of chal- 
lenges. On three new trio albums, pianists 
Craig Taborn, Dave Kikoski, and Misha 
Mengelberg all Stress a different element 
of jazz — and all three show how the fun- 
damentals can be assessed, balanced, and 
executed. 

Taborn is the Detroit whiz who hurls 
ideas all around saxist James Carter’s JC 
on the Set. The Craig Taborn Trio was 
recorded last spring, during extra session 
time for Carter’s follow-up, Jurassic Clas- 
sics (all are on DIW). With hometown pals 
Jaribu Shahid and Tani Tabbal in the 
rhythm section, the date has a marked 
sense of regionalism. They swing in an un- 
common way, something that’s earned 
them critical disses in the past. Here, 
teamwork generates wallop. By stressing 
their more novel traits, they command that 
much additional attention. 

It’s trust in individuality that provides 
the band’s disposition. The 24-year-old 
Taborn is interested in a tactile feel, so ev- 
ery left-hand ostinato and upper-register 
trek sounds deliberate and daring. It’s un- 
usual for a newcomer to be this bold. 
When Taborn hits a note, it’s like some 
Darryl Strawberry swat to the stands. 
Chops are one thing, but the pianist’s most 
ardent moments are demonstrative enough 
to reveal the conviction at the heart of the 
best improv. Rather than remaining be- 
tween the lines, self-assurance sticks its 
head way out, revealing itself as pride. 

Whether he’s nurturing an abstract gar- 
den a la Andrew Hill in “Over the Water” 
or demonstrating the shrewdness of his 
pen in “A Man of Action,” Taborn also 
confirms that he’s dedicated to establishing 
a group sound. In this case, that means 
giving the drummer some, baby. Taborn’s 
silences are as inciting as his licks, prompt- 
ing a flood of quips from Tabbal’s snare. In 
turn, Shahid lifts his partners with glee.

Three of a kind 


Piano improvisers explore 
the nuances of their art 


The deep groove that drives Coltrane’s 
“Bass Blues” is provocative enough to 
stimulate everything around it. 

Coincidentally, it’s right in the middle of 
Trane’s “Giant Steps” that Dave Kikoski 
lives up to his rep as being a young impro- 
viser with a fertile mind. The pianist blows 
through the famed harmonic speedway, 
banking the curves and gunning the 
straightaways on his homonymous Epicure 
debut. Although the attack isn’t as palpa- 
ble as Taborn’s (it’s hindered a bit by 
fuzzy production), another quality sur- 
faces: Kikoski’s adept at creating 
polyrhythms. That makes his trio sound 
larger than it might, giving the album’s 
thoughtful if sugary melodies a bit more 
sophistication. 

On “B Flat Tune” bassist Essiet Essiet 
and drummer Al Foster bob and weave 
while the leader displays substantial inde- 
pendence of hand. Without ever contract- 
ing a complete case of the jitters, they jos- 
tle the flow of line away from its rhapsodic 
leanings. The most adventurous tune, 
“Spacing,” is placed last, probably to sate 
those who dig their trios on the romantic 
side. This lets the rhythm section drive like 
Sandra Bullock behind the wheel of that 
Speed bus. Kikoski launches sharp phrases 
into the fray, producing unexpected ac- 
cents at each turn. It’s probably a tactic he 
picked up from his boss of the past 
decade, Roy Haynes. 

Sharp, unexpected phrases are Misha 
Mengelberg’s stock-in-trade. The puckish 
Dutch improv king hears Monk’s inspira- 
tional trinkles as a green light to create 
modern jabberwocky. It’s often potent and 
periodically absurd. As far as whimsy goes, 
he’s a stalwart. That’s why the split-second 
leap from booming thunder to bumpy strut 
that opens Who’s Bridge (Avant) seems 
appropriate. And that’s why, when he mo- 
mentarily peppers a kitschy Gomez Ad- 
dams samba (RIP Raoul) with flecks of 
dissonant hammerings, the piece’s title — 
“A Little Nervous” — seems doubly ap- 
propriate. 

The most enjoyable Euro outcats are 
fellow travelers, at least aesthetically, with 
circus folk; they’re in it for the long run, 
able to bend the familiar, long on humor. 
With drummer Joey Baron and bassist 
Brad Jones on board, Who’s Bridge is a 
masterful tightrope walk between sublime 
ditziness and sheer expertise. An ir- 
refutable thread of logic connects each 
fractured phrase (fraidy cats should know 
it swings, too). At age 60, Mengelberg has 
long had the essence of style fitted snugly 
in his pocket. That’s why he’s so at ease 
fucking with it. Q

ip-hop is by definition 
rhetorical music, so to 
dismiss the work of Ice 
Cube and his Da Lench 
Mob posse as ugly atti- 
tude devoid of analysis doesn’t tell us very 
much. You could score the same kind of 
points against rock, except that rock’s liter- 
ate right-thinking doesn’t generate the kind 
of opposition gangsta rap’s grudges create 





| — on purpose? — in a culture where 
| thought police command us to not offend 





anybody. But what’s a man to do? Lose his 
willfulness? His God-given right to exer- 
cise dominion? Let himself disappear into 
the diversity static, like another anonymous 
census stat? Thus the hyper-extended ven- 
om, the catcalling, the violence and bigotry, 
justly wielded by those who love liberty 
and, as it happens, perfectly attuned to the 
times. Because this is the age of talk radio, 


| no matter what color your skin may be. 


Talk radio! The sound of me spitting 


| back at you. Sucker! It’s too bad Rush Lim- 


baugh, the Wolfman Jack and Alan Freed of 
talk radio, doesn’t use Compton-style hip- 
hop for bumper music. Sure, Da Lench 
Mob’s “Cutthroat” and Ice Cube’s “When I 
Get to Heaven” sound way too angry for 
Rush’s politics of whimsy. But Rush knows

If Rush can introduce his “homeless re- 

port” by playing Clarence “Frogman” 
Henry’s 1950s hit “Ain’t Got a Home” 
and use Beck’s “Loser” to poke fun at wel- 
fare cheaters, surely he can use Ice Cube 
saying “Ammunition is my best friend” in 
“My Skin Is My Sin” to highlight a situa- 
tion, or Da Lench Mob wailing “I'll cut off 
your head, send the drama to your 
Mama!” in “Cutthroats.” It’s gonna work, 
because hip-hop, like talk radio but unlike 
escapist pop, is programmatic music. It 
sends messages. Even at their boom-beat 
funkiest, in a happy song like “Chocolate 
City,” Da Lench Mob fence themselves in 
and white folks out, using the reference to 
Parliament’s 1975 song of the same name 
as a kind of lawyer’s appeal to precedent. 
A completely talk-radio move that I can 
just see Rush using to illustrate how In- 
side-the-Beltway politicians plan the future 
for the rest of us out here. 

Now I'll grant that the bitches, ho’s, 
anal scatology, and penis boasts that fill up 
a great deal of Ice Cube’s repertoire don’t 
exactly lend themselves to family entertain- 
ment, and Rush is a dutiful son whose 
mom often calls up while he’s on the air. 
But Howard Stern, I'll bet, wouldn’t hesi- 
tate to go jockstrap to jockstrap with Ice 
Cube’s “24 wit an L.” And Gordon Liddy 
— as lethally venomous as any MC home- 
boy I know — hopes he’ll get an on-air 
call as sarcastically accusatory as Ice 
Cube’s “What Can I Do?”, in which every 
bitter word of the refrain, “How ya like me 
now,” seems to direct its self-mockery at 
your self-importance. 
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Never mind that the precise object of 
Ice Cube’s affections is a project-weaned 
young black thug with an attitude as big 
and stinky as a suppurating tumor. Be- 
cause the most explicit musics of black 
America have always been more notewor- 
thy for their Americanness than their 
blackness, whatever that may be. No 1994 
music sounds less African than Compton 
hip-hop. But America it is. Violently anti- 
government and violent in its defense of 
private property — material and spiritual 
property — and territory, linguistic as well 
as geographical. And even if the rise of G- 
Funk by way of Snoop Doggy Dogg and 
Warren G has smoothed down Compton 
hip-hop’s slope a bit, Ice Cube at his loud- 
ly rawest — “U Ain’t Gonna Take My 
Life” as well as “Robbin’ Hood (Cause It 
Ain’t All Good)” and the awesomely gothic 
“Lil Ass Gee” — feels as steep and slip- 
pery as AmeriKKKa’s Most Wanted and 
Death Certificate, his great ones. 

But this is one man who should never, 
ever do love songs. Why should he lend his 
comfortless baritone to L.L. Cool J’s land 
with “It Was a Good Day” and “You 
Know How We Do It”? When in a spit- 
and-gunshot jam like “You Don’t 
Wanna .. . wit These” he can kick your 
ego, vote Bill Clinton back to Arkansas, 
and generally bend his tonsils through

background music that screeches, 
squeaks, buzzes, and background-talks its 
way through outdoor unpleasantness that 
doesn’t fit into the municipal garbage 
man’s refuse bag? 

Ice Cube and Da Lench Mob are 100 
percent American, now and forever. 
They’re you and me. They dare to say 
what you only dare to think, and they 
don’t need secrecy to cast their ballots. 
They’re talk radio, which no other hip-hop 
can say — not weak-kneed funsters like 
Lords of the Underground and Nemesis, 
not bratty kid poseurs like Champ MC and 
Da Brat — and certainly not other styles 
of pop (showtune divas and tomboy Rock- 
















ettes, I’m talking to ya), tied as most still , 


are to the John Lennon-era notion that ev-/ 
erybody’s beautiful, and we should have 
compassion, and we owe a duty to give 
away our hard-earned money, and why 
can’t we all learn to live together? 
Compton hip-hop always did know what 
talk radio is all about: none of us is beauti- 
ful, what I earn is mine (“Hey! I’m here to 
get paid,” say the MCs), and nobody who 


can’t face up to these fundamental truths 
about human nature should be trusted to 
live together with anyone else. Seven years 
after Ice Cube, Dr. Dre, and Eazy-E 
founded the genre, Compton hip-hop still 
knows it.

eflect on how you came to 
appreciate music. Were 
there crucial recordings 
that seemed to fall into 
your possession at just the 
right moment? Was it the all-pervasive tin- 
gle of pop radio, or a more specialized ra- 
dio program with a DJ tuned into your 
taste? Was there a teacher who inspired 
you? Whatever triggered the love of mu- 
sic, think also of how musical appreciation 
hardens into a set of listening habits. As a 
critic, I pride myself on being able to listen 
to any music — once — before evaluating 
it. And yet, truth be told, my hearing is 
cloudy and partial when it comes to opera, 
Garth Brooks, Henry Rollins. How can 
one’s ears listen freshly, intelligently, to 
any music from any genre or era? 

Such a quest seemed utopian — until I 
experienced Multimedia Stravinsky, a CD- 
ROM (available for Macintosh computers 
and PCs running Windows) created by 
music educator Robert Winter. Packaged 
by Microsoft, costing less than $40 at dis- 
count houses, Multimedia Stravinsky is 
considerably more impressive than its 
techno-trendy title would imply. Expect 
the most enlightening analysis of Stravin- 
sky’s Le sacre du printemps (“The Rite of 
Spring”) conceivable — but also antici- 
pate having your entire sense of music ap- 
preciation revamped and revitalized. 

Winter takes full advantage of the inter- 
active possibilities inherent in CD-ROM 
technology to have you experience the mu- 
sic through nine interpretive levels, from 
musicological background to cultural his- 
tory. The best way to clarify this achieve- 
ment is to compare it to the well-known 
example of a symphony concert where the 
conductor and orchestra members per- 
form excerpts from a major work that are 
illuminated by the conductor’s commen- 
tary (think of Bernstein’s Young People’s 
Concerts). Music classes in school substi- 
tute a recording, but the process is very 
much the same. Usually a single “correct” 
interpretation is attached to the music, 
through the conductor or teacher, and the 
student passively absorbs the lesson. 

Winter’s approach operates this way. 
You take the CD-ROM, which looks ex- 
actly like an ordinary audio CD, pop it 
into your computer’s CD-ROM drive, wait 
a few minutes for your machine to install 
it, then note that your computer monitor 
presents you with nine pathways for ap- 
preciating Stravinsky’s groundbreaking 
1913.score. Click your mouse on a button 
marked “A Word from Robert Winter.” 
You then hear Winter introduce you to the 
field of learning possibilities revolving

around Le sacre. Click again. You can hear 
individual movements, or the entire com- 
position, flamboyantly performed by the 
Montreal Symphony Orchestra conducted 
by Charles Dutoit (available on regular CD 
from London). Other commands bring 
you programs about instrumentation, 
choreography, the cultural history of Paris 
in the early part of the century, measure- 
by-measure technical analysis, an annotat- 
ed bibliography, and even a game based on 
information given in the program. 

As remarkable as this well-chosen pleni- 
tude of data is, even more remarkable are 
the ways you can choose to interact with 
it. Click on any unfamiliar musical term 
and an ample definition, often with musi- 
cal example, comes on the screen. Quite 
apart from the Stravinsky content, this 
disc offers an imaginative and intellectually 
rigorous course in music theory — but 
that course is “hidden” in an entertaining 
program. There is also a bit of a covert 
“Introduction to Dance” course included. 
And history? Art? Any classroom teacher 
who likes to pay lip service to “interdisci- 
plinary studies” better measure his or her 
teaching practice against Winter’s. I’ve 
never seen it accomplished so sweepingly, 
with such humor and with such poetic 
style. (Winter takes witty aim at preten- 
tious Stravinsky critics by letting you 
choose to sample their windy verbal 
storms, and every few minutes he marshals 
a startling metaphor to drive an insight 
home.) 

Because the disc allows you to jump so 
easily from one level of musical perception 
to another, you feel you’ve circumambu- 
lated both Stravinsky and the history of 
music. Unlike orthodox teachers/conduc- 
tors, Winter encourages a multiplicity of 
interpretations. Because you choose what- 
ever verbal and musical examples you want 
to experience, at whatever pace, you ac- 
tively shape the growth of your musical 
perceptions. Regardless of what your fa- 
vorite recording of Le sacre might be, 
Winter’s disc allows you to navigate the 
piece in a unique, fruitful way. 

Don’t assume that other CD-ROMs on 
the market attempt to scale these heights. 
Some are so minimally interactive, they’re 
little more than texts translated into an 
overpriced CD format. But do look into 
Winter’s other Microsoft discs. I’ve sam- 
pled the ones for Mozart’s Dissonant 
Quartet and Beethoven’s Symphony No. 
9. The same mark of the master music ed- 
ucator is present. Music is presented as a 
weave, a web, a brilliant constellation of 
sounds and texts, inviting your most seri- 
ous, most playful engagement. Q

wo blocks away from the Ritz and 

right across from the New England 
School of Art and Design, 29 Newbury 
is the place for people watching.

On January 15, a dozen of the most 
respected figures in art history will grace 
the walls of the dining room as part of 
Mary Rhinelander’s exhibition of “Artist 
Portraits.” The series of monotypes and 
etchings is being presented by Gallery 
Pertutti, a revolving gallery that specializes 
in finding alternative exhibition spaces in 
Boston’s prize restaurants and bars. 

Pertutti manager Brian Adams saw 
Rhinelander’s work last fall at the 
Cambridgeport Open Studios, where he 
and others were engaged in what 
Rhinelander calls “a kind of guessing 
game to figure out who is who.” In the 
center of each print, in crisp black and 
white, is a 3x3 etching of a celebrated

Working from a self-portrait of van 
Gogh, for example, Rhinelander takes 
care to capture the swirling motions of 
the painter’s own hand. 

The artist herself is every bit as 
present as the masters portrayed. “I’m in 
there. I have a mark. For a start, 
printmaking is a very different medium 
from oil painting . . . paper shows 
through . . . there is a different feeling 
from canvas. Etching is more delicate, 
potentially finicky work. And the artwork 
that surrounds the portrait is bold and 
strong. There is a rush of energy.” 

Part of that rush comes from Rhine- 
lander’s printmaking technique. The 
combination of etching, an edition- 
oriented medium, with the one-shot 
monotype give the works a vibrancy 
often absent in prints. It’s an unusual 
approach to familiar and not so familiar 
images that should have 29’s patrons 
looking up from the faces at the tables to 
those on the walls.

It’s all too easy 
to take Boston hardcore bands for 
granted — seems you can't walk 
down the street in Allston without 
tripping over three of them. And 
there are plenty of folks who find 
the whole scene an embarrassment 
to the city’s safe, cute, alterna-pop 
acts who continually snag head- 
lines around town and around the 
country. Yet Boston hardcore has 
produced more than its share of 
breakouts (no comment on Stomp- 
box, but anyone remember the 
Bosstones?), and it currently sus- 
tains a couple who oughta be huge. 
Like Tree. When psychotronic 
poster genius/punk fan Frank 
Kozik came to town, he said what 
most of us already knew (and 
some had already forgotten): 
Tree's take on metallic-hardcore- 
with-groove is special. At their 
best, as on Plant a Tree's “Not 
Afraid,” an insanely catchy guitar 
riff sets up an off-kilter drum 
beat, and singer River’s demon- 
punk growl takes on hip-hoppish 
rhythmic phrasings that make 
Biohazard and downset look pos- 
itively stiff and plastic. Hardcore’s 
regional limitations aside, there’s 
a market for the kind of transcen- 
dent mayhem that Tree create, 
and it’s in short supply. To para- 
phrase that PTA bumper sticker, 
it'll be a great day when Tree are 
headlining Avalon and Juliana 
Hatfield has to pass the hat at 
the Green Street Grill. Or some- 

thing.

(Smelis Like Records). There's 
no shortage of bands who have 
taken Sonic Youth's example as a 
license to indulge in a little unfo- 
cused noise-mongering. But at a 
time when the indie-rock aesthetic 
is in danger of calcifying into a lo-fi 
routine, Blonde Redhead are well 
on their way toward mastering the 
more challenging aural subtleties 
of the Sonic Youth vocabulary. 
Produced by SY drummer 
Steve Shelley and released on his 
self-financed Smelis Like Records 
label, Blonde Redhead’s promis- 
ing debut CD is an appropriately 
noisy, low-tech affair. Grounded in 
the kind of unsettling, evocative, 
dissonant-pop experiments that 
Sonic Youth explored on Sister 
and Daydream Nation, the eight- 
song disc convulses between 
soothing calm and disturbing 
chaos. The intuitive guitar inter- 
play between boy singer Amedeo 
and‘girl singer Kazu raises a 
quiet, tension-ridden storm that 
splashes Maki’s dark-hued bass 
lines and Simone’s insistent 
drums with intriguing, undulating, 
off-kilter melodies. The bristling, 
reflective “I ‘t Want U” and the 
ethereal “Girl build ominous- 
ly around circular progressions 
and arpeggios *without ever 
resolving.

For the 
most part, if you never heard 
another lick by the bands here, 
you'd be sated — unless the 
bleary din from indie rock’s most 
oblique corner is your exclusive 
metier. 

Even if most of us have an 
opinion about Royal Trux’s scag 
rawk and King Kong's Talking 
Heads/B-52’s update, there’s plen- 
ty to be surprised by. The singer in 
Smog ably explains his amaze- 
ment over the expression on his 
lover’s face when she fakes her 
orgasm. Vet progs Red Krayola 
put mod guitar squall on a surplus 
rhythm track from 15 years ago. 
Ultra-dazzling is the experimental 
suite by Gastr del Sol; the pride in 
its imperviousness is unmistak- 
able. Most indie completists will 
have to own this comp for the 
nowhere-else Pavement cut, but 
they'll find that its brethren are 
equally as skewed and stunning.

Mob, BLOODLINES (Alligator). 
Postmodern bluesman Michael Hill 
has been plying his trade in vari- 
ous bands around New York for 
years, but he’s had trouble getting 
the attention of record-biz types 
because his synthesis of rock, 
funk, and reggae doesn''t fit neatly 
into the blues pi lo 
Thanks to Alligator, the wait's 
finally over, and Hill’s full-length 
recorded debut is well worth it. His 
commanding guitar playing is 
sometimes lusciously melodic, 
sometimes indulgent in a Roy 
Buchanan-esque love for crazy 
honks and squawks, and always 
delivered in a gritty but sweet, dis- 
tortion-laced, completely distinc- 
tive tone. His classy, unforced 
singing is nearly as good. Songs 
like “Hard Blues for Hard Times” 
and “Evil in the Air,” a powerful 
recollection of violence at Howard 
Beach, are worthy additions to the 
blues canon. Bloodlines is full of 
arresting turns of phrase (praise is 
due to the rest of the Blues Mob: 
bassist Kevin Hill, drummer Tony 
Lewis, and keyboardist Fred 
McFarlane). It’s got plenty of 
anger, joy, sadness, and compas- 
sion; it also rocks and rolls. What 
more could you want?

**x* Velo-Deluxe, SUPERELAS- 
TIC (Mammoth). Guitarist/vocaiist 
John Strohm, whose credits in- 
clude the Blake Babies, Antennae, 
and a stint in the Lemonheads, 
sounds a bit like Mr. Dando at 
times, minus the stoner’s throati- 
ness that’s trademark of the alter- 
nahunk. With Velo-Deluxe, he vac- 
uums deep-pile shag pop that’s 
sunny and morose at the same 
time. 

Strohm's coffee-and-cigarettes 
vocals are cozily bedded down in 
a smudgy guitar haze that illumi- 
nates songs like “Simple” and 
“Super Elastic” — their rubbery 
guitars bespeak .the Dounce in 
Strohm’s voice. Equally charming 


are “Angels” (with guitar twang 
and a shadow of Farfisa), “Satur- 
day,” with its weekend-lazy pedal 
steel, and “Skin and Bones,” 
where Strohm shakes his head 
over a girlfriend obsessed with 
fashion magazines and the waif 
look. “Dirtass” revs up garage rock 
’90s-style, calling to mind the 
Seeds and the Count Five, with a 
hint of the back-ups characteristic 
of the Blake Babies. The album is 
a bundle of contradictions, with 
tempos and influences weaving all 
over the road, albeit in a pleasant, 
intriguing way. Everything comes 
together on “Miracle,” a whispery 
number with billowing gui- 
tars and a (very) long, eerie 
psychedelic shimmer-out.

Aliyah (the toughie who sneers 
“Age ain't nothin’ but a number” in 
the manner of a young MC Lyte), 
she dresses soft — not hard — 
and, with help from accomplished 
new-jill producers like Kipper 
Jones and Keith Crouch, presents

MAYBECK RECITAL HALL, 
(Concord Jazz). Werner, patient 
as a spider, spins a web of lyric 
calm and dancing beauty and fills 
in the corners, not budging far 
from his center. Prior work with 
Chet Baker and Lee Konitz nur- 
tured that patience, note to note, 
phrase to phrase. The lengthy 
panegyric “Roberta Moon” presses 
a life story into a few pages: deep, 
tolling, bell-like. He finds like- 
sounding melodies, holds them 
aloft for scrutiny (“In Your Own 
Sweet Way/Naima”). He explores 
upper partials with “Autumn 
Leaves,” traveling not as far out as 
he might when collaborating with 
sax man Joe Lovano or Boston’s 
the Fringe. He cools the tempo 
and heats up lyricism with another 
stunning, symmetrical pairing: “Try 
To Remember/Saint Thomas.” He 
tolls a prayer to the East (“Guru”), 
then closes with a poignant, dew- 
drop-delicate “A Child Is Born.” 
Perfection. Werner's set — one of 
the very best in a series that has 
quietly become a bellwether for 
pianists of our era — merely 
shows one gentler aspect of an 
extraordinarily gifted artist.

DESERT (1994). A hilarious cul- 
ture-clash comedy/road 
movie/musical whose heroines 
are three Sydney drag queens. 
The real stars, however, are cos- 
tume designers Lizzy Gardiner 
and Tim Chappel, who turn the 
protagonists into extravagant 
desert visions, mirages that will 
pop the eyes of even the most 
jaded viewers. Priscilla herself is 
the lavender bus that carries our 
heroines through the Australian 
Outback. Writer/director Stephan 
Elliott goes easy on the pop psy- 
chology; the film's raison d’étre is 
not politics but campy fun, which 
comes from the bitchy dialogue, 
the elaborate costumes (you'll flip 
for a gown that’s made entirely 
from foam-rubber beach thongs), 
and the production numbers that 
give the trio frequent excuses to 
dance and lip-synch. You haven't 
truly traveled until you've seen 
Felicia, a/k/a Adam, with the glit- 
tering silver-lamé train of her 
gown fluttering in the breeze, 
perched atop a titanic sling- 
backed pump mounted on the 
speeding Priscilla’s roof and lip- 
synching one of the opera arias 
and disco classics that make up 
the film's score.

girlfriend. But the film triumphs 
because the biggest joke is on 
Allen: by puncturing his own pom- 
posity, he vindicates himself.

sportswriter commissioned to 
write his biography. He’s a mon- 
ster and a hero, canny about 
himself but only when he’s paint- 
ing himself as a gifted balliplayer 
or a son of a bitch. He keeps 
everything else about himself — 
and other peopie’s emotions 
about him — at arm’s length. 
Shelton refuses to resolve these 
contradictions, and the movie 
asks us to do what Stump ulti- 
mately has to: accept that there’s 
no final reading on this man’s 
life.

This latest vehicle for Jim Carrey, 
the rubbery-faced comic of Ace 
Ventura: Pet Detective and The 
Mask, pairs him with Jeff Daniels 
as moronic Providence room- 
mates who can’t keep a job or 
find a girlfriend. After Carrey 
chauffeurs a gorgeous redhead 
(Lauren Holly) to the airport and 
retrieves her apparently forgotten 
briefcase (which, as part of a 
lame kidnapping subplot, is full of 
ransom money), he and Daniels 
decide to track her down in 
Aspen. They drive off in Daniels’s 
van, which looks like a giant 
sheepdog and indeed is left over 
from his previous job as a doggy | 
hairdresser. Daniels, a good 
actor who has always looked 
sheepish even without shaggy 
hair, is reduced to close-ups of 
his butt crack. To judge by 
Carrey’s bowl-shaped haircut and 
manic idiocy, he appears to have | 
been “inspired” by Jerry Lewis. |

*x*x*1/2 EAT DRINK MAN 
WOMAN (1994). Ang Lee's third | 
film uses the same basic ingredi- | 
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ents as his sleeper hit of last 
year, The Wedding Banquet: 
hunger, thirst, desire, and the 
inability of the sexes to enjoy any 
of this without conflict, loss, or 
compromise. Otherwise, the 
recipe has substantially changed 
— and what Lee dishes up this 
time is more savory and filling. In 
this witty, heart-wrenching tale of 
a widowed middle-aged chef 
(Sihung Lung) and his three 
daughters, Lee cooks up a per- 
fect slice of life that combines the 
humor of Woody Allen with the 
precise detailing and subtle emo- 
tional seasoning of Yasujiro Ozu. 
Tao Chu is the greatest chef in 
Taiwan, but he can’t appreciate 
his achievement because he’s 
lost his sense of taste. What's 
worse, he can’t control his 
daughters — he can barely gath- 
er them together for a Sunday 
family meal, much less prod them 
toward marriage. The director's 
narrative skills are on a par with 
the culinary talents of his hero, 
so each potential romance is 
resolved like a repeated variation 
on Guess Who’s Coming to 
Dinner. Still, it's the film’s melan- 
choly and wisdom that linger.

*x*x*1/2 ED WOOD (1994). 
Johnny Depp plays 1950s auteur 
Edward D. Wood Jr. — who's 
been named the worst director in 
movie history for such astonish- 
ingly inept schlock as Plan 9 from 
Outer Space, as well as the jaw- 
dropping, autobiographical cross- 
dressing saga Glen or Glenda? 
As Wood, Depp makes his doe 
eyes gleam with the manic 
sparkler of a born hustler. He’s 
his own biggest mark, unaccount- 
ably convinced of his inevitable 
triumph. For his part, Tim Burton 
lovingly re-creates Wood's no- 
budget movies, often scene for 
scene, down to their unwittingly 
self-parodic bargain-basement 
special effects, robotic acting, 
and unfathomable dialogue. 
Burton’s done an especially bril- 
liant job of casting Wood's reper- 
tory company, which includes:a 
confused Sarah Jessica Parker 
as Wood's girlfriend and frequent 
star Dolores Fuller and Bill 
Murray as would-be transsexual 
Bunny Breckenridge. But the 
emotional heart of the movie is 
the relationship between Wood 
and the aging, forgotten horror 
legend he rediscovered, Bela 
Lugosi, in an eerily perfect turn 
by Martin Landau. When a famil- 
ial bond develops between them, 
on and off screen, they display 
an emotional honesty that no 
amount of auteurial ineptitude 
can disguise. Brattle.

Fred Zinnemann’s 
adaptation of James Jones's 
novel of life on an American 
Army base at Pearl Harbor in the 
last days before we entered 
World War |! is a great piece of 
popular filmmaking. The superb 
cast is topped by Montgomery 
Clift, who, as the unassuming 
Prewitt, gives one of his disquiet- 
ing, intensely felt performances 
that make you feel privy to his 
every emotion. Frank Sinatra is 
very likable as the quirky trouble- 
maker Maggio; Burt Lancaster 
makes a_ solid, powerful 
Sergeant Warden; Deborah Kerr 
is a surprisingly good match for 
him as the officer's wife he has 
an affair with; and Ernest 
Borgnine is scarily effective as 
the murderous Fatso. Brattle.

*x*x*x*x/@GLEN OR GLENDA? 
(1953). An extremely amusing 
curiosity from Edward D. Wood 
Jr., the renowned worst director 
of all time — in fact, it’s even 
funnier than his legendary Plan 9 
from Outer Space. As Ed Wood 
fans know, Wood was a 
transvestite, and this would-be 
poignant study of a ‘50s nebbish 
who can’t fight off his deep-seat- 
ed “transvestite desires” was 
particularly close to his heart. It 
features naive (and oddly pas- 
sionate) pleas for sexual free- 
dom, a shockingly sleazy dream

* *& x HEAVENLY CREATURES 
(1994). New Zealand director 
Peter Jackson's modest effort 
comes closer to the spirit of the 
classic horror film than any of the 
recent big-budget efforts. The 
maker of the black-comic splat- 
terfest Dead/Alive, Jackson 
fuses the sublime and the 
grotesque, the poetic and the 
kitschy, to create a hybrid that is 
hilarious, unnerving, and per- 
versely tragic. Based on a true 
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story, Creatures takes place in 
the 1950s in the provincial town 
of Christchurch, New Zealand. 
Mired in the community's tedium 
and bad taste is the lonely, 
bright, pudding-faced adolescent 
Pauline Parker (Melanie 
Lynskey), whose only outlet for 
her rebellion and imagination is 
being sullen. That when 
new student Juliet Hulme (Kate 
Winslet) comes into her school. 
Their friendship ignites after they 
reveal their romantic maladies to 
each other: Pauline has had 
polio, Juliet has tuberculosis. 
What follows is a union of over- 
ripe imaginings, repressed sexu- 
ality and rage, arrogance, sav- 
age wit, and hysteria. Jackson 
climaxes his film with a crime 
that in its crude simplicity out- 
does all the fake gore in a year 
full of pallid, graphic violence. 
Like every master of the horror 
genre, he seduces us with the 
heaven of the forbidden, only to 
appall us with the creatures it 
spawns.

*xxxHOOP DREAMS (1994). 
This documentary, which follows 
inner-city Chicago boys William 
Gates and Arthur Agee as they 
pursue their dreams of basket- 
ball stardom through four years 
of high school, has the sweep, 
the storytelling craft, and the 
indelible characters of great nov- 
els. A street scout plucks the two 
14-year-olds off the playground 
and gets them partial scholar- 
ships to St. Joseph High School, 
the suburban basketball power- 
house that spawned former 
Detroit Pistons star Isiah 
Thomas. It’s a major adjustment 
for the two boys, not only 
because of the 90-minute com- 
mute each way from their 
homes, but also because the 
academics are more rigorous 
than anything that’s been asked 
of them so far in public school. 
William makes the varsity team 
and Arthur. the freshman five, 
and the film is punctuated with 
exciting sequences of play in 
which, as opposed to your typi- 
cal sports movie, victory is by no 
means a foregone conclusion. 
Even more interesting are the 
film’s candid glimpses of the 
boys’ home lives.

*xIMMORTAL BELOVED (1994). 
Beethoven (Gary Oldman) 
leaves his estate to a woman 
identified only by the title phrase. 
His amanuensis, Anton Schindler 
(Jeroen Krabbe), must determine 
which of three women (Valeria 
Golino, Isabella Rossellini, 
Johanna Ter Steege) she was, 
since she’s the Rosebud that 
explains all, not only 
Beethoven's tumultuous person- 
al life but also his tumultuous 
creative life. Even if you're not 
familiar with Beethoven's biogra- 
phy, you might guess that this 
episode is a complete fabrica- 
tion. And Oldman’s Beethoven 
resembles his Sid Vicious; just 
10 minutes into the film, he 
trashes a hotel room.

**1/2 INTERVIEW WITH THE 
VAMPIRE (1994). Neil Jordan's 
overwrought, misconceived, fit- 
fully brilliant adaptation of Anne 
Rice’s turgid bestseller features 
Tom Cruise as Lestat, the film’s 
mirthful nihilistic spirit. The prob- 
lem is that Brad Pitt's existential- 
ly torn vampire Louis is always 
whining, as is the overall tone of 
Rice’s screenplay — not just 
whining, but prating, declaiming, 
and haranguing in a stilted, 
hackneyed imitation of elevated 
speech. At times Jordan’s style 
and pace imitate the writer’s pur- 
ple prose: the narrative moves 
ponderously, the visuals clog the 
retina. On the other hand, it’s 
Jordan’s — and, surprisingly, 
Cruise’s — penchant for punctur- 
ing the bombast with jabs of 
black humor, sly irony, and 
wickedly twisted sexuality that 
lets this Vampire achieve some- 
thing of the evil and ecstasy 
Rice’s novel aspires to. Arlington

* *1.Q. (1994). Fred Schepisi’s 
new romantic comedy is about 
the brainy Catherine (Meg Ryan), 
who lives with her famous uncle 
Albert Einstein (a cuddly Walter 
Matthau) in Princeton and is 
engaged to dull James (Stephen 
Fry). She’s trying to fit into the 
narrow confines of 1950s woman- 
hood, which for her means aban- 
doning her mathematics career 
and raising children. That’s why 
she resists the attraction of Ed 
(Robbins), a luftmensch mechan- 
ic and the one person on the 
planet who’s as obsessed with 
astronomy as she is. Einstein 
finds Ed charming, and since he 
suspects that Catherine deserves 
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more than James, he appoints 
himself their matchmaker, the 
world’s first genius Cupid. That's 
a cute premise, and it might have 
worked if someone with a lighter 
touch had been able to extend its 
one joke. Meg Ryan is an appeal- 
ing Catherine, if not a brilliantly 
inventive one. As for Tim 
Robbins, he's got the sort of off- 
hand charm that makes you root 
for him. But Schepisi, whose 
other romantic comedy is the 
effervescent Roxanne, is crip- 
pled by the heavy-handedness of 
the screenplay, which wants us 
to believe that Catherine and Ed 
are right for each other because 
Albert Einstein thinks so. Copley

xxx xTHE KILLERS (1946). 
One of the finest of all film noirs. 
Ernest Hemingway wrote a mag- 
nificent story about a man who 
sits in his hotel room, passively 
awaiting death at the hands of a 
pair of gangsters. The first 10 
minutes of Robert Siodmak’s film 
are absolutely faithful. to 
Hemingway, in word and spirit; 
then the movie spins into a flash- 
back and explains how the poor 
bastard got in this mess. It’s a 
first-rate piece of imaginative 
reconstruction (Anthony Veiller 
and John Huston — uncredited 
— did the adaptation), with a 
first-rate cast: Edmond O'Brien, 
Ava Gardner, Albert Dekker, 
Sam Levene, Jeff Corey, and the 
young Burt Lancaster as a 
lovestruck boxer known as the 
Swede. Lancaster has a power- 
ful emotional intensity here; the 
character seems to be constantly 
discovering feelings he never 
knew he had. Brattle.

x*x*xTHE LAST KLEZMER 
(1994). Before the Holocaust, 
Leopold Kozlowski was one of 
thousands of itinerant Jewish 
musicians filling Eastern Europe 
with the joyous strains of 
klezmer music. Today, he is sin- 
glehandedly keeping the tradition 
alive by teaching the music to a 
new generation of Polish gen- 
tiles. In this warm and poignant 
documentary, American musicol- 
ogist (and klezmer violinist) Yale 
Strom follows Kozlowski on his 
sentimental journey to his 
Ukrainian hometown, where his 
family learned to play music, 
joined the resistance against the 
Nazis, and were all killed. 
Kozlowski is an eloq witness 
to the destruction of a people 
and a culture (his young stu- 
dents are all Catholic), yet like 
his music, he survives, his 
vibrancy undiminished. Coolidge 
Corner. 
**xxTHE LAST SEDUCTION 
(1994). John Dahl (Red Rock 
West) has contrived a gleefully 
nihilistic tale of double and triple 
crosses, of ruthless female cun- 
ning and feckless male opacity. 
Clay Gregory (Bill Pullman), a 
Manhattan sharpie, sweats his 
way through a drug deal and 
then feels so triumphant when he 
returns home that he slaps his 
carping wife in the mouth. Big 
mistake. Played by Linda 
Fiorentino in a restrained, relent- 
less performance, Bridget 
Gregory knows what she wants 
and how to get it. Later she picks 
up Mike (played by Peter Berg, 
who's note-perfect as an idealis- 
tic, thoroughly deluded male), a 
local insurance agent, in a bar. 
She convinces him to cooperate 
in an ingenious scheme, one 
that’s a brilliant cover for some- 
thing far more cynical and dev- 
astating. And it’s exhilarating to 
watch someone perform with 
such skill, exercising to the full 
her genius, even if it’s a malig- 
nant one. That goes for Dahi as 
well. Working here for the first 
time from someone else’s script 
(a dandy debut by Steve 
Barancik), he offers direction 
that’s polished and inspired.

The 
title comes from the name of a 
fictional prison in New England 
— a harsh stone 19th-century 
fortress. But the structure is also 
one of the film’s main characters. 
We see the development, from 
1946 to 1967, of a friendship 
between a young banker convict- 
ed of double murder (Tim 
Robbins) and a hardened lifer 
criminal (Morgan Freeman). As 
in Beckett, life is all about wait- 
ing, and that is what these pris- 
oners do best. Darabont gets 
Robbins’s most subtle and multi- 
layered performance to date. But 
the Oscar nomination will go to 
Freeman, who shows the 
majesty of sadness and how 
sweet redemption can be — 
even when all hope is lost.

Kevin (Michael Keaton) and Julia

navigate the plot. Desperate to 
construct a transition between the 
old cast and the new, screenwrit- 
ers Ronald D. Moore and 
Brannon Braga (who worked on 
The Next Generation) proffer a 
storyline that’s not so much com- 
pelling as convenient. Kirk dies, 
just as he should, saving the uni- 
verse from Dr. Soran (Malcolm 
McDowell) and his evil plot to col- 
lapse a solar system and propel 
himself into the Nexus, a Nirvana- 
like higher plane from which he 
was untimely wrenched the last 
time the Enterprise was in the 
area. Or something like that. 
Years later, Soran turns up on 
Picard’s Enterprise, and Picard 
seeks out Kirk, who's not exactly 
dead but also in the Nexus.

Hollywood hoopla, Zhang 
Yimou's latest — for which he’s 
been forbidden to make films in 
mainiand China for two years — 
is a superbly acted, exquisitely 
structured, visually astounding 
account of what it is to experi- 
ence a lifetime of political and 
social chaos. In a provincial vil- 
lage in Northern China in the 
1940s, Xu Fugui (Ge You), the 
dissolute heir to a family fortune, 
gambles away his money and 
neglects his beautiful, pregnant 
wife, Jiazhen (Gong Li), and dot- 
ing daughter, Fengxia (Xiao 
Cong). Jiazhen leaves him, and 
Fugui discovers that his vice has 
been encouraged by the wily 
Long Er (Ni Da Hong), the owner 
of a puppet show who is also an 
aspiring entrepreneur. Long Er 
wins Fugui’s estate from him at 
the dice table, whereupon Fugui 
and his mother are put out on 
the street. In lieu of a loan, Long 
Er gives Fugui his puppets; 
Fugui renounces gambling, 
rejoins his wife, and tours the 
countryside in his newfound pro- 
fession. History, in the form of 
the Chinese civil war, intrudes on 
Fugui’s art, and the victims are 
his family. What makes these 
tragedies so compelling is 
Yimou’s refusal to milk them for 
melodrama or exploit them for 
platitudes. In addition to the 
superb performances of Ge You 
and Gong Li, every minor char- 
acter is played with warmth and 
humanity. There are no villains; 
all are victims responsible for 
their fate.

***x 1/2 VACAS (1992). Basque 
director Julio Medem’s uncanny 
film may come the closest of any 
of the recent multigenerational 
epics to summing up the terrible 
beauty of the 20th century. It 
begins in a trench in the second 
Carlist War in Spain in 1875. 
Two friends meet — Carmelo 
and Manuel. The enemy attacks, 
Manuel proves craven, and 
Carmelo, in attempting to help 
him, is mortally wounded. 
Manuel covers himself with his 
dying friend’s blood to feign 
death himself and emerges from 
a cartload of naked corpses, his 
cowardice observed only by a 
solitary cow. Thirty years pass in 
the form of the ultimate iris cut: 
the camera penetrates the all- 
seeing eye of the cow and opens 
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again to 1905, where Manuel is a 
dotty grandfather whose obses- 
sion is painting cows. This does 
seem complicated, and it proba- 
bly won't help to describe the 
movie as a politicized Wuthering 
Heights covering six decades of 
Spanish history in a style totally 
unique but drawing from sources 
as diverse as Picasso, Bufiuel, 
Borges, and the great director of 
Spirit of the Beehive, Victor 
Erice. Still, the film has an 
eldritch inner logic, one that in 
light of the illogic of the last 100 
years seems like common sense 
itself.

**x*1/2 THE VANISHING 
(1990). This tricky, postmodern 
Dutch thriller begins with the dis- 
appearance of a young woman 
(Johanna Ter Steege, who is so 
overpoweringly expressive that 
she dominates the movie after 
she’s gone) during a bike trip 
through the French countryside 
with her boyfriend (Gene 
Bervoets). Then the movie leaps 
ahead three years and switches 
focus to her abductor (Bernard-

the act, matches the boyfriend’s 
obsession to discover the truth. 
The roots of the picture are in 
writers like Julio Cortazar and 
Patricia Highsmith; and the style 
and the working out of the mys- 
tery feel a little academic. But 
director George Sluizer has an 
eye and a gift for evoking a 
mood: thinking back on this 
movie can make you shiver for 
days afterward.

STREET (1994). This Vanya 
emerges from one of the most 
extraordinary theatrical projects 
of recent years. Andre Gregory 
returned to directing after more 
than a decade’s absence with a 
workshop production of Uncle 
Vanya in the vivid, crackling, 
American-sounding David Mamet 
version. On and off for five years 
Gregory and his cast rehearsed 
the show in the abandoned New 
Amsterdam Theatre on 42nd 
Street. Finally, Louis Malle came 
in for a week and a half and 
filmed it. And in rehearsal clothes, 
with rehearsal props, the actors 
offer the most fully explored, the 
most unexpected, the most 
essentially American readings of 
Chekhov's characters — readings 
that can result only from half a 
decade's collaboration between 


brilliant actors and a brilliant 
director. But who could have 
guessed that Wallace Shawn 
would turn out to be an inspired 
Chekhov actor? His rages feel not 
only like the end-of-his-rope 
explosions of a profoundly unful- 
filled middle-aged man but also 
like the inevitable release of the 
turmoil that’s been sparking 
Shawn’s edgy, sandpaperish 
humor all along. The marvelous 
Julianne Moore is Yelena. Brooke 
Smith gives a performance of 
astonishing purity as Sonya, the 
professor’s daughter. As Astrov, 
Larry Pine not only looks like a 
young Jason Robards but has 
something like Robards’s strange 
intensity. The cast is rounded out, 
splendidly, by George Gaynes as 
the professor, Lynn Cohen as 
Maman, Jerry Mayer as hapless 
Waffles, and Phoebe Brand as 
the Nurse.
